Or,  telephone  your  bids 
to  our  auction  department.  Please  follow  up  your  phone  and  fax  bids 
with  written  confirmation. 


We’ve  found  it  best  to  use  a  work  sheet  to  compile  bids.  In  this 
MlS I  way  you  can  check  back  and  forth  throughout  the  catalogue, 
make  changes  and  revisions,  and  so  on.

An  Appreciation  by  Q.  David  Bowers 


Herman  Halpem 

To  numismatists  beginning  or  advanced,  the 
name  Herman  Halpern— known  as  “Hy”  to  his 
friends  including  us— is  a  very  familiar  name.  His 
imprint  has  appeared  on  the  covers  of  catalogues 
issued  in  recent  years  by  ourselves  and  by  our 
colleagues,  Stack’s.  Beyond  that,  he  has  been 
known  as  a  dedicated  enthusiast  and  researcher 
with  a  passion  for  thoroughness  and  quality.  No 
doubt,  numismatists  generations  hence  will  still 
recognize  his  name  in  connection  with  such  dis¬ 
ciplines  as  U.S.  copper  large  cents,  U.S.  currency, 
Canadian  currency,  and,  in  the  present  cata¬ 
logue,  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  cents.  For  those 
few  readers  who  may  not  have  received  our  last 
catalogue  with  his  name  on  the  cover,  we  give 
some  biographical  notes  that  appeared  in  the 


March  1993  issue  of  the  Bank  Note  Reporter,  in 
which  he  told  of  his  first  real  find: 

“In  1950  I  was  in  the  restaurant  and  bar  business 
in  New  York.  One  day  I  opened  the  drawer  and 
saw  what  appeared  to  be  a  very  unusual  penny 
among  about  15  others.  It  caught  my  eye  because 
it  was  so  shiny.  At  first  I  thought  that  it  was  a  Ca¬ 
nadian  coin  because  it  was  so  different.  Upon,  ex¬ 
amination  I  saw  that  it  was  an  1891  Indian  Head 
cent.  It  was  a  gem  red  Uncirculated  piece.  I  did  not 
known  anything  about  coins  at  the  time  so  I  took 
it  down  to  the  coin  shop  at  Macy’s  or  Gimbel’s— I 
am  not  sure  which. 

“The  fellow  there  told  me  that  he  would  pay  me 
$25  for  it.  I  was  astonished  that  I  could  get  $25  for 
this  coin,  but  I  asked  him  what  he  would  do  with 
it.  Of  course,  he  explained  that  he  would  mark  it 
up  and  resell  it. 

“That  whetted  my  appetite  and  I  started  study¬ 
ing  it.  The  first  thing  that  I  did  was  look  into  who 
was  the  biggest  name  in  coins.  That  got  me  down 
to  Stack’s  where  I  met  Morton  and  J.B.  Stack.  They 
used  to  open  on  Saturday.  I  met  more  people  and 
got  more  interested.  I  decided  that  I  would  start 
spending  $10  to  $15  per  week  on  coins.  Of  course, 
in  the  shop  I  saw  many  different  coins  and  paper 
money,  too.  This  got  me  interested.” 

Early  on  Mr.  Halpern  decided  to  collect  the  nic¬ 
est  and  rarest  pieces  available.  This  has  led  to  fine 
collections  of  large  cents,  gold  and  type  coins,  and 
United  States  and  Canadian  paper  money.  He  has 
a  philosophy  about  collecting  which  he  stated  in 
the  Bank  Note  Reporter: 

“I  think  that  the  collecting  desire  is  something 
that  we  are  born  with.  Paper  money  and  coin  col¬ 
lecting,  even  stamp  collecting  are  all  the  same  in 
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that  regard.  Collectors  have  to  have  a  love  of  art.” 

Early  in  his  collecting  career,  Mr.  Halpem  collected 
both  coins  and  paper  money.  As  he  became  more 
•  deeply  involved  in  coin  collecting,  he  sold  his  paper 
money  collection  to  focus  on  his  magnificent  collec¬ 
tion  of  large  cents.  But  he  vowed  to  return  to  collect¬ 
ing  paper  money,  and  after  the  sale  of  his  large  cents 
in  1988  and  his  gold  coins  in  1989,  he  did  just  that. 
Of  his  reentry  into  the  paper  money  field  he  says: 

“Charlie  Wormser  (1912-1990)  was  a  great  collec¬ 
tor.  I  bought  about  half  his  collection  from  his  estate. 
This  really  got  me  started  down  this  ski  slope  of  pa- 
;  per  money... 

“Whenever  I  saw  something  nice  at  the  Memphis 
j  paper  money  show  or  in  an  auction,  I  bought  it.  You 
do  not  get  many  second  chances  at  really  rare  and  nice 
items.  It  is  just  one  time  at  bat.  Sometimes  I  would 
overextend  to  get  something,  but  I  always  got  the  fin¬ 
est  available.  I  have  mortgaged  my  home  in  order  to 
buy  rare  notes.  I  would  not  recommend  that  to  every¬ 
one  because  that  could  be  grounds  for  divorce.” 

Although  Herman  Halpern  has  stopped  collecting 
items  that  responded  to  his  earlier  challenges,  his 
collecting  enthusiasm  is  as  bright  as  ever.  Indeed,  this 
seems  to  characterize  many  other  great  numismatists 
in  American  history.  A  perusal  of  old-time  auction 
catalogues  from  generations  past  will  reveal  that  such 
names  as  Ferguson  Haines,  J.  Colvin  Randall,  and 
H.O.  Granberg— to  give  just  several  names  from  a  list 
that  could  be  vastly  expanded— formed  a  set  or  two, 
sold  through  the  auction  venue,  and  then  resumed 
interest  in  another  byway.  In  this  vein,  Hy  Halpern 
recently  stated  to  us: 


“Since  my  retirement  in  1990,  I  decided  that  in 
addition  to  my  collecting  coins  and  paper  money, 
to  take  up  United  States  stamps  and  United  States 
medals  as  well.  It  was  very  challenging  to  read  up 
on  them  and  acquire  enough  knowledge  to  be  able 
to  be  as  selective  with  my  purchases  as  I  was  in  buy¬ 
ing  the  finest  coins  available.  My  motto  has  always 
been  ‘buy  fewer,  but  buy  top  grade  only.’ 

“I  always  thought  that  I  would  have  a  real  void  in 
my  life  when  I  retired  from  business.  Instead  I  have 
found  such  satisfaction  and  pleasure  in  my  addi¬ 
tional  hobbies  that  I  find  that  the  days  are  not  long 
enough  to  keep  up  with  the  reading  that  is  required 
to  be  a  discernible  collector.  Whenever  I  find  my¬ 
self  at  a  point  where  I  am  no  longer  able  to  further 
a  collection,  it’s  time  to  sell  and  move  on.  I  felt  that 
way  about  the  coppers  so  at  this  time  I  will  devote 
more  of  my  energies  in  other  directions  with  re¬ 
newed  interest. 

“You  can  take  a  collection  from  a  collector,  but 
you  can  never  take  away  his  desire  to  collect.” 

No  doubt,  the  name  of  Herman  Halpern  will  in 
time  be  well  known  in  the  sister  hobby  of  stamp  col¬ 
lecting  (fair  notice!).  Doubtless,  Hy  Halpern’s  name 
will  become  famous  in  the  series  of  United  States 
medals  as  well  (another  fair  warning,  this  to  medal 
enthusiasts  everywhere!).  These  are  fascinating  to 
study  and  collect,  with  each  having  its  own  story. 

Hy,  thank  you  for  favoring  us  once  again  with 
your  consignment,  this  time  of  Flying  Eagle  cents, 
Indian  cents,  and  many  other  items  that  are  offered 
in  the  present  catalogue.

An  Appreciation  by  Q.  David  Bowers 


Gerald  O.  Warner 


With  great  pleasure  we  showcase  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  the  late  Gerald  O.  Warner.  In  his  lifetime 
he  frequently  contacted  our  office,  discussed  his 
numismatist  interests,  asked  advice,  and  worked 
with  us.  Now,  through  his  heirs  and  family,  his 
coins  are  presented  for  the  enjoyment  of  a  new 
generation. 

He  spent  the  majority  of  his  entire  life  in  the 
small  rural  community  of  Troy,  Pennsylvania, 
not  far  from  the  New  York  State  border.  Born 
there  in  1921,  the  son  of  Orrin  and  Merle 
Greenough  Warner,  he  passed  away  in  1996. 
Not  often  in  today’s  world  is  such  a  lifetime  tra¬ 
dition  and  stability  maintained. 

In  1945  he  founded  the  Warner  Tractor  and 
Equipment  Company,  and  50  years  later  cel¬ 


ebrated  the  firm’s  golden  anniversary.  Gerald’s  three 
sons  now  operate  the  highly  successful  enterprise. 

Although  Gerald  remained  a  resident  of  his 
hometown,  he  was  truly  a  man  of  the  world. 
Through  intense  study,  travel,  and  hands-on  expe¬ 
rience,  he  acquired  knowledge  and  expertise  in 
many  disciplines.  He  loved  and  thrived  on  chal¬ 
lenge,  and,  thus,  a  coin  was  more  than  just  a  numis¬ 
matic  specimen— it  was  a  passport  to  history  and 
contemplation.  Beyond  his  hobby  and  family  inter¬ 
ests,  he  was  very  active  in  organizations,  politics,  and 
his  community. 

Gerald  began  collecting  in  1963  as  an  adjunct  to 
his  fascination  with  American  antiques  and  histori¬ 
cal  memorabilia,  soon  realizing  that  coins  are  per¬ 
haps  the  most  fascinating  of  all  “antiques.”  One 
exploration  led  to  another,  and  each  piece  ac¬ 
quired  opened  the  door  to  reading,  study,  and  ap¬ 
preciation.  It  was  particularly  true  during  the  last 
10  years  of  his  life,  when  he  was  in  declining  health, 
but  was  surrounded  by  the  coins  and  books  he 
loved  so  much. 

His  family  has  expressed  the  thought  that  Gerald 
would  be  pleased  to  know  today  that  we  are  show¬ 
casing  his  coins.  Here  at  Bowers  and  Merena  we 
respond  with  a  heartfelt  thank  you,  not  only  for  the 
consignment  itself,  but  for  the  pleasure  of  having 
known  such  a  fine  person.  Gerald  is  survived  by  his 
wife  of  53  years,  Lorraine,  by  his  seven  children— 
Bonnie,  Dawn,  Gerald,  Jr.,  Sally,  David,  Scott,  and 
Mary  Beth— 19  grandchildren  and  several  great¬ 
grandchildren.  Gerald  is  greatly  missed  by  his  ex¬ 
tensive  family,  his  wide  circle  of  friends,  and  the 
entire  community  in  which  he  spent  his  life— and 
by  numismatists  who  chanced  to  meet  him  over  the 
years.

Colonial  and  United  States  Coins:  Lots  1-559 


:  colonial  Coins 

1  1723/2  Wood’s  Hibernia  halfpenny.  Breen-152.  EF-45.  Glossy  and 
lustrous  deep  olive-brown  with  a  minor  planchet  imperfection  on 
the  cheek.  Well  centered  and  sharply  struck  except  for  the  usual 
central  weakness.  A  very  popular  variety  listed  in  the  Guide  Book. 

Variety  with  large  3  over  2  and  a  pellet  before  the  letter  H. 

The  overdate  1823/2  is  considerably  rarer  than  the  “perfect”  date.  William 
Wood's  Hibernia  coinage  was  intended  for  Ireland  (Hibernia  being  the  an¬ 
cient  name  for  Ireland),  but  is  said  to  have  been  distributed  in  quantity  in 
America  (facts  concerning  distribution  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  seem  to  be 
scarce,  however).  Traditionally  collected  along  with  the  American  series. 

2  1723/2  Wood’s  Hibernia  halfpenny.  B-152.  EF-40.  Well  centered 
with  a  smooth  medium  brown  planchet  that  is  free  of  imperfec¬ 
tions  or  other  significant  abrasions.  The  design  detail  is  slightly 
weak  at  the  center  of  the  reverse. 

3  1786  Vermont.  Ryder-8.  Landscape  design.  VERMONTENSIUM. 
Net  VG;  sharpness  of  VF.  Low  Rarity-4.  Intermingled  golden 
brown  and  charcoal  gray.  Imperfectly  round  with  planchet  rifts 
noted  on  both  surfaces.  Some  verdigris  can  be  seen  on  the  reverse. 
In-person  examination  is  suggested  to  prospective  bidders. 

Indigenous  Vermont  coinage  struck  in  the  Green  Mountain  state  (actually, 
statehood  was  not  achieved  until  1791)  not  far  from  the  New  York  state  bor¬ 
der.  The  motif  is  derived  from  a  typical  Vermont  landscape.  Planchet  rifts  are 
the  rule,  not  the  exception,  with  Vermont  coinage  of  this  style,  due  to  primi¬ 
tive  arrangements  for  the  processing  of  copper  strip. 

Lovely  Massachusetts  Half  Cent 

Mint  State 


1787  Massachusetts  half  cent.  Ryder-4C,  MS-63  BN  (PCGS).  Rar¬ 
ity-2.  This  is  a  simply  marvelous  specimen  with  lustrous  olive- 
hrown  obverse  and  red  and  brown  reverse.  The  red  color  on  the 
reverse  is  significant.  In  our  opinion,  the  assigned  grade  would 
have  more  appropriately  been  MS-63  RB.  RyderAC  is  a  relatively 
common  variety,  however,  no  Massachusetts  copper  issue  can 
truly  he  considered  common  when  in  Mint  State  preservation.  I  he 
obverse  of  this  coin  has  some  minor  planchet  irregularities  as 

struck. 


Massachusetts  operated  its  own  mint,  which  coined  copper  half  cents  and 
cents  bearing  the  dates  1787  and  1788.  An  audit  by  the  state  revealed  that  such 
pieces  cost  twice  face  value  to  produce,  and  the  facility  was  promptly  shut¬ 
tered.  Meanwhile,  many  thousands  of  pieces  had  been  struck  and  released, 
made  from  exceptionally  well-crafted  dies  (in  relation  to  contemporary  is¬ 
sues),  and  were  quite  well  struck  on  excellent  planchets. 

5  1787  Fugio  cent.  Newman-Kessler  3-D.  Club  Rays.  VF-20.  148.5 
grains.  Struck  about  15%  to  20%  off-center.  Obverse  planchet 
flawed  at  the  edge  at  2:00.  Errors  of  all  kinds,  including  off-center 

•  strikes,  are  occasionally  found  on  Fugio  coppers.  However,  the 
Club  Rays  style  is  elusive  in  any  striking  format. 

6  1787  Fugio  cent.  NK  18-U.  Pointed  Rays.  VF-20.  Low  Rarity-5. 

Evidently  dipped  in  the  past  and  now  mostly  retoned  in  delicate 
shades  of  tan  and  lilac,  but  with  areas  of  faded  orange  present  on 
both  surfaces.  Some  microscopic  porosity  is  noted.  Only  60  to  75 
examples  of  the  variety  are  thought  to  exist. 


7  (1790)  Albany  Church  penny.  No  D.  Good.  111.1  grains.  The 

planchet  is  out  of  round  with  a  large  piece  missing  at  the  top.  In 
addition,  two  very  minor  planchet  cracks  are  noted  at  3:00  and 
8:00.  The  all  important  counterstamp  is  boldly  visible.  There  is  no 
visible  evidence  of  any  undertype.  Only  a  few  dozen  such  pieces 
exist,  and  whenever  they  appear  they  are  eagerly  sought. 

The  Albany  Church  penny  could  be  considered  part  of  a  large  class  of  items 
known  as  Communion  tokens.  Actually,  the  communion  ceremony  aside, 
such  pieces  were  probably  primarily  used  lor  church  donations.  The  idea  was 
to  sell  to  a  parishioner  a  group  of  such  pieces  in  exchange  for  a  coin  or  viable 
paper  money,  with  the  parishioner  to  drop  the  pennies  in  the  collection  plate 
over  a  period  of  time.  Typically,  reverence  for  Cod  aside,  church  goers  emp¬ 
tied  their  pockets  and  used  the  offering  plate  as  a  convenient  repository  for 
counterfeits,  lightweight  pieces,  and  other  things  that  they  were  not  able  to 
spend  during  the  intervening  week.  All  of  this  is  very  interesting  historically, 
of  course.  The  Albany  Church  penny  is  attributed  to  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  town  stated. 

Two  varieties  of  the  Albany  Church  penny  were  made,  one  with  “D"  above 
the  inscription,  and  one  without.  The  letter  D  is  the  British  abbreviation  for 
penny.

8  1794  Breen-la,  Cohen-la.  Large  Edge  Letters.  EF-45.  Rarity-3. 

Attractive  golden  brown  surfaces.  Very  nicely  centered,  especially 
on  the  obverse.  Struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies  with  some  incuse 
wreath  leaves  visible  by  Miss  Liberty’s  lips  and  chin.  A  tiny  reverse 
rim  nick  is  noted  at  1:00.  The  edge  lettering  is  somewhat  blun¬ 
dered  on  this  specimen,  with  the  words  HUNDRED  and  FOR  par¬ 
tially  overlapped.  Close  to  the  Condition  Census  for  the  variety. 

Both  large  and  small  edge  letter  variants  are  known  on  the  B-l  die  combina¬ 
tion.  The  study  of  half  cent  edge  styles  has  become  especially  popular  with 
collectors  since  the  publication  of  the  Cohen  and  Breen  half  cent  references. 
However,  certification  services  who  put  coins  in  slabs  without  noting  the  edge 
styles  deserve  the  “Sour  Pickle  Award.” 

The  half  cent  of  1794  is  distinctly  different  from  that  of  1795-1797,  inas¬ 
much  as  the  head  of  Miss  Liberty  is  substantially  larger  on  the  1794  issue.  As 
such,  it  can  be  considered  a  different  design  type.

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1794  B-9,  C-9.  High  Relief  Head.  VF-20  (PCGS).  Rarity-2.  Golden 
brown  toning  on  the  high  points  deepens  to  chocolate  brown  in 
the  fields.  A  rim  mark  above  ST  in  STATES  is  mentioned  for 
accuracy’s  sake. 


11  1804  B-ll,  C-12.  Crosslet  4,  Stemless  Wreath.  MS-60.  Rarity-2. 

Fully  lustrous  and  mostly  golden  brown  with  some  hints  of  faded 
mint  brilliance.  A  scattering  of  tiny  keg  marks  accounts  for  the  as¬ 
signed  grade.  One  of  the  most  distinctive  varieties  of  the  year.  The 
combination  of  the  Crosslet  4  obverse  with  the  Stemless  Wreath 
reverse,  enables  immediate  identification. 


12  1805  B-l,  C-l.  Stemless  Wreath.  AU-58.  Golden  brown  surfaces 

with  some  hints  of  violet.  Almost  all  of  the  original  mint  lustre  still 
survives  in  the  fields.  A  small  reverse  rim  bump  can  be  seen  at 
4:00.

1806  B-3,  C-l.  Small  6.  Stemless  Wreath.  AU-53  (PCGS).  Golden 
brown  toning  with  much  original  mint  lustre  still  surviving.  Close 
examination  reveals  a  spot  by  the  first  T  in  STATES* 


1806  B-4,  C-4.  Large  6,  Stems  on  Wreath.  MS-62,  red  and  brown. 

Fully  lustrous  and  partially  brilliant  with  blushes  of  pale  tan  and 
violet.  A  tiny  reverse  rim  mark  at  8:00  is  mentioned  primarily  for 
purposes  of  identification.  It  is  thought  that  the  majority  of  Uncir¬ 
culated  examples  of  the  variety  are  from  the  Chapman  hoard. 

Details  of  this  and  other  interesting  numismatic  hoards  are  given  in  the 
forthcoming  book  by  Q.  David  Bowers,  American  Coin  Treasures  and  Hoards , 
scheduled  for  publication  in  April.  In  over  400  pages,  the  author  relates  fasci¬ 
nating  stories  concerning  the  present  Chapman  half  cent  hoard,  the  Nichols 
and  Randall  hoards  of  large  cents,  and  other  well-known  finds.  But,  equally  if 
not  more  important,  a  vast  number  of  other  hoards  and  finds  are  discussed 
that  are  not  generally  known.  All  in  all,  the  reader  of  this  volume  will  gain  an 
enhanced  appreciation  for  the  historical  background  of  the  pieces  repre¬ 
sented  in  these  troves.

with  all  major  design  features  clear.  Some  light  graffiti  are 
scratched  in  the  obverse  field. 

Ihe  1802,  the  scarcest  date  of  the  Draped  Bust  style  (1800-1808),  is  one  of 
the  more  curious  varieties  in  the  series.  Nearly  always  examples  are  seen  on 
rough  or  irregular  planchets,  often  very  dark,  even  black  (the  presently  of¬ 
fered  piece  is  an  exception).  None  seem  to  have  been  saved  for  cabinet  pur¬ 
poses,  not  even  in  England  where  interest  in  American  coinage  was  greater  at 
the  time  than  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic. 


15  1806  B-4,  C-4.  Large  6,  Stems  on  Wreath.  MS-61  BN  (ANACS). 

Chocolate  brown  toning  with  lilac  highlights.  Traces  of  faded  red 
can  be  seen  around  the  design  elements  despite  the  designation  on 
the  slab. 

16  1809/6  B-5,  C-5.  AU-55.  Not  an  overdate,  but  an  error  date.  Lus¬ 
trous  surfaces.  Warm  golden  brown  toning  with  delicate  pink  and 
blue  iridescent  highlights.  A  nice  example  of  this  popular  and  ea¬ 
gerly  sought  variety. 

The  engraver  first  cut  the  date  as  1806,  realized  his  error,  then  repunched 
the  last  digit,  creating  an  overdate.  The  1809  is  the  first  year  of  the  Classic 
Head  type.  The  nomenclature  “Classic  Head"  and  many  other  terms  seen  in 
the  early  American  series  came  from  the  mind  of  Kenneth  E.  Bressett,  who 
sought  standard  descriptive  terms  for  use  in  A  Guide  Hook  o\  I  nitrd  States  ('mns 
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1810  B-l,  C-l.  AU-55  (PCGS).  Rarity-2.  Chocolate  brown  toning 
on  both  surfaces.  Most  of  the  original  mint  lustre  can  be  seen  in 
the  fields.  High-grade  1810  half  cents  are  quite  elusive. 


18  1811  B-2,  C-2.  VF-25  (PCGS).  Rarity-2+.  Gray-brown  toning  on  the 

high  points  deepens  to  a  charcoal  shade  in  the  fields.  Microscopic 
examination  reveals  a  few  faint  lines  on  Miss  Liberty’s  chin.  The 
1811  ranks  as  the  key  date  of  the  business  strike  Classic  Head  de¬ 
sign  type.  Eagerly  sought  in  all  grades. 


Splendid  1825  B-2  Half  Cent 


19  1825  B-2,  C-2.  MS-66,  brown.  Golden  brown  surfaces  with  some 

hints  of  blue  and  violet.  Fully  lustrous  and  superbly  centered.  The 
rarity  of  the  B-2  variety  in  gem  condition  was  attested  to  by  Walter 
Breen  when  he  wrote:  “there  are  dozens  of  records  for  Uncircu¬ 
lated  coins,  but  no  real  gems.”

Housed  in  an  ANACS  holder  marked  “genuine.”  The  1799  is  recognized  as 
the  single  rarest  date  in  the  1793-1857  large  cent  series.  Its  fame  is  long  endur¬ 
ing,  and  in  the  nascence  of  American  numismatic  popularity  in  the  1850s  it 
was  highly  prized.  It  is  said  that  in  the  19th  century  in  a  search  to  bring  coins 
out  of  hiding,  an  enterprising  New  England  rare  coin  dealer  drove  through 
towns  with  a  wagon  emblazoned  “$25  Paid  for  1799  Cents.” 

Somewhat  similar  in  character  to  the  1802  half  cent  (such  as  offered  in  the 
present  sale  as  Lot  10),  the  1799  cent  seems  to  have  been  struck  on  copper  of 
indifferent  quality,  with  no  resultant  specimens  deliberately  saved  by  numis¬ 
matists  either  in  the  United  States  or  in  England.  At  the  time,  British  numis¬ 
matists  were  keenly  interested  in  American  coinage,  due  to  the  status  of 
America  as  a  former  colony.  Many  examples  of  choice  United  States  issues 
dated  in  the  1790s,  known  in  cabinets  today,  were  obtained  from  British  col¬ 
lections.  However,  the  penchant  for  collecting  American  coins  in  England 
seems  to  have  been  limited  to  type,  rather  than  date,  and  certainly  not  by  vari¬ 
ety.  While  several  1799  cents  have  been  brought  back  to  America  in  the  past 
century  or  so,  and  while  a  particularly  nice  example  is  said  to  have  been  ac¬ 
quired  by  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale  in  Paris,  it  is  safely  assumed  that  most 
finer  pieces  are  back  in  the  United  States  and  have  been  identified  by  large 
cent  specialists. 

The  typical  grade  of  a  1799  cent  today  is  apt  to  be  very  worn,  with  G,  VG,  or 
Fine  being  about  par.  VF  specimens  are  rarities,  and  anything  finer  is  a  no¬ 
table  landmark.

brown  surfaces.  A  true  overdate  with  the  Plain  Hair  Cords  design, 
last  used  in  1837. 

In  his  1944  book,  Howard  R.  Newcomb  (usually  a  very  careful  student  and 
observer),  slipped  a  gear  and  apparently  did  not  notice  that  the  1839/6,  made 
in  1839,  was  of  a  portrait  type  that  had  not  been  used  since  1837. 

Newcomb,  who  lived  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  became  prominent  on  the  Ameri¬ 
can  numismatic  scene  in  the  1890s,  and  from  then  through  the  first  two  de¬ 
cades  of  the  present  century,  studied  repunched  dates,  overdates,  mintmark 
placements,  and  other  technical  niceties  overlooked  by  most  of  his  contempo- 
raries.  Later,  his  interest  narrowed  to  copper  cents,  and  today  he  is  remem¬ 
bered  for  his  excellent  texts  in  both  the  early  and  late  series.

stars  and  border  at  upper  right  are  typically  quite  weak.  Delightful, 
frosty  red  and  brown.  Described  by  Dr.  Sheldon,  himself,  in  1954 
in  these  words:  “Mint  State;  mint  red  toning  to  medium  steel.  Few 
pinpoint  nicks  in  obverse  field,  otherwise  very  choice  despite  weak 
striking  at  right  on  both  sides.”  To  the  master’s  description  we  can 
only  add  that  the  coin  is  a  lovely  red  and  brown  example  that  is 
included  in  the  Noyes  Condition  Census  for  the  variety. 

The  year  1839  presents  the  collector  with  a  plethora  of  important  Guide 
Book  listed  varieties,  including  the  1839/6  overdate,  the  1839  Head  of  1838 
offered  here,  and  the  perennially  popular  Silly,  Booby,  and  Petite  heads. 
Large  cent  authority  Dr.  William  H.  Sheldon  personally  catalogued  the  cents 
in  the  Anderson-Dupont  catalogue  on  behalf  of  Stack’s.

The  Booby  Head  design  is  quickly  recognized  by  Miss  Liberty’s  exposed 
shoulder  which  overlaps  the  lower  hair  curls.  The  portrait  is  believed  to  have 
been  cut  by  Christian  Gobrecht,  who  was  hired  as  a  second  (not  assistant)  en¬ 
graver  at  the  Mint  in  September  1835,  on  an  emergency  basis,  as  Chief  En¬ 
graver  William  Rneass  had  suffered  a  stroke.  Gobrecht  was  highly  admired  for 
his  portrait  work  through  the  medium  of  die  cutting,  and  circa  1825-1826  had 
cut  “several"  medallions  with  a  head  of  Miss  Liberty,  the  details  of  which  de¬ 
signs  do  not  survive  to  the  present  day.  .-Although  Gobrecht  remained  in  the 
private  sector  until  1835,  he  did  contract  work  for  the  Mint  as  early  as  1824, 
supplying  punches. 

The  copper  cents  of  1839  seem  to  have  been  a  playground  for  Gobrecht, 
and  the  styles  of  this  particular  year  are  more  varied  than  any  other  in  the 
1816-1857  series.  The  origin  of  the  nomenclature  Booby  Head  and  Silly  Head,  is 
not  known  to  the  cataloguer,  but  dates  from  before  1860.

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Unlisted  “Squarza’s  Punch” 
Counterstamp 

On  1843  Cent 

A  Marv  elous  Piece  of  History 


11  1843  large  cent  counterstamped  SQUARZA’S/PUNCH/SAN 

FRANCISCO  on  the  obverse.  Unknown  to  Gregory  Brunk  and  to 
other  specialists,  including  Q.  David  Bowers  of  our  staff  (who  has 
long  made  a  speciality  of  counterstamped  cents).  Variety  with  ob¬ 
verse  and  reverse  of  1842.  The  grade  of  the  cent  is  VG.  The  piece 
is  prominently  counterstamped  as  noted.  This  piece  must  have 
served  as  a  bar  check  or  advertisement  in  the  1860s.  An  American 
copper  cent,  obsolete  by  the  1860s  and  not  circulated  in  California 
was  selected  as  the  matrix  for  this  token  or  store  card.  Not  only 
does  it  rank  as  being  exceedingly  important  as  a  San  Francisco  im¬ 
print,  it  also  is  one  of  the  few  authentic  counterstamped  issues  di¬ 
rectly  attributable?  to  the  West  Coast.  Knowledge  of  this  piece 
comes  to  us  largely  from  our  friend  Alan  Victor  Weinberg,  who 
shared  the  information  given  in  the  notes. 

A  highly  important  opportunity  for  the  token  collector,  large 
cent  specialist,  and  Western  history  enthusiast. 

Squarza’s  Punch  was  included  in  Stilwell's  1864  Business  Directory  and  Mercan¬ 
tile  Guide.  Stilwell's  commentary  on  the  Squarza  products  is  as  follows: 

“California  has  spoken  freely  and  favorably  of  ‘Squarzas’  [sic]  Punch,’  and 
now,  for  the  first  time,  Squarza  himself  desires  to  pay  his  respects  to  his  pa¬ 
trons  and  the  public  at  large,  and  add  a  few  words  explanatory  of  the  quality  of 
the  substances  of  which  his  punches  are  composed,  and  also  their  properties: 
‘Substances.— Milk,  Tea,  Oranges,  Lemons,  Strawberries,  Raspberries,  Black¬ 
berries,  Cherries,  Pineapples,  and  other  fruits;  Rum,  Jamaica,  Cognac,  Arac, 
Kirshwasswee,  Gin,  Whisky,  and  Wine.  From  these  substances,  careful  and 
proportionally  combined  that  1  have  denominated  Punches.’ 

“  ‘Properties.— Tonic,  nutritive,  diaphoretic,  diuretic,  anti-bilious,  totally  free 
from  those  deleterious  effects  produced  upon  the  human  system  by  the  use  of 
raw  liquors....  Squarza’s  punches  are  incomparable.  They  combine  with  their 
exquisite  flavor  as  beverages  the  properties  which  produce  a  speedy  and  effi¬ 
cient  cure  of  seasickness,  and  act  as  a  valuable  preventative  of  fever  and  dysen¬ 
tery.  Persons  of  sedentary  habits  or  pursuits,  or  engaged  in  exhausting  mental 
occupations,  will  find  no  equal  to  these  punches  in  the  whole  range  of  bever¬ 
ages.” 

The  above  is  quite  curious  from  a  logical  aspect,  inasmuch  as  this  highly  de¬ 
sirable  punch  is  specifically  stated  to  have  been  laced  with  rum,  Jamaica  (pre¬ 
sumably  a  liquor  of  some  sorts),  cognac,  gin,  whiskey,  and  wine.  But,  at  the 
same  time,  the  user  taking  this  in  combined  form— actually  it  sounds  as  though 
the  contents  of  a  liquor  store  were  dumped  into  a  single  container— found 
himself  or  herself  “totally  free  from  these  deliterious  effects  produced  upon 
the  human  system  by  the  use  of  raw  liquors.”  Moreover,  while  Squarza's  Punch 
was  not  stated  to  cure  every  malady  known  to  humankind,  it  certainly  came 
close. 

The  cataloguer  still  enjoys  medical  claims,  and  one  has  but  to  turn  to  the 
television  screen  to  see  that  the  art  is  still  with  us,  although  in  somewhat  less 
blatant  form.  Still,  there  are  puzzles.  The  other  day  we  noted  on  a  bottle  of 
Benadryl  that  it  is  no  longer  called  “Benadryl  Elixir”  because  it  does  not  con¬ 
tain  alcohol.  Thus,  the  inference  is  made  that,  earlier,  Benadryl  Elixer  did  con¬ 
tain  alcohol  (a  bottle  is  not  on  hand  to  confirm  this),  and,  moreover,  to  be 
called  an  elixer  a  medicine  should  contain  alcohol.  A  few  hours  later,  shop¬ 
ping  at  a  Rite  Aid  Pharmacy,  a  patron  was  seen  with  a  bottle  of  a  Rite  Aid 
house  brand  prominendy  marked  “Elixir,”  and  equally  prominently,  does  not 
contain  alcohol.”  Thus,  a  bit  confused,  the  writer  is  not  sure  how  an  elixir 
should  be  described. 

All  of  this  sort  of  thing  is  funny,  in  a  way,  and,  no  doubt,  contributes  hun¬ 
dreds  of  millions  of  dollars  to  the  advertising  revenues  of  print  and  broadcast 
media.  Perhaps  some  future  chronicler  will  be  able  to  list  all  Exccdrin  head¬ 
aches  by  number,  obviously  a  challenging  research  project.

Lovely  red  and  brown,  the  color  a  very  even 
mahogany  in  tone  on  both  sides.  Very  sharply  struck  in  the  cen¬ 
ters,  and  all  the  stars  show  full  central  detail  except  for  the  sixth 
and  10th,  which  are  typically  weak.  A  small  rim  crack  beside  the 
10th  star  and  a  planchet  pit  on  the  highest  leaf  are  noted. 

Remnants  of  an  upside  down  184  can  be  seen  above  and  between  the  844  in 
the  date.  These  are  the  remains  of  a  date  incorrectly  punched  into  the  die. 
Rather  than  working  backwards,  as  if  he  were  looking  into  a  mirror,  the  die 
sinker  punched  the  date  into  the  die  in  the  ordinary  direction,  left  to  right, 
creating  the  error.  For  some  unknown  reason,  B.  Max  Mehl  described  this 
“overdate”  as  nothing  more  than  a  die  break  on  the  first  4  of  the  date!

Robinson  Brown.  Jr.  ranks  among  large  cent  collectors,  past  or  present.  He 
completed  his  first  collection,  including  every  Sheldon  number  (not  including 
NC’s)  and  every  Newcomb  number,  which  was  sold  in  September  1986  by  our 
colleagues,  Superior  Galleries.  He  completed  his  second  collection  including 
every  Sheldon  number  and  nearly  every  NC  along  with  every  Newcomb  num¬ 
ber  through  1839.  This  collection  was  sold  last  year,  also  by  Superior  Galleries. 
He  is  now  collecting  the  late  date  cents  from  1840  to  1857  by  variety  (a  formi¬ 
dable  challenge)  and  also  by  die  state  within  each  variety,  a  seemingly  impos¬ 
sible  task— but  we  will  see  what  happens.

Predominantly  mint  red,  with  just  a  few  traces  of  fading  color  on 
the  high  points  of  the  reverse.  This  is  an  early  state  of  the  dies  with 
the  repunching  sharp  and  clear. 

An  easily  recognized  and  very  popular  variety,  showing  sharp  repunching  on 
the  last  two  numerals  of  the  date.  Apparently,  the  die  sinker  failed  to  rotate  his 
punches  180°,  and  punched  in  the  first  two  date  numerals  too  high  and  upside 
down.

Gorgeous,  glittering  mirror 
surfaces  with  the  deep  reflectivity  expected  of  a  Proof.  The  central 
devices  are  sharp  and  bold.  The  centers  of  some  stars  are  soft,  and 
the  denticles  at  the  lower  right  obverse  rim  are  faint.  The  edge  is 
square  and  bright.  Early  die  state,  as  expected,  the  line  below  the 
first  numeral  in  the  date  is  still  clear  and  the  die  file  marks  below 
54  and  the  last  star  are  still  present.  A  beautiful  coin  that  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  a  prized  possession  in  the  cabinet  of  its  next  owner.

At  the  bottom  of  this  note  is  a  fur¬ 
ther  note  from  Herman  Halpern  to  Dave  Bowers  which  reads:  “Dear  Dave- 
(Lot  #3409).  The  1854  N-12  was  bought  in  your  Auction  of  Sept.  1 1-13,  95  and 
was  listed  as  a  Possible  Proof?  Denis  Loring-Larry  Stack-Michael  Hodder  all 
agree— no  doubt  a  Proof.  Denis  compared  it  with  his  1854  N-12.  Happy  Auc¬ 
tion.  HH” 

Often  the  attribution  of  whether  something  is  Proof  or  not  is  a  matter  of 
opinion,  and  based  upon  the  previously  described  commentary,  we  attribute 
the  piece  in  the  present  sale  as  a  Proof.  However,  we  recognize  that  someone 
else  may  indeed  call  it  a  “possible  Proof."  Thus,  the  prospective  bidder  is  en¬ 
couraged  to  make  his  or  her  own  determination.  We  have  given  all  of  the  facts 
and  opinions  we  know.

magnificent  full  red  color  with  blushes  of  pale  blue  and  rose.  The 
reverse  is  a  pleasing  combination  of  pale  brown  and  faded  red: 
with  violet  undertones.  The  strike  on  both  sides  is  needle  sharp 
everywhere,  although  the  final  star  on  the  obverse  is  not  quite  as 
neat  as  the  others  (exactly  as  described  on  the  Robinson  Brown 
coin  and  so  this  must  have  been  typical  of  the  variety).  A  partial 
wire  edge  can  be  seen  on  the  obverse  from  around  1 1:30  to  10:00, 
and  another  one  on  the  reverse  from  around  12:00  to  6:00. 

Later  obverse  die  state.  The  file  marks  at  TY  still  present  but  the  die  has  now 
cracked  from  the  rim  by  the  third  star  to  the  tip  of  Liberty’s  nose  and  another 
very  faint  crack  has  started  from  the  fifth  star  to  her  coronet.  There  are  no 
important  defects  that  should  be  mentioned  here,  and  we  note  that  the  coin  is 
free  from  the  planchet  defects  seen  on  the  Robinson  Brown  specimen.  This 
was  the  final  year  large  cents  were  struck  for  circulation.  Newcomb-3,  the 
Small  Date  variety,  was  struck  in  Proof  only.  Probably  several  hundred  were 
originally  struck,  but  today  only  a  fraction  of  that  number  remain,  probably 
around  75  pieces.  The  reverse  used  to  make  this  1857  cent  was  the  same  that 
struck  the  Ncwcomb-5  variety  of  1856.

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Large  Cent  Restrikes 


These  issues  were  dated  1804,  1810,  and  1823  and  are 
sometimes  attributed  to  Joseph  J.  Mickley  simply  because  he 
pwned  certain  of  the  dies.  It  is  actually  unknown  who  made 
hese  restrikes.  Historical  documentation  is  limited  to  a  few 
^ague,  sometimes  conflicting,  reports. 

Walter  Breen  and  certain  others  believed  that  the  first  of 
hese  were  produced  circa  1858.  The  earliest  citation  for  any 
estrike  cent  located  to  date  by  the  cataloguer  (MRB)  was  that 
,n  an  auction  catalogue  by  W.  Elliot  Woodward  in  1863.  Later, 
n  1878,  an  auction  sale  of  items  from  the  Mickley  estate 
ncluded  various  coinage  dies  which  were  reacquired  by  the 
government.  No  large  cent  dies  were  part  of  this  offering. 
The  1804  restrike  was  from  an  obverse  die  originally  dated 
803  with  the  date  altered.  This  die  was  earlier  used  to  produce 
he  marriage  now  known  as  Sheldon-261.  The  reverse  die  was 
ised  to  strike  1820  Newcomb-12.  Examples  of  the  restrike  were 
iroduced  in  both  copper  and  tin. 

Restrikes  of  the  1810  large  cent  were  struck  from  the  obverse 
lie  of  1810  Sheldon-285,  an  example  of  which  is  offered  in  the 
arge  cent  section  qf  the  current  auction.  The  reverse  was 
ikewise  from  1820  Newcomb-1 2.  Only  two  are  currently  known,

duced  primarily  in  copper,  probably  to  the  extent  of  several 
hundred  specimens,  together  with  a  very  few  tin  pieces,  the 
latter  being  exceedingly  rare  (two  variations  of  which  are 
offered  in  the  present  sale). 

Restrikes  of  the  1810  large  cent  are  in  the  “rarest  of  the  rare” 
category  by  any  standard,  and  even  the  largest  specialized 
cabinets  over  the  years  are  apt  not  to  have  included  a  piece. 
These  were  made  from  the  obverse  die  of  1810  Sheldon-285,  a 
regular  business  strike  example  of  which  offered  in  the  present 
catalogue  among  other  large  cents.  (See  Lot  15).  The  reverse 
was  used  from  the  1820  Newcomb-12  also  used  to  make  1804 
restrike  cents,  indicating  a  common  ownership  of  dies,  and 
probably  production  by  the  same  restriker.  Only  two  examples 
are  currently  known,  both  in  tin  (the  finer  of  which  is  offered 
in  the  present  sale). 

The  1823  Restrike  cents,  in  copper  and  silver,  are  from  a 
combination  of  the  normal  1823  obverse  cent  die  used  to  strike 
Newcomb-2  cents  in  the  year  indicated,  combined  in  restrike 
form  with  the  reverse  of  1813  Sheldon-293.  These  restrikes,  at 
least  the  copper  versions,  were  made  over  a  period  of  time  and 
exist  in  a  number  of  different  die  states.  All  show  die  breaks  (on 
some  specimens  that  have  appeared  on  the  market,  these 
breaks,  raised  on  the  coin,  have  been  carefully  tooled  away  so 
as  to  give  the  impression  of  being  an  “original”  1 823,  but  hardly 
fooling  an  expert). 

Our  offering  is  truly  memorable. 


The  present  offering  includes  several  examples  of  three 
lifferent  restrike  cent  dates,  the  1804,  the  exceedingly  rare 
810,  and  the  well-known  1823.  These  rank  as  the  most 
xtensive  single  offering  in  recent  decades,  possibly  forever, 
ind  are  from  the  collection  of  the  same  Pennsylvania  connois- 
eur  who  acquired  the  many  remarkable  Flying  Eagle  and 
ndian  cents  in  the  present  catalogue  (the  consignor  requested 
nonymity). 

A  discussion  of  the  three  restrike  cent  varieties  is  in  order. 
Tie  cataloguer  presented  a  program  on  these  at  the  1996 
Coinage  of  the  Americas  Conference  (American  Numismatic 
,ociety,  New  York  City),  which  later  this  year  will  be  available 
rom  the  ANS  in  bound  book  form  along  with  other  essays. 

The  1804  Restrike  cent  was  made  from  an  obverse  die 
originally  dated  1803,  and  was  employed  in  or  near  1803  to 
•roduce  the  combination  now  known  as  Sheldon-261.  To 
.reate  the  restrikes,  the  last  digit  was  somewhat  clumsily 
ltered  to  a  4,  thus  reading  “1804.”  By  this  time  the  die  not  only 
etained  its  characteristic  break  (known  on  original  business 

t  rikes),  but  had  acquired  a  notable  degree  of  rust.  The  reverse 
ie  used  to  make  the  1804  restrike  cents  was  first  used  to  strike 
820  Newcomb- 12  cents.  Examples  of  the  restrike  were  pro- 


147  1804  Copper  “Restrike.”  MS-60.  163.4  grains.  Aesthetically  attrac¬ 
tive  with  dark  brown  surfaces  and  a  small  spot  at  L. 

The  term  “restrike”  is  not  quite  accurate.  This  label  suggests  coins  which 
were  produced  from  correctly  matched  dies,  at  a  date  later  than  is  displayed  on 
the  obverse  die.  Don  Taxay,  in  his  book  Counterfeit,  Mis-struck,  and  Unofficial 
U.S.  Coins ,  proposed  piece  de  caprice ,  but  this  term  hasn’t  stuck,  as  it  cannot  be 
easily  remembered.  The  term  novadel  may  be  the  most  appropriate  of  all,  has 
been  widely  used  in  other  series  (such  as  Russian  coinage)  and  describes  strik- 
ings  at  a  later  date  from  a  die  combination  never  used  in  original  form.  Ex¬ 
amples  abound  in  American  numismatics,  and  a  list  of  them  is  beyond  the 
scope  of  the  present  discussion. 

148  1804  Copper  “Restrike.”  MS-60  or  finer.  169.8  grains.  Eight 
brown  surfaces  with  traces  of  red.  Extreme  weakness  of  strike  is 
noted  on  the  obverse  and  reverse  from  K7  to  K9. 

The  1804  large  cent  has  played  to  mixed  reviews  over  the  years.  Occasion¬ 
ally,  pot  shots  have  been  taken  at  it,  as  in  1881  when  David  U.  Proskey  (who 
was  very  much  engaged  in  restriking  certain  other  coins)  suggested  that  such 
pieces  were  “a  disgrace  to  any  collection  which  they  may  be  found.”  Presum¬ 
ably,  1879  restrikes  of  Confederate  States  of  America  half  dollars,  which 
Proskey  helped  market,  were  “a  highlight  to  any  collection  in  which  [they  may 
be  found.]”  Flexible  ethics,  this!  In  more  recent  times,  the  restrikes  of  the  1804 
and  1823  large  cent  (but  not  the  1810)  have  found  their  way  into  the  Guide 
Book  of  United  States  Coins ,  have  been  wridely  collected,  and  are  considered  to 
be  an  interesting  addition  to  any  specialized  cabinet—  coins  with  fascinating 
stories.  The  fabric  of  the  pieces  is  such  that  even  a  beginning  collector  is  not 
apt  to  be  fooled.  Such  coins  are  catalogued  for  what  they  are,  and  as  such  they 
have  an  element  of  desirability  in  their  owrn  right.  Americans  love  scoundrels 
and  rascals,  as  even  a  cursory  glance  at  television  programming  will  verifv,  and 
within  the  large  cent  series  these  pieces  are  slightly  “naughty." 
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Extremely  Rare  1804  Tin  “Restrike”

149  1804  Tin  “Restrike.”  AU  or  finer.  156.6  grains.  Bright  lustrous 
gray  surfaces  with  a  minor  spot  below  A  of  AMERICA.  One  of  just 
two  known,  the  other  presently  untraced  by  this  cataloguer.  For 
the  specialist  in  unusual  large  cent  related  material,  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  present  offering  cannot  be  overstated.  Here,  indeed, 
is  a  fantastic  showpiece.  Collectors  will  certainly  gather  ‘round 
when  this  coin  is  exhibited  at  a  meeting  of  the  Early  American 
Coppers  Club  or  any  other  venue.  To  the  specialist  this  coin  is  ex¬ 
ceedingly  exciting,  and  it  certainly  is  a  pleasure  to  offer  it  here. 

Issues  such  as  this,  along  with  various  related  tokens  and  medals,  have  his¬ 
torically  been  described  as  “white  metal”  with  no  further  definition.  Testing 
done  on  our  behalf  at  the  Mineralogical  Department  of  Harvard  University  of 
Cambridge,  \1A,  showed  this  and  the  following  coin  to  be  nearly  pure  tin. 

Possibly  Unique  1810-Related  Uniface 

Impression  in  Tin 

150  (1810)  Tin  “Restrike.”  Uniface  impression  of  the  reverse.  AU  or 
finer,  virtually  as  struck.  1 12.6  grains.  Lustrous  surface  is  slightly 
reflective.  Extreme  weakness  is  visible  from  K3  to  K5  with  minor 
brush  marks  visible.  A  nice  companion  item  to  the  previous  lot,  or 
for  the  next,  as  the  reverse  die  is  common  to  both.  This  may  be 
unique  although  rumors  of  one  other  example  recur. 

As  noted  in  the  introduction  to  the  present  section,  this  reverse  die,  al¬ 
though  combined  with  “restrike”  obverses  of  1804  and  1823,  originally  was 
used  to  strike  copper  cents  of  1820.  Thus,  this  piece  has  a  myriad  of  date  rela¬ 
tionships.  We  are  tentatively  attributing  this  to  the  1810-dated  issue,  described 
in  Lot  151,  simply  because  the  weight  is  within  1  grain  of  the  1810  restrike  and 
44  grains  lighter  than  the  1804  tin  restrike.

The  Finer  of  Two  Known

151  1810  Tin  “Restrike.”  AU  or  possibly  finer.  113.4  grains.  Reflec¬ 

tive,  lustrous  light  gray  surfaces  with  a  few  minor  scratches.  Two 
examples  are  known  with  this  example  being  slightly  finer  than  the 
other,  which  resides  in  the  cabinet  of  a  West  Coast  collector. 

This  specimen  has  been  known  since  its  offering  in  the  Fewsmith  Collection 
sale  by  Ebenezer  Locke  Mason  in  1870.  The  first  offering  we  can  locate  of  an¬ 
other  example  was  in  1940,  at  which  time  it  was  described  in  a  Stack’s  cata¬ 
logue  as  a  “die  trial.”  At  the  time,  very  little  appeared  in  print  concerning  it 
(major  research  in  the  series  was  to  come  later).

Struck  From  “Perfect  Dies” 


152  1823  Copper  “Restrike.”  MS-60  or  finer.  160.8  grains.  Slightly  re¬ 


flective  light  brown  surfaces  with  pale  blue  toning  and  splashes  of 
mint  red. 

During  production  of  cents  in  the  year  1823,  this  obverse  die  broke  along 
the  rim  from  K9  to  K1 1  with  all  known  examples  of  the  restrike  displaying  the 
rim  break.  (On  some,  the  break  has  been  tooled  away  and  imitation  denticles 
engraved).  The  die  soon  developed  a  bisecting  crack  from  K1 1  to  K5.  This  ex¬ 
ample  does  not  have  the  bisecting  crack  and  is  one  of  only  a  few  similar  re¬ 
strikes  known. 

Very  early  restrike  without  fatal  bisecting  crack.  Important  and  interesting  as  an 
1823  restrike  cent  on  its  own,  but  even  more  so  to  the  specialist,  who  will  rec¬ 
ognize  that  this  die  state  is  in  the  tiny  minority  of  known  examples  (on  some 
pieces  the  break  has  been  tooled  and  imitation  denticles  are  engraved;  such  a 
piece  is  not  to  be  confused  with  the  one  offered  here,  which  was  never  struck 
with  a  bisecting  break). 
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I  153  1823  Copper  “Restrike.”  MS-63.  177.3  grains.  Choice  with  ample 

mint  red  blended  into  medium  brown.  A  delightful  example. 

From  a  slightly  later  die  state  than  the  preceding.  This  has  the  bisecting 
crack  from  K.1 1  down  to  K5  although  no  additional  obverse  die  cracks  are 
present.  The  reverse  has  an  arcing  crack  from  the  rim  through  D  and  the 
wreath,  continuing  to  the  right  side  of  the  wreath. 

154  1823  Copper  “Restrike.”  MS-64.  168.0  grains.  Nearly  50%  origi¬ 
nal  red  blended  with  pale  bluish  brown.  A  toning  stain  is  noted  in 
the  hair  above  E. 

With  the  previous  cracks  and  an  additional  crack  from  the  rim  between  stars 
1  and  2  joining  the  bisecting  crack  on  Liberty’s  cheek.  The  reverse  crack  is 
heavier. 

155  1823  Copper  “Restrike.”  MS-63.  132.7  grains.  Deep  bluish  brown 
and  slightly  reflective.  A  very  attractive  example. 

Similar  die  state  to  the  preceding  with  the  obverse  cracks  heavier.  The  re¬ 
verse  has  a  branch  crack  to  the  rim  between  TE. 


Desirable  1823  Silver  “Restrike”

56  1823  Silver  “Restrike.”  MS-63.  193.2  grains.  Slightly  reflective 

light  silvery  gray  changing  to  blue  and  iridescent  toning  at  the  pe¬ 
riphery.  A  short  scratch  is  noted  inside  star  12.  The  number  of 
these  known  in  silver  has  not  been  pinpointed,  however,  we  be¬ 
lieve  that  this  emission  should  be  described  as  high  Rarity-6. 

Intermediate  die  state  approximately  equivalent  to  Lot  154. 

Dave  Bowers  related  an  interesting  tale  to  the  cataloguer  while  reviewing  the 
current  presentation.  We  will  have  our  little  secrets,  and  one  of  Dave’s  embar¬ 
rassments  is  that  in  the  1960s  he  obtained  a  very  heavily  toned  copper  restrike 
of  the  1823  cent,  which  soon  thereafter  was  admired  by  a  West  Coast  enthusi¬ 
ast  who  examined  in  more  carefully  than  Dave  did,  finding  that  rather  than 
being  in  copper,  it  was  a  deeply  toned  silver  coin!  So  far  as  we  know,  the  piece 
still  resides  in  the  cabinet  of  this  particular  specialist,  who  in  addition  to  col¬ 
lecting  large  cents  is  very  prominent  and  knowledgeable  in  the  field  of  antique 
phonographs.

In  the  pages  to  follow  is  the  most  extensive  presentation  of 
Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  cent  rarities  ever  to  appear  in  a  single 
auction  catalogue,  to  our  knowledge.  These  are  from  a  consign¬

The  specialist  will  recognize  that  even  more  remarkable  are 
three,  count  them-three,  1857  Flying  Eagle  cents  in  Proof  finish. 
These  are  so  rare  that  even  major  cabinets  are  not  apt  to  have 
even  a  single  coin.  Probably  fewer  than  two  or  three  dozen 
authentic  Proofs  exist.  The  true  rarity  of  the  Proof  1857  Flying 
Eagle  cent  became  vividly  evident  to  Dave  Bowers  when  he  did 
the  research  work  for  his  recent  (1996)  book,  A  Buyer’s  and 
Enthusiast 's  Guide  to  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Cents.  Here,  indeed, 
is  a  landmark  rarity  in  single  form— and  an  unprecedented 
offering  in  the  trio  given.  Proof  examples  of  the  1858  Flying 
Eagle  cent  include  both  varieties,  the  Small  Letters  and  Large 
Letters.  Indian  cents  begin  with  several  Proof  and  Mint  State 
1859  examples  and  continue  with  both  Mint  State  and  Proof 
coins  of  virtually  every  year. 

Only  four  public  auction  sales  of  Proof  1864-L  Indian  cents 
have  occurred  this  decade.  Not  only  do  we  have  an  example, 
but  it  is  one  of  the  finest  known  among  all  1864-L  Proofs  and 
was  struck  from  a  coinage  die  pairing  previously  unknown. 

As  a  complement  to  this  coin,  we  will  also  offer  a  copper- 
nickel  Proof  1864-L  pattern,  a  superb  gem  coin  consigned  by 
Indian  cent  expert  Richard  Snow. 

The  key-date  among  Indian  cents  is  1877.  Included  are  eight 
examples  including  certified  examples  graded  Proof-65  Red 
and  Mint  State-65  Red!

Further,  he  has 
been  a  familiar  figure  in  coin  collecting  circles  for  a  long  time, 
including  the  Early  American  Coppers  Club.  Mr.  Halpern,  a 
fine  friend,  is  a  connoisseur  par  excellence  with  a  keen  eye  for 
beauty.  His  collection  of  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  cents  is 
certainly  one  of  the  finest  ever  gathered.  These  will  be  remem¬ 
bered  as  will  be  his  other  specialties— a  collection  of  large  cents 
sold  by  Stack’s  in  March  1988  and  a  holding  of  Canadian 
currency  auctioned  by  us  in  March  1995.  His  coins,  in  this  sale, 
are  identified  as  from  the  Herman  Halpem  Collection. 

Additional  pieces  are  properties  of  other  notable  consign¬ 
ors.  The  result  is  a  truly  amazing  selection  of  the  series,  one  that 
will  be  forever  remembered  by  those  interested  in  these 
popular  specialties.

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1856  Snow-9.  Proof-65  (PCGS).  A  superb  specimen  of  what  may 
well  be  America’s  most  famous  popular  rarity  among  19th-century 
coins,  a  landmark  issue  which  is  at  once  elusive,  but  sufficiently 
available  that  every  serious  collector  can  aspire  to  own  one.  The 
present  coin,  with  a  light  golden  surface  and  full  Proof  fields,  is 
one  of  the  nicest  that  has  ever  passed  through  our  portals.  Cer¬ 
tainly,  its  next  owner  will  treasure  it  for  years  to  come.  Most  prob¬ 
ably,  it  has  been  off  the  market  for  the  best  part  of  a  half  century, 
possibly  even  longer. 

In  1856,  following  a  favorable  commentary  by  the  Mint's  talented  refiner, 
James  Booth,  it  was  decided  to  change  the  alloy  completely,  to  copper-nickel,: 
consisting  of  88%  copper  and  12%  nickel.  The  diameter  was  reduced  consider¬ 
ably,  and  the  weight  was  set  at  72  grains.  Although  it  is  generally  overlooked 
now  (when  coin  diameters  are  often  given  in  millimeters),  it  is  worth  noting 
that  four  Flying  Eagle  cents  (or  later  small  cents  as  well),  if  placed  side  by  side, 
would  measure  precisely  three  inches.  If  the  old  copper  cent  had  been  a  part 
of  American  life  since  1793,  Mint  officials  realized  that  an  education  campaign 
would  be  needed  to  acquaint  the  public  with  the  new  format.  Patterns  were 
struck  of  the  copper-nickel  cent.  The  new  design  pictured  a  flying  eagle  on  the 
obverse,  not  from  the  1838  pattern  half  dollar,  but,  instead,  taken  from  a 
more  famous  issue,  Christian  Gobrecht’s  Flying  Eagle  silver  dollar  of  1836. 
While  the  eagle  on  most  1836-dated  dollars  is  in  a  pose  flying  onward  and  up¬ 
ward,  the  1856  pattern  cent  showed  the  eagle  in  a  horizontal  position.  The  re¬ 
verse  of  the  new  design,  featuring  an  agricultural  wreath,  was  adopted  by  the 
engraver,  James  B.  Longacre,  from  the  wreath  he  had  used  on  the  new  gold 
dollar  and  $3  piece  of  1854. 

Many  hundreds  of  pieces  were  struck  at  the  Mint  for  distribution  to  newspa¬ 
per  editors,  congress,  and  others  of  influence.  Virtually  all  of  these  were  in 
business  strike  format,  not  Proofs,  and  were  intended  to  be  similar  to  those 
that  would  be  flooding  into  circulation  the  following  year.  The  exact  number 
of  pieces  minted  was  not  recorded,  and  today  we  estimate  it  to  be  in  the  range 
of,  perhaps,  1,000  coins,  although  typically  a  lower  figure  is  cited.  No  matter, 
most  pieces  were  quickly  dispersed,  and  within  a  year  the  1856  issues  were 
viewed  as  being  scarce.  In  due  course,  on  May  25,  1857,  Flying  Eagle  cents 
were  released  into  circulation  in  large  quantities,  these  bearing  the  1857  date. 
At  the  same  time,  the  discontinuation  of  the  copper  “large”  cent  and  the  half 
cent  caused  widespread  interest,  and  drew  many  to  the  hobby  of  coin  collect¬ 
ing.  Edward  D.  Cogan,  for  one,  found  that  there  was  a  lively  commercial  inter¬ 
est  in  older  pieces,  and  within  the  next  year  or  two  built  up  a  clientele  for  such 
items  as  scarce  cents  of  1793,  1799,  and  1804,  among  others.  A  new  genera¬ 
tion  of  numismatists  considered  the  current  coinage,  and  realized  that  while 

1857- dated  Flying  Eagle  cents  were  indeed  common,  those  dated  1856  were 
virtually  nowhere  to  be  found.  The  market  price  rose  to  50  cents,  then  $  1  per 
coin,  with  some  sales  even  higher.  This  was  an  attractive  premium  at  the  time, 
and  was  equal  to  a  day’s  pay  for  many  people.  Meanwhile,  in  his  office  at  the 
Mint,  director  James  Ross  Snowden,  himself  a  numismatist,  fielded  inquiries 
on  almost  a  daily  basis  from  collectors  and  others  who  desired  patterns. 
Proofs,  and  special  strikings  for  their  cabinets.  Snowden's  own  specialty  was 
Washington  medals,  with  an  eye  toward  filling  out  the  Mint  Cabinet  display 
(which  was  done,  and  in  due  course  dedicated  on  February  22,  1860). 
Snowden  openly  expressed  a  willingness  to  provide  restrikes  of  pattern  cents 
and  other  issues  to  collectors  who  desired  them.  At  the  time,  this  was  done  to 
all  comers.  Additional  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents  were  made  at  the  Mint,  circa 

1858- 1859,  these  from  Proof  dies,  and  were  distributed  to  collectors. 
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For  reasons  that  are  not  exactly  clear,  the  restriking  of  1856  Flying  Eagle 
cents  went  “underground”  by  about  1860,  and  little  was  said  of  them  thereaf¬ 
ter.  No  doubt  this  had  to  do,  at  least  in  part,  with  unfavorable  comments  made 
by  certain  dealers  and  at  least  one  numismatic  society  to  the  effect  that  this 
was  disturbing  the  integrity  of  original  issues.  Those  at  the  Mint  didn’t  miss  a 
beat,  and  apparently  continued  producing  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents,  probably 
through  about  1861  (James  R.  Snowden  left  the  Mint  in  spring  of  that  year)  or 
possibly  continuing  to  a  year  or  two  later.  These  were  sold  into  the  collector’s 
market  through  dealer  sources,  no  longer  to  individual  collectors  upon  appli¬ 
cation.  A  likely  conduit  was  William  K.  Idler,  who  in  1859  began  his  coin  trade, 
and  by  1860  had  a  combined  coin  and  jewelry  shop  set  up  adjacent  to  his 
home  in  Philadelphia.  The  total  number  of  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents  restruck 
was  never  recorded,  and  is  estimated  to  be  somewhere  in  the  range  of  2,000  or 
so.  For  purposes  of  present  discussion,  the  figures  of  1,000  original  (nearly  all 
business  strikes)  and  2,500  restrikes  (all  Proofs)  are  probably  adequate. 

In  time,  as  collecting  became  more  popular,  the  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent 
gained  fame.  It  was  the  only  small  cent  that  had  substantia]  premium  value,  a 
few  decades  later  selling  for  several  dollars  each,  when  other  Indian  cents,  in¬ 
cluding  Proofs,  had  nominal  values,  less  than  a  dollar  apiece. 

Rarity  begets  attention,  and  any  auction  catalogue  offering  an  1856  Flying 
Eagle  cent  was  apt  to  give  it  a  sentence  or  two  of  description,  and,  often,  some 
favorable  comments  as  to  rarity.  Demand  increased,  as  did  the  price.  By  the 
1890s,  George  W.  Rice,  a  perceptive  numismatist  and  pioneer  student  of  die 
varieties,  who  lived  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  decided  to  hoard  these,  advertised 
widely  for  them,  and  bought  all  he  could  find,  eventually  amassing  the  incred¬ 
ible  quantity  of  756  pieces.  Later,  the  Rice  coins  were  dispersed,  going  to  several 
sources,  most  notably  John  A.  Beck,  of  Pittsburgh,  and  in  whose  estate  over  500 
pieces  remained  until  the  1970s,  when  they  were  brought  to  market  through  the 
offices  of  Abner  Kreisberg  and  Jerry  Cohen  of  Beverly  Hills,  California. 

As  popular  holders  came  on  the  market,  beginning  with  Wayte  Raymond’s 
“National”  albums  in  the  1930s,  a  space  was  provided  for  the  1856  Flying 
Eagle  cent,  further  increasing  the  demand  for  it.  Today,  in  1997,  the  history  of 
the  coin  has  been  very  well  delineated,  a  combination  of  facts  and  theory,  mak¬ 
ing  the  piece  all  the  more  interesting  to  contemplate  and  possess.  Most  ex¬ 
amples  in  numismatic  hands  are  in  varying  degrees  of  Proof  preservation,  typi¬ 
cally  from  about  Proof-55  to  Proof-62  or  Proof-63.  Proof-64  coins  are  quite  elu¬ 
sive,  and  a  Proof-65  such  as  is  offered  here,  is  in  the  rarity  class.

Another  Splendid  1856  Flying  Eagle  Cent

158  1856  S-9.  Proof-64  (PCGS).  A  splendid  specimen,  another  notable 

example  of  the  most  famous  popular  19th-century  American  coin 
rarity.  Well  struck  on  both  sides  with  exceptional  sharpness  and 
detail.  Lovely  gold  and  tan  toning,  the  reverse  shade  a  trifle  deeper 
than  the  obverse.  Some  tiny  planchet  laminations  are  noted  on 
both  sides.  A  far  above  average  example,  probably  in  the  top  3%  to 
5%  quality  and  grade  wise  of  pieces  known  to  exist.  The  workhorse 
die  pair  for  Proofs  of  this  date.  This  is  an  outstanding  quality  speci¬ 
men  of  this  popular,  famous  Flying  Eagle  cent.  Very  well  struck  on 
both  sides  with  exceptional  sharpness  in  the  eagle’s  breast  and 
wing  feathers  on  the  obverse  and  more  detail  visible  in  the  leaves 
of  the  ears  of  corn  on  the  reverse  than  is  almost  ever  seen.  The 
coin  is  a  lovely  pale  gold  and  tan,  the  reverse  shade  a  trifle  deeper 
than  that  seen  on  the  obverse.  All  in  all,  a  very  appealing  specimen 
and  one  that  will  be  a  showpiece  in  the  collection  of  its  next  owner. 

The  new  obverse  design  for  the  Cent,  introduced  in  1856,  depicts  an  eagle 
flying  to  the  left  with  LTNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  and  the  date  below. 
Chief  Engraver  James  B.  Longacre  adopted  the  20-year-old  eagle  motif  created 
by  Christian  Gobrecht  and  used  on  the  1836  dollar.  The  reverse  is  a  copy  of 
the  “agricultural  wreath,”  as  it  is  sometimes  called,  created  by  Longacre  earlier 
for  use  on  the  1854  gold  $1  and  $3  denominations.  Somewhat  more  than  700 
1856  Flying  Eagle  cents  were  struck  that  year,  to  introduce  the  new  design  to 
influential  people,  such  as  members  of  Congress.  Very  soon  thereafter,  news 
of  the  new  design  reached  the  general  public,  and  within  one  or  two  years, 
Proof  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents  were  being  struck.  The  exact  number  made  is 
not  known,  but  estimates  range  from  1,500  to  2,500  Proofs.

Whizzed  in  the 
past  and  still  mostly  brilliant  with  just  a  whisper  of  natural  irides¬ 
cence.  Somewhat  softly  struck  at  the  eagle’s  tail,  head,  and  on  the 
high  points  of  the  reverse.  A  lint  mark  is  visible  within  the  wreath. 
Most  probably  a  circulation  strike  actually  made  in  1856,  distrib¬ 
uted  for  publicity  purposes  at  the  time,  and  later  casually  spent. 

Housed  in  an  ANACS  holder  for  authenticity,  on  which  the  piece  is  de¬ 
scribed  as  “whizzed."  The  holder  does  not  list  the  grade.  The  surface  quality 
prevents  us  from  properly  attributing  this  example,  although  the  reverse  is 
Rick  Snow’s  Reverse  B.

1857  S-l  (Proof).  Proof-65  (PCGS).  Delectable  golden  mirrored 
surfaces.  Sharply  struck  and  extremely  attractive.  This  is  one  of  the 
two  rarest  Proof  small  cents,  the  other  being  the  1864-L  offered 
later  in  this  sale.  The  opportunity  to  bid  on  a  Proof  example  is  an 
infrequent  occurrence.  The  offering  of  three  Proofs  is  an  exciting 
proposition. 

Survival  estimates  for  true  Proofs  of  this  issue  range  from  10  to  30  coins, 
depending  on  the  source  consulted.  Proof  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents  include 
many  restruck  in  later  years  for  collectors.  1858  and  later  years  saw  produc¬ 
tion  of  larger  quantities  to  fill  the  needs  of  collectors  who  were  beginning 
widespread  activity  in  this  country.  In  contrast,  the  1857  Flying  Eagle  cent  saw 
only  a  few  Proofs  struck  in  the  year  indicated,  and  none  struck  later. 

Numismatists  desiring  Proofs  at  the  Mint  typically  asked  for  them  early  in 
the  year.  In  1857,  such  applicants  for  the  first  several  months  were  given  Proof 
strikings  of  the  large  cent,  as  Proof  Flying  Eagle  cents  were  not  available  until 
late  spring  1857,  by  which  time  most  sets  and  groups  of  Proof  coins  had  been 
sold  lacking  this  coin.  The  number  originally  struck  is  not  known,  but  it  must 
have  been  very  small.  As  business  strikes  were  common,  and  most  people  col¬ 
lected  simply  by  date,  there  was  little  pressure  or  demand  for  Proofs.  Decades 
later,  the  true  rarity  of  Proofs  began  to  become  evident.  In  still  more  recent 
times,  beginning  with  the  advent  of  encapsulation  by  PCGS  in  1986,  and  con¬ 
tinuing  with  NGC  in  1987,  and  ANACS  later,  a  closer  look  was  taken,  and 
many  pieces  called  “Proof"  in  the  literature  and  in  citations  were  found  to  be 
prooflike  business  strikes.  In  the  past  decade  the  1857  has  emerged  as  a  prime 
rarity  in  Proof  format.

1857  Proof-64  (PCGS).  Another  magnificent  example  of  this  very 
rare  Proof  issue.  To  reiterate,  it  is  believed  that  fewer  than  30  au¬ 
thentic  Proof  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents  exist,  this  from  a  limited 
mintage  which  probably  did  not  see  100  pieces.  Some  estimates 
range  as  low  as  only  10  to  12  pieces.  The  present  coin  is  attractively 
toned  in  pale  golden  brown,  accented  by  a  linear  band  of  deeper 
golden  brown  across  the  eagle.  The  obverse  and  reverse  fields  are 
both  bright  and  mirrorlike  with  bright  reflectivity  even  inside  the 
eagle’s  mouth  and  in  the  space  above  its  leg. 

The  reverse  die,  also,  was  heavily  polished  when  this  coin  was  struck,  creat¬ 
ing  a  full  mirror  surface.  As  expected  from  a  coin  of  this'  caliber,  the  strike  is 
exceptionally  sharp  with  full  and  bold  feather  detail  in  tAe  eagle’s  body  and 
sharp  definition  in  most  of  the  leaves  of  the  reverse.  Thisris  certainly  one  of 
the  finest  known,  and  we  note  that  only  six  specimens  have  been  certified 
higher  by  PCGS,  this  figure  quite  possibly  including  duplication. 

True  1857  Proof  Flying  Eagle  cents  are  very  rare,  and  as  Q.  David  Bowers 
wrote  in  his  recently  published  book,  A  Buyer's  and  Enthusiast's  Guide  to  Flying 
Eagle  and  Indian  Cents,  they  are  actually  rarer  than  generally  realized.  In  his  En¬ 
cyclopedia  of  Proof  Coins,  the  late  Walter  Breen  wrote  that  most  were  made  in 
May  1857,  using  a  die  which  showed  a  small  file  mark  joining  the  left  upright 
of  I  in  UNITED  to  the  center  of  a  denticle  above.  The  presently  offered  piece 
appears  to  have  been  struck  from  the  corresponding  die.

Repunched  Date  Variety 
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1857  Proof-64  (PCGS).  An  extremely  interesting  and  highly  desir¬ 
able  specimen  of  a  possibly  unlisted  repunched  date  variety.  The 
obverse  and  reverse  are  both  rich  golden  brown  with  ample  Proof 
surface  showing,  even  inside  the  eagle’s  beak  and  talons.  The  fields 
are  bright  and  mirrorlike.  One  or  two  flecks  are  noted,  but  purely 
for  accuracy’s  sake. 

Very  rare  as  a  Proof  issue.  A  third  and  final  offering,  likewise 
spectacular,  from  only  10  to  30  Proofs  estimated  to  survive  today. 
Indeed,  the  present  catalogue  would  seem  to  incorporate  about 
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10%  of  the  known  population!  Such  an  offering  generates  a  tre¬ 
mendous  opportunity  for  the  Flying  Eagle  cent  connoisseur  and 
specialist.  Probably  no  other  similar  offering  will  recur  in  the  life¬ 
time  of  anyone  reading  the  present  catalogue. 

The  obverse  of  this  piece  is  clearly  doubled,  probably  from  rotated  hub  dou¬ 
bling.  Such  doubling  can  be  seen  principally  in  some  of  the  letters  of  STATES 
OK  AMERICA.  More  importantly,  there  is  very  clear  doubling  in  all  the  nu¬ 
merals  of  the  date,  each  of  which  shows  a  second,  underlying  impression  to 
the  right.  This  doubling  does  not  appear  to  correspond  to  that  described  on 
Snow-1,  or  Fivaz-Stanton  FS-001  or  003.7.  We  note  that  a  different  repunched 
date  variety,  also  unlisted  by  Breen,  was  discovered  by  Frank  Van  Valen  in 
December,  1991.  Flying  Eagle  cent  specialists  should  be  advised  to  study  the 
obverse  of  this  important  piece  very  carefully,  as  it  may  well  prove  to  be  a 
worthwhile  exercise.

Lustrous  cinnamon  brown  surfaces  free  of  any  distracting  spots  or 
other  impairments,  save  for  a  small  scratch  hidden  among  the 
eagle’s  feathers.  Along  with  the  related  varieties  struck  from  dies 
clashed  with  the  Liberty  Seated  quarter  and  the  Liberty  double 
eagle,  this  is  one  of  the  most  unusual,  and  most  significant,  variet¬ 
ies  among  all  productions  of  the  United  States  Mint. 

Many  theories  have  been  penned  regarding  the  clashed  die  varieties.  Most 
recently,  in  A  Buyer’s  and  Enthusiast’s  Guide  to  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Cents, 
Dave  Bowers  reviewed  the  various  theories  and  proposed  different  scenarios 
for  the  production  of  these  fascinating  coins,  with  R.W.  Julian  suggesting  the 
key.

It  should  be  noted  that  mintage  figures  for  Proofs  in  the  Guide  Book  of  United 
States  Coins  for  dates  prior  to  1878  are  merely  guesses  or  estimates.  Perhaps  a 
better  idea  of  availability  can  be  gained  from  reading  the  population  reports 
of  the  various  grading  services,  although  information  in  these  can  be  severely 
skewed  in  favor  of  more  valuable  pieces,  as  coins  having  higher  prices  are 
much  more  likely  to  be  submitted,  while  lower  priced  varieties  are  ignored.

Relatively  few  Proof  1864  bronze  cents  were  issued,  as  the  style  was  not  pro¬ 
duced  until  late  spring  of  the  year,  by  which  time  many  collectors  had  alreadv 
acquired  Proof  coins,  groups  that  for  the  cent  included  the  copper-nickel  ver¬ 
sion. 

As  noted  earlier,  copper-nickel  Proofs  were  issued  well  into  the  year,  most 
likely  filling  the  demand  for  the  majority  of  Proof  sets  issued,  thus  the  bronze 
Proofs  were  less  widely  distributed.  Historically,  the  numbers  of  Proofs 
minted  is  subject  to  diverse  opinions.

Of  this  variety,  just  three  examples  of  this  specific  variety  have  been  idea 
fied,  with  the  present  tracing  its  pedigree  to  the  cabinet  of  Dr.  Hewitt  Jud 
remembered  as  the  author  in  1959  of  a  very  important  book  on  patterns.  Mi 
likely,  the  present  is  the  very  finest  known,  possibly  by  a  large  margin.  One 
the  three  known  pieces  has  been  described  simply  as  “VF”  and  apparently  w 
rescued  from  circulation. 

Copper-nickel  1864-L  cents  are  much  rarer  than  Proof  bronze  versions,  a 
latter  being  a  rarity  in  their  own  right.  As  the  present  pi^ce  is  an  early  strikinj 
in  the  old-style  metal,  of  the  later  format,  it  can  be  deeiped  a  transitional  issi  i 
thereby  giving  it  added  importance.

In  essence, 
this  is  the  ultimate  Proof  Indian  cent,  combining 
high  technical  quality,  superb  aesthetic  appeal,  im¬ 
portant  pedigree  as  the  discovery  specimen,  and 
extreme  rarity  with  just  this  one  specimen  known 
from  the  die  pair.  Just  16  Proof  1864-L  cents  are 
accounted  for,  six  from  Die  Pair  1 ,  nine  from  Die 
Pair  2,  and  this  example  from  Die  Pair  3. 

Historical  Commentary 

Three  die  pairs  are  now  known  combining 
three  obverse  dies  with  two  reverse  dies.  The 
originally  known  die  pair  is  now  referred  to  as 
Die  Pair  2.  This  was,  at  one  time,  believed  to  be 
the  only  genuine  die  pair  for  these  issues  in 
Proof  format.  The  immediately  recognized  iden¬ 
tification  point  was  the  long  raised  spine  on  the 
Indian’s  jaw.  The  reverse  die  is  now  recognized 
as  one  which  was  not  put  into  service  until  circa 
1868,  thus  the  Die  Pair  2  coins  are  now  consid¬ 
ered  restrikes.  Both  die  pairs  1  and  3  are  from 
the  same  reverse  die  and  are  now  thought  to  be  the  originals  of 
1864.  For  further  discussion  of  the  history  of  die  pairs  1  and  2,  we 
recommend  consultation  of  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Cents,  by  Rich¬ 
ard  Snow  and  A  Buyer’s  Enthusiasts  and  Guide  to  Flying  Eagle  and 
Indian  Cents,  by  Q.  David  Bowers. 

The  Dies  and  Die  Pairs 

Obverse  Die  1  has  the  digit  1  positioned  nearly  under  the  bust 
point.  The  left  edge  of  the  base  of  the  1  is  positioned  between  den¬ 
ticles  below.  This  die  is  polished  unevenly  with  more  space  be¬ 
tween  the  denticles  at  K3  and  K9  than  at  K6  and  K12. 

Obverse  Die  2  has  the  1  positioned  far  to  the  right  of  the  bust 
point.  A  long  raised  die  line  extends  diagonally,  just  under  the  jaw 
of  the  Indian. 

Obverse  Die  3  has  the  digit  4  repunched  northwest.  The  left 
edge  of  1  is  positioned  over  the  left  half  of  a  denticle.  This  die  is 
similar  to  die  1  but  differs  upon  close  examination  in  the  position 
of  the  date  in  relation  to  the  denticles.  Most  importantly,  this  ob¬ 
verse  die  has  not  been  observed  on  any  business  strike  examples. 
This  coin  is  presently  a  unique  example  from  obverse  Die  3! 

Reverse  Die  A  is  nearly  perfect.  This  is  the  same  die  as  used  for  some 
1864  Bronze  No  L  Proofs.  No  major  die  markers  are  seen  on  this  die. 

Reverse  Die  B  has  many  crisscrossing  die  lines.  This  reverse  die 
is  seen  on  many  Proof  issues  in  the  1868-1871  period  and  was  a 
“workhorse”  die  of  the  era.

Years 
ago  the  1909-S  V.D.B.  was  the  single  most  popular  issue  in  the  en¬ 
tire  spectrum  of  American  numismatics. 

Years  ago,  when  this  was  more  the  focal  point  of  numismatics  than  it  is  now, 
and  before  the  Treasury  Release  of  silver  dollars  1962-1964  which  broadened 
the  interest  of  many  collectors,  the  1909-S  V.D.B.  had  a  demand  that  was  sim¬ 
ply  incredible.  No  matter  what  the  price  asked,  our  catalogues  are  typically 
sold  out  of  this  variety  shortly  after  publication.  In  many  instances  we  deliber¬ 
ately  refrain  from  listing  1909-S  V.D.B.  cents  for  sale  because  there  is  such  a 
high  demand  for  them  from  our  regular  clientele.  Today,  the  supply  of  these 
pieces  has  become  more  widespread,  and  while  it  is  exceedingly  popular,  not 
as  much  publicity  has  been  given  to  it.

The  nuances  of  the 
technology  were  not  recorded  in  print,  and  today  the  process  is  not  com¬ 
pletely  understood.

524  1924-D  MS-64  RB  (PCGS).  Satiny  golden  brown  surfaces  exhibit! 
pleasing  pink  and  blue  highlights.  Traces  of  faded  red  can  be  seen^ 
on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  The  1924-D  is  today  and  always

This  coin,  first  extensively  publicized  in  Numismatic  News  soon  after  its  dis¬ 
covery,  and  later  expanded  upon  in  other  areas,  was  controversial  to  begin 
with  (at  the  start,  the  Mint  denied  making  such  pieces),  but  quickly  became  a 
collectors’  favorite.  The  market  price  doubled,  tripled,  and  doubled  again— 
and  there  still  were  not  enough  to  fill  the  demand.  The  situation  was  not  made 
easy  by  the  fact  that  all  were  placed  into  circulation,  where  they  were  later 
found  one  at  a  time.  There  was  no  such  thing  as  an  original  bank-wrapped  roll. 

In  a  broader  sense,  the  1955  Doubled  Die  cent  launched  in  a  big  way  the 
present  discipline  of  looking  for  repunchings,  doublings,  and  other  die  curi¬ 
osities,  many  hundreds  of  which  have  been  discovered,  but  few  coming  even 
close  to  the  spectacular  doubling  seen  on  the  1955  cent.

“Perfect  Date”  as  offered  here  (of  which  we  believe  just  about 
1,000  Proofs  were  made).  Here,  indeed,  is  a  sleeper,  a  coin  worth 
special  attention.

Of  course,  knowledgeable  collectors  have  long  recognized  this. 

551  1888  MS-63.  Warm  golden  gray  iridescence  on  frosty  surfaces.  A 
scarce  date  having  a  mintage  of  just  41,083  pieces.

Of  all  notes  of  the  First  Charter  period,  representing  the  initial  issues  of 
National  Bank  notes,  the  so-called  Lazy  Two  is  the  most  memorable,  due  to 
the  sideways  position  of  the  digit,  and  its  prominence  in  the  design.  Such 
notes  were  offered  in  four-subject  sheets  and  were  produced  from  1865 
through  1878.  The  typical  sheet  contained  three  $1  notes  and,  at  the  bottom, 
$2,  although  a  few  sheets  were  denominated  as  $1,  $1,  $2,  $2.

Early  notes  of  this  style  were  made  payable  at  various  Sub-Treasury  offices, 
namely,  Boston,  Cincinnati,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  and  St.  Louis,  with  most 
business  accounted  for  by  the  eastern  locations.  The  Ohio  River  trading  port 
of  Cincinnati  and  the  Mississippi  River  port  of  St.  Louis  were  extremely  active 
financially,  but  fewer  of  their  circulating  notes  have  survived.  Thus,  for  the 
numismatist  seeking  a  signed  and  circulated  $5  note  of  Cincinnati,  a  virtual 
impossibility,  the  present  proof  will  be  an  especially  valued  acquisition.

As  a  sidelight  on  the  circulation  of  the  federal  notes  of  the  early  1860s,  while 
such  pieces  circulated  widely  in  the  East  and  Midwest,  they  were  rarely  seen  at 
all  on  the  West  Coast.  California  had  its  own  monetary  system  devoid  of 
banknotes,  private  or  federal.

Extraordinary  $1,000  Proof  Note 


1014  $1,000  Type  of  F-186.  Legal  Tender  Note.  Obverse  Proof. 
Printed  on  card  stock  and  mounted  on  card.  Gem  New.  This  is 
only  the  second  Proof  example  known;  the  other  was  in  the  fa¬ 
mous  Grinnell  sale,  wherein  it  was  described  as  missing  a  small 
portion.  No  circulating  examples  of  the  1862  $1000  denomina¬ 
tions  are  known.  The  denomination  and  degree  of  rarity  make 
this  an  extremely  desirable  item.  A  Proof  of  the  reverse  was  in 
NASCA’s  sale  No.  60. 

One  of  just  two  known.  Circulating  examples  of  this  $1,000  note  are  for 
all  practical  purposes  unobtainable.  The  same  can  be  said  for  the  Proof,  but 
at  least  in  the  present  instance  there  is  a  bidding  opportunity.  Whatever  price 
is  paid,  the  new  owner  will  have  a  rare  treasure. 

The  obverse  of  this  note  depicts  Robert  Morris,  who  was  the  superinten¬ 
dent  of  finance  under  the  Confederation,  1781-1784,  and  who  was  instru¬ 
mental  in  exploring  the  possibility  of  establishing  the  American  Mint  (also 
called  the  National  Mint),  details  of  which  are  related  in  Morris’  diary.  In 
summary,  an  expert  on  coinage,  Benjamin  Dudley,  was  brought  to  Philadel¬ 
phia  from  Boston  and  acted  as  a  consultant.  Two  or  three  suppliers  in  the 
Philadelphia  area  made  rolling  equipment  (as  part  of  the  planchet  prepara¬ 
tion  process)  and  dies,  and  in  early  1783  the  now  famous  Nova  Constellatio 
silver  pieces,  denominated  in  mils,  were  made.  (The  excitement  generated 
by  our  offering  of  several  of  these  in  our  Garrett  Collection  in  1979  can  still 
be  felt  when  numismatists  gather.)  Government  records  and  Morris  diary 
indicate  that  the  National  Mint  product  just  faded  away,  and  Dudley  turned 
his  attention  to  the  distribution  of  certain  payment  certificates  and  related 
paper  items.  Years  later,  the  Mint  Act  of  April  2,  1792,  made  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  Mint  a  reality.  However,  it  was  Morris,  depicted  on  the  present  $1,000 
note,  who  laid  the  foundation. 
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circulating  examples  of  the  1862  $500  denomination  are  known. 

Albert  Gallatin,  born  in  Switzerland,  is  one  of  five  foreign-born  men  who 
were  honored  on  U.S.  paper  money.  Gallatin  served  as  secretarv  of  the  Trea¬ 
sury  from  1801-1813. 

In  connection  with  this  or  any  other  offering  of  currency  from  the  1860s, 
readers  will  enjoy  a  book  we  produced  in  1996,  Collecting  Coins  and  Making 
Money:  A  Peek  at  the  19th  Century.  Several  essays  and  feature  articles  from  the 
1860s,  including  an  in-person  visit  to  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  (which 
printed  United  States  currency  on  contract  at  the  time),  illustrated,  with  descrip¬ 
tions  of  the  various  processes  by  which  notes  were  printed.  A  separate  article 
tells  of  the  almost  unbelievable  scandals  at  the  Treasury  Department  in  the  cur¬ 
rency  division,  under  Spencer  M.  Clark  (whose  portrait  appeared  on  a  Frac¬ 
tional  Currency  note,  but  that’s  another  story).  It  was  related  that  Clark  would 
have  an  accomplice  in  the  Treasury  interview  young  girls  seeking  work,  based  in 
some  instances  upon  their  willingness  to  consort  with  Clark  after  hours  in  his 
private  apartment  in  the  Treasury  Department  or,  in  another  documented  inci¬ 
dent  as  described  in  detail,  spend  the  weekend  in  Clark's  personal  home  in 
Washington,  while  his  wife  was  away  in  the  country.

Interest  bearing  notes  are  a  highly  important  category  in  the  panorama  of 
American  currency,  and  circulating  examples  are  very  seldom  encountered. 
The  one-year  notes  issued  following  the  Act  of  March  3,  1863,  paid  5%  to  the 
holder  of  a  note  after  a  period  of  one  year,  or,  if  a  note  passed  from  hand  to 
hand,  the  person  owning  it  at  the  expiration  point.  As  events  would  dictate, 
greenback  notes  had  varying  values  in  relation  to  silver  and  copper,  and  prob¬ 
ably  few  people  were  sufficiendy  attracted  by  the  5%  interest  rate  to  hold  a 
note  for  a  year’s  span.

The  present  piece  is  from  the 
earliest.  It  is  interesting  that  the  reverse  counterpart  of  the  proof  offered 
above  noted  that  "Interest  on  this  Note  1  Cent  per  Day.”

It  should  be  noted  that  high-denomination  broken-bank  notes  are  virtually  II 
never  seen  in  circulated  or  issued  form.  Although  such  were  described  in 
some  detail  in  various  bank  note  reporters  and  counterfeiter  detectors,  and!! 
listed  in  the  Wismer  study  of  the  1920s  and  1930s,  act^ral  circulating  speci¬ 
mens  are  the  rarest  of  the  rare,  there  being  relatively  fev^exceptions.  Thus, 
proof  notes  such  as  offered  in  this  and  other  lots  of  such  denominations  as. 
$500  represent  what  may  be  the  only  opportunity  to  acquire  the  bank,  de¬ 
nomination,  and  design  combination.

The  American  Bank  Note  Company  was  formed  in  1858  In  a  consolidation  I 
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of  several  leading  firms  in  the  same  trade.  For  many  years  thereafter  it  reigned 
supreme  on  the  currency  printing  scene  and  did  work  for  private  banks 
through  circa  1865,  and  for  the  United  States  government.  Later,  it  empha¬ 
sized  security  printing  for  stock  certificates,  notes  for  foreign  governments, 
etc.  Today  the  firm  continues  its  prominence,  although  it  has  not  made 
United  States  currency  for  a  long  time.

Fraudulent  notes  were  issued  under  a  number  of  different  circumstances,  and 
a  survey  of  bank  note  reporters  of  the  mid-19th  century  revealed  many  com¬ 
ments  concerning  them.  Typically,  a  partnership  located  at  a  distance  from  a 
major  eastern  city— Michigan  was  perhaps  most  prominent  in  this  regard,  but 
other  states  such  as  Minnesota  also  played  a  part— formed  a  “bank.”  Information 
was  obtained  from  in  engraver  in  New  York,  Philadelphia,  or  Boston,  plates 
were  paid  for,  and  notes  were  ordered.  In  the  1840s  and  1850s  much  informa¬ 
tion  concerning  banks  was  not  current,  and  even  federal  reports  of  banks  from 
different  states  were  apt  to  contain  obsolete  information,  up  to  a  year  old  in 
some  instances.  Thus,  one  can  presume  that  Danforth  &  Huffy  had  no  way  of 
knowing  that  the  Bank  of  St.  Croix  really  did  not  exist  as  a  financial  institution. 

Once  notes  were  received,  they  were  signed  and  circulated,  usually  through 
an  intense  effort  that  occupied  just  a  few  weeks  or  a  month  or  two,  before 
news  of  the  fraudulent  bank  was  given  in  one  or  another  of  the  bank  note  re¬ 
porters  and  counterfeit  detectors. 

Another  type  of  fraud,  equally  or  possibly  even  more  prevalent,  involved  the 
obtaining  of  unissued  notes  from  shaky  or  insolvent  banks,  assigning  them,  and 
passing  them  into  circulation  before  news  of  the  insolvency  became  known. 

It  is  a  sad  commentary  on  American  morality  to  note  that  circa  1863-1864, 
exchange  brokers  in  New  York  City  routinely  sold  bulk  worthless  notes,  de¬ 
scribed  as  such,  at  rates  of  about  2%  to  3%  of  face  value!  These  were  bought  by 
people  who  hoped  to  pass  them  to  unsuspecting  shopkeepers.

Only  9,772  quar¬ 
ter  eagles  were  stuck  at  the  Charlotte  Mint  in  1852,  and  it  is  doubt¬ 
ful  that  more  than  a  fraction  of  1%  still  exist  in  EF  and  higher 
grades.

1 174  1855-C  Net  12;  sharpness  of  VF-30  or  finer.  Olive-gold  toning.  The 
fields  have  been  repaired  and  the  rims  filed,  thus  accounting  for 
the  assigned  grade.  In-person  examination  is  suggested  to  prospec¬ 
tive  bidders. 

1175  1867  AU-55.  Mostly  brilliant  with  blushes  of  pastel  iridescence. 
Some  faint  hairlines  on  the  obverse  are  indicative  of  a  light  clean¬ 
ing  long  ago.  A  tiny  carbon  spot  is  noted  near  the  tip  of  the  eagle’s 
right  (viewer’s  left)  wing. 

Very  small  mintage  of  just  3,200  pieces.  In  this  era  the  Treasury  Department 
was  not  paying  out  gold  coins  at  par,  and  such  could  only  be  obtained  at  a  pre¬ 
mium  (in  terms  of  currency)  for  use  in  international  transactions  or  elsewhere. 
In  contrast,  on  the  West  Coast,  freshly-minted  San  Francisco  gold  coins  were 
placed  into  circulation  and  did  do  service  at  par.  Because  of  the  two  different 
monetary  policies  in  effect  during  this  era,  an  inspection  of  mintage  figures 
will  reveal  small  productions  at  Philadelphia  and  large  quantities  at  the  San 
Francisco. 


1176  1880  AU-55  (PCGS).  Brilliant  and  sharply  struck  with  considerable 
prooflike  character  noted  in  the  fields.  Only  2,996  quarter  eagles 
were  produced  during  the  year,  one  of  the  lowest  production  fig¬ 
ures  of  the  design  type. 

The  business  strike  mintage  of  the  1880  quarter  eagle  amounted  to  just 
2,960  pieces,  the  jumping-off  spot  for  reduced  production  quantities  that 
would  extend  for  two  decades  thereafter.  Also,  beginning  this  year  there  were 
no  branch  mint  coinages  in  the  Liberty  Head  quarter  eagle  series.  Thus,  $2.50 
pieces  of  the  1880-1907  span  make  a  nice  “collection  within  a  collection”  for 
the  specialist. 

1177  1884  AU-55.  Sharply  struck  and  fully  brilliant.  Lightly  polished  in 
the  past  giving  the  fields  a  prooflike  appearance.  A  few  trivial  rim 
bruises  can  be  seen. 

The  business  strike  mintage  of  this  issue  amounted  to  just  1,950  coins!  In 
day’s  market  in  1997,  as  in  recent  decades,  it  is  often  lamented  that  one  cannot 
buy  rare  coins  for  low  prices.  One  has  but  to  consider  a  quarter  eagle  such  as 
this  to  prove  such  a  statement  incorrect.  The  1885  quarter  eagle  is  rare  by  any 
numismatic  standard,  and  yet  the  present  piece  will  probably  sell  for  hundreds 
of  dollars,  and  not  break  the  $1,000  mark. 

1178  1891  Doubled  Die  reverse.  AU-50.  A  lustrous  example  of  this 
popular  variety.  Doubling  on  reverse  is  most  noticeable  at 
AMERICA.  Accompanied  by  an  ANACS  certificate  attesting  to  its 
variety  and  grade. 

A  numismatic  phenomenon  of  the  past  decade  or  so  has  been  the  greatly 
expanded  interest  in  minute  die  varieties.  This  had  its  origin  years  earlier 
when  Frank  Spadone,  Jim  Johnson,  and  others,  wrote  extensively  about  re¬ 
punched  mintmarks,  doubled  dies,  and  the  like,  the  launching  point  being  the 
aftermarket  for  the  famous  1955  Doubled  Die  cent  (which  really  hit  its  market 
stride  about  1957-1958).  The  Collector’s  Clearinghouse  column  in  Coin  World, 
a  popular  feature  from  the  early  days  to  the  present,  y^is  conducted  by 
Johnson  for  many  years.  A  man  of  great  patience,  good  uhderstanding,  and 
kindness,  Johnson  patiently  reviewed  thousands  of  coins  antj^submissions,  and 
brought  to  print  those  that  interested  him  most. 

In  more  recent  times,  Walter  Breen’s  Complete  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  and  Colo¬ 
nial  Coins  published  by  Doubleday  in  1988  (a  must  for  every  library— if  your 
local  dealer  can’t  supply  this  $100  book,  your  check  or  credit  card  authoriza¬ 
tion  for  $80  plus  $5  shipping  will  bring  one  from  our  Publications  Depart¬ 
ment),  really  solidified  the  interest.  The  exceedingly  popular  text  by  Bill  Fivaz 
and  J.T.  Stanton,  The  Cherrypickers'  Guide  to  Rare  Die  Varieties,  added  even 
more  fuel  to  the  fire  (copies  of  this  $24.95  book  are  available  for  a  10%  dis¬ 
count,  or  $22.45  net,  plus  $3.50  postage  from  our  Publications  Department). 

We  note  that  ANACS,  the  third-party  grading  service  owned  by  Amos  Press 
(publishers  of  Coin  World),  and  located  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  has  been  assigning 
interesting  die  characteristics  and  attribution  numbers  to  its  “slabbed"  coins 
for  a  long  time.  More  recently,  NGC  has  expanded  its  basic  date  and  mint- 
mark  policy  to  include  Sheldon  numbers  for  large  cents,  certain  Fivaz-Stanton 
notations,  and  the  like.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  originator  and  leader  in  third- 
party  coin  encapsulation,  PCGS  (Newport  Beach,  CA),  will  join  the  same 
movement  and  spread  its  wings  with  varieties  as  well. 

This  present  lot  is  not  encapsulated  by  ANACS,  but  is  one  of  the  earlier  pro¬ 
ductions  with  a  printed  certificate,  when  ANACS  was  officially  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  Certification  Service  in  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado, 
before  being  sold  to  Amos  Press.

The  1914  is  the  second  most  desirable  Indian  Head 
quarter  eagle  at  the  MS-63  level,  directly  following  the  1911-D. 

A  rim  cud  is  noted  above  IB 
in  LIBERTY. 

1200  1925-D  AU-55.  Brilliant  surfaces.  Notable  as  the  last  quarter  eagle 
struck  at  the  Denver  Mint. 


1906  MS-63.  Brilliant  and  frosty.  A  few  scarcely  noticeable  rim 
bruises  on  the  obverse  are  about  all  that  keep  this  lovely  piece  out 
of  the  gem  category. 

1906  MS-62.  Sharply  struck  and  quite  attractive. 


1201  1929  MS-62  (PCGS).  Fully  lustrous  and  mostly  brilliant.  Blushes  of 
pale  lilac  iridescence  complements  both  surfaces.

This  translated  into  a  fortunate  circumstance  in  193.8 
when  President  Franklin  I).  Roosevelt  called  in  the  gold  coinage.  Quarter 
eagles  of  all  issues,  singly  and  in  bulk,  were  considered  to  be  of  significant  nu¬ 
mismatic  value  and  were  exempt  from  the  declaration.

The  1854  really  constitutes  a  one-year  design  type,  although  the  issue  is  not 
usually  collected  as  such.  On  the  1854,  the  word  DOLLARS  is  expressed  in 
small  letters.  In  1855  and  subsequent  years,  the  word  DOLLARS  is  much 
taller. 

1204  1854  VF-30  (ANACS).  Pale  olive-gold.  Traces  of  lustre  can  be  seen 
in  the  protected  areas  of  the  designs. 

1205  1854  Net  20;  sharpness  of  EF-40.  Once  a  jewelrypiece,  and  evi¬ 
dently  once  mounted  in  a  bezel;  the  rims  show  no  evidence  of  hav¬ 
ing  been  mounted. 

Just  6,600  pieces 
were  issued. 

This  is  the  first  year  three-dollar  gold  pieces  were  struck  at  San  Francisco, 
which  first  began  coining  operations  the  year  before.

excellent  centering.  Scarce  and  eagerly  sought  in  all  grades.  Prob 
ably  no  more  than  100  examples  of  the  die  combination  have  sun 
vived  to  the  present  time. 

The  obverse  is  made  distinctive  by  the  unusually  wide  spacing  between  th 
fouith  and  fifth  stars.  The  reverse  die  state  is  advanced  showing  prominen 
cuds  over  ES  in  STATES  and  O  in  OF  as  illustrated.

Branch  Mint  gold  coins  slipped  unnoticed  into  circulation,  as  in  the  1850s 
there  was  not  a  single  numismatist  interested  in  collecting  such  pieces  by  mint- 
mark  variety.  Not  even  the  Mint  Cabinet  (established  in  June  1838)  acquired 
mintmarks,  except  at  widely  spaced  intervals  when  presentation  coins  (such  as 
the  1838-0  half  dollar  or  an  1855-S  half  dollar)  were  given. 

Much  original 
mint  lustre  can  be  seen  in  the  fields.  A  nice  example  suitable  for 
inclusion  in  a  quality  type  set.

Once  ajewelrj 
piece.  Polished.  Housed  in  an  ANACS  holder  for  authenticity* 
there  is  no  grade  on  the  slab. 

A  nice  word  is  said  for  ANACS  out  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  which  at  present  i4 
to  our  knowledge,  the  only  one  of  the  three  leading  grading  sen  ices  which  wil 
encapsulate  “problem”  coins.  While  it  is  very  nice  to  have  a  VF-20  coin  thul 
hasn’t  been  polished,  or  doesn’t  have  a  cut  on  it,  or  doesn’t  have  some  othc) 
problem,  the  facts  of  like  are  that  many  coins  in  American  numismatic  circul.i 
tion  are  impaired  in  one  way  or  another^  And  yet,  the  owners  of  such  piece! 
would  like  to  know  whether  they  are  authentic,  and,  better  yet— and  this  is 
suggestion  for  ANACS  also— what  the  gross  grade  is  and  the  net  market  gt.ul-l 
and  value.  The  “net  grade"  concept  has  become  quite  popular  in  recent  year! 
with  Chris  Victor  McCawley,  for  one,  using  it  extensively.  Explained  buell'l 
the  net  grade  indicates  what  the  market  value  grade  n  estimated  to  be.  while  thl 
regular  grade  reflects  the  wear.  Thus,  in  the  instance  of  the  present  1842  C  $1 
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gold  piece,  we  estimate  its  grade  from  a  wear  viewpoint  to  be  VF-20,  however, 
as  it  has  been  polished,  we  believe  its  market  value  to  be  equivalent  to  a  coin  at 
the  VG-8  level.

ments  both  surfaces.  Traces  of  satiny  lustre  can  be  seen  around  the 
stars,  letters,  and  numerals. 

Brilliant  surfaces 
with  much  satiny  lustre  still  surviving.  Some  fine  pin  scratches  can 
be  seen  in  the  obverse  field  in  front  of  Miss  Liberty’s  face.  De¬ 
scribed  as  “scratched”  on  the  slab.  In-person  examination  is  rec¬ 
ommended  to  prospective  bidders.  The  suggestion  given  on  Lot

ANACS  from  assigning  the  MS-65  classification.  Considerably  scarcer 
than  the  1909-D  at  the  MS-64  level  despite  similar  catalogue  values. 

Although  the  1907  Saint-Gaudens  $10  and  $20  coinage  was  highly  ac¬ 
claimed,  in  fact  lauded  to  the  skies,  the  1908  coinage  by  Bela  Lyon  Pratt  laid 
the  perverbial  egg,  review  wise.  It  fell  to  Pratt,  once  a  student  of  Saint- 
Gaudens,  to  complete  work  left  undone  by  the  New  Hampshire  sculptor  (who 
died  on  August  3,  1907,  following  a  two-year  bout  with  cancer).  Furthermore, 
although  Saint-Gaudens  was  well  known,  and  his  work  on  the  coins  as  well  as 
various  sculptures  ( Diana,  Sherman  Victory,  Shaw  Memorial  being  but  three  ex¬ 
amples)  were  well  known,  Pratt  was  virtually  unheard  of. 

The  new  quarter  eagle  and  half  eagle  designs  launched  in  1908  were  virtu¬ 
ally  ignored  by  numismatists.  The  Mint’s  production  of  these  in  Matte  Proof 
finish— never  popular  with  collectors  of  regular  denominations— did  not  help 
the  matter  (apparendy,  most  Matte  Proof  gold  coins  went  to  the  melting  pot). 
By  1910,  it  would  have  been  hard  to  have  found  a  single  collector  on  the 
.American  scene  who  was  interested  in  saving  date  and  mintmark  varieties  of 
the  Pratt  issues.  Accordingly,  in  later  years  when  David  W.  Akers  (promi- 
nendy)  and  others  began  to  study  the  true  availability  of  such  pieces,  particu¬ 
larly  in  higher  grades,  many  “common”  coins  were  found  to  be  great  rarities  if 
choice.  Today,  choice  Mint  State  $2.50  and  $5  coins  of  Pratt’s  Indian  design 
are  where  you  find  them,  which  sometimes  can  be  quite  occasional.

The  above  reminds  the  editor  of  this  catalogue  (QDB)  to  suggest  that  read¬ 
ers  might  find  it  to  be  an  inexpensive  yet  profitable  pursuit  to  acquire  auction 
catalogues  of  leading  sales  of  the  past  half  century  or  so.  With  relatively  few 
exceptions,  just  about  everything  published  from  1940  to  the  present  time 
costs  very  little,  with  $5  to  $10  being  the  norm,  although  a  few  important 
“name”  publications  sell  for  more  (such  as  the  1941  Dunham  Sale  within 
Meld's  repertoire).  John  W.  Adams,  noted  numismatic  historian,  large  cent 
specialist  (we  had  the  pleasure  of  cataloguing  his  cabinet  of  1794  cents  and 
presenting  it  for  sale  in  1984),  and  bibliophile,  has  written,  and  George  Kolbe 
has  published,  two  volumes  describing  classic  American  numismatic  auction 
catalogues.  The  first  covers  prominent  (but  not  obscure)  coin  auctioneers 
whose  business  began  in  the  19th  century  and,  sometimes,  extended  into  the 
20th  century.  The  second  volume  covers  prominent  coin  auctioneers  who  be¬ 
gan  their  trade  in  the  first  half  of  the  20th  century,  and  in  some  instances  con¬ 
tinued  it  later  (in  which  instances  catalogues  are  given  through  the  year  1975). 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  rather  than  tending  to  his  highly  successful  securities 
business,  our  friend  John  Adams  is  spending  at  least  some  of  his  time  writing 
up  notes  for  the  long  anticipated  third  volume,  which  will  treat  auction  cata¬ 
logues  issued  since  1950. 

One  of  the  beauty  parts  of  Adams’  books— and  they  are  both  highly  readable 
and  fascinating— is  that  auctions  are  given  a  rating,  with  A+  being  the  highest 
evaluation.  Thus,  anyone  seeking  to  collect  B.  Max  Mehl  or  other  catalogues, 
and  not  wanting  to  have  a  whole  closet  full  of  lesser  or  not  as  useful  issues,  can 
simply  read  the  Adams  catalogue  rating  and  collect  those  that  are  rated  in  the 
A  and  B  categories.  While  the  system  is  not  foolproof,  it  does  eliminate  a  lot  of 
chaff,  and  provides  an  easy  starting  point. 

In  our  experience,  quite  often  a  numismatic  bibliophile  will  then  narrow1  in 
on  a  cataloguer  of  particular  interest,  say  W.  Elliot  Woodward  from  the  19th 
century,  and  endeavor  to  acquire  each  and  every  auction  publication,  regard¬ 
less  of  its  content  or  importance.  Collecting  such  things  can  be  fun  on  its  own, 
and  quite  challenging.  Often,  such  catalogues  are  rarer  than  the  coins  of  the 
same  era! 

The  Numismatic  Bibliomania  Society,  of  which  your  editor  was  a  founder, 
exists  to  promote  interchange  of  information  and  enjoyment  among  collec¬ 
tors  of  coin  and  currency  literature.  Anyone  desiring  membership  informa¬ 
tion  has  but  to  address  a  letter  or  postcard  (separately  from  your  bid  sheet)  to 
QDB,  and  I  will  respond.  Each  issue  of  The  Asylum,  journal  of  the  group,  con¬ 
tains  advertisements  and  listings  of  dealers  in  numismatic  literature,  offering  a 
ready  source  for  just  about  anything  needed.

The  Indian  motif,  by  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  was  released  into  circulation 
in  the  autumn  of  1907,  after  the  sculptor  had  passed  away,  but  before  the  fa¬ 
mous  MCMVII  $20  made  its  appearance.  The  portrait  on  the  obverse  admits 
of  no  particular  origin,  and  opinions  are  divided,  some  of  which  are  discussed 
in  Q.  David  Bowers’  book,  United  States  Gold  Coins:  An  Illustrated  History  (with 
illustrations  of  gold  issues  from  the  fabulous  Louis  E.  Eliasberg,  Sr.  Collection 
of  U.S.  Gold  Coins,  which  we  catalogued  and  sold  at  auction  in  1982).  The  vis¬ 
age  may  have  been  of  Davida  Clark,  one  of  many  young  women  with  whom 
Saint-Gaudens  enjoyed  dallying.  Popular  newspaper  writers  apparently  in¬ 
vented  the  name  “Mary  Cunningham,”  stating  that  she  was  a  waitress  near 
where  Saint-Gaudens  lived,  and,  apparendy,  was  thus  not  worthy  of  being  de¬ 
picted  on  a  coin  (class  distinctions  being  what  they  were  in  America  at  the 
time,  not  that  newspaper  writers  were  of  a  higher  order  of  desirability— edito¬ 
rial  opinion  here). 

Years  later,  Anthony  de  Francisci,  designer  of  the  1921  Peace  silver  dollar, 
stated  that  his  wife,  the  former  Teresa  Cafarelli,  served  as  model  for  his  coin, 
but  an  examination  of  the  facial  features  of  the  1921  Peace  dollar  and  Saint- 
Gaudens’  earlier  1907  $10  show  many  similarities.

Popular  with  collectors  because  of  its  status  as  the  only  commemo¬ 
rative  of  the  denomination  coined  during  the  early  years. 

1401  1893  Isabella  quarter.  MS-64.  Deeply  toned  with  peripheral  gold 
and  reddish  orange.  A  very  attractive  example  accompanied  by  a 
NCI  photo  certificate.  The  certificate  assigns  a  grade  of  MS-65/65. 

1402  1893  Isabella  quarter.  MS-63  (PCGS).  Fully  brilliant  with  frosty  de¬ 
vices  and  satiny  fields. 
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1403  1893  Isabella  quarter.  MS-63.  Lustrous  surfaces  shine  through 
pearl  gray  and  charcoal  toning.  This  coin  was  designed  by  C.E. 
Barber  and  originally  sold  for  $  1 . 

1404  1893  Isabella  quarter.  MS-63.  Fully  lustrous  and  essentially  bril¬ 
liant  with  just  a  whisper  of  golden  iridescence. 

1405  1893  Isabella  quarter.  MS-62  (AN ACS).  The  devices  are  frosty  and 
the  fields  exhibit  considerable  prooflike  character.  Toned  in  inter¬ 
mingled  shades  of  orange-gold  and  violet. 

1406  1893  Isabella  quarter.  MS-62  (ANACS).  Pale  champagne  irides¬ 
cence  at  the  centers  changes  to  a  vivid  orange-gold  at  the  borders. 
The  devices  are  frosty  and  the  fields  have  a  texture  intermediate 
between  satiny  and  prooflike. 

1407  1893  Isabella  quarter.  MS-62.  Lustrous  surfaces.  Pearl  gray  toning 
at  the  centers  changes  to  navy  blue  and  golden  gray  at  the  borders. 


1408  1900  Lafayette  dollar.  MS-64  (ANACS).  Lustrous  surfaces.  Pale 
golden  gray  iridescence  enhances  the  centers.  Wisps  of  gold,  blue, 
and  slate  gray  can  be  seen  at  the  rims.  Funds  accruing  from  the 
sale  of  these  dollars  were  used  to  help  finance  the  erection  of  a 
memorial  statue  honoring  Lafayette  in  Paris.  The  entire  mintage 
was  coined  on  December  14,  1899,  the  100th  anniversary  of 
George  Washington’s  death. 

This  coin  was  designated  by  Congress  as  the  Lafayette  dollar,  an  interesting 
instance  in  which  a  name  was  given  to  a  specific  coin  apart  from  its  regular 
denomination.  This  followed  the  precedence  of  Columbian  half  dollar  assigned 
by  Congress  earlier  to  another  issue. 

A  problem  arose  whereby  the  1900  Lafayette  dollar  bears  the  date  1900,  but 
was  coined  in  1899.  Thus,  the  Treasury  Department  took  the  stance  that  the 
year  1900  was  not  the  striking  of  the  coin  but,  instead,  was  the  year  that  the 
International  Exhibition  was  held  in  Paris,  thus  the  1900  date  referred  to  that 
event.  Carefully  considered,  it  would  seem  that,  therefore,  the  Lafayette  dollar 
has  no  date,  at  least  not  an  official  one! 

The  matter  of  dating  certain  commemoratives  is  quite  interesting,  and  fea¬ 
tures  a  worthwhile  study  in  itself.  See  note  under  Lot  1414  as  another  ex¬ 
ample.

Pale  champagne  iridescence  enhances  both  surfaces.  Splashes  of 
orange-gold  can  be  seen  at  the  obverse  rim. 

1410  1900  Lafayette  dollar.  MS-60.  Pearl  gray  iridescence  complements 
both  surfaces. 

1411  1900  Lafayette  dollar.  MS-60  (ANACS).  Warmly  toned  in  inter¬ 
mingled  shades  of  orange-gold  and  violet. 

1412  1900  Iafayette  dollar.  MS-60.  Golden  gray  iridescence  on  lustrous 
surfaces  with  a  splash  of  deep  toning  by  D  in  DOLLAR. 


1413  1900  Lafayette  dollar.  MS-60.  Lustrous  and  attractive  for  the 
grade.  Pale  golden  gray  iridescence  ornaments  the  centers.  Wisps 
of  golden  brown,  blue,  and  lilac  complement  the  rims. 

It  is  little  known  that  the  Lafayette  dollar  was  prepared  from  hand-punchedl 
dies  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  The  normal  process  of  hubbing,  master  dies, 
etc.,  with  regard  to  the  lettering,  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  lettering  was 
punched  directly  into  the  working  die  in  the  engraving  department!  This,  a> 
sharp  departure  from  current  practice,  yields  several  different  varieties  which 
are  described  in  commemorative  literature  and  are  eminently  collectible  to¬ 
day,  although  interest  is  rather  narrow,  and  one  can  cherrypick  scarce  variet¬ 
ies.  A  delineation  of  the  variety  appears  in  the  1991  work  by  Q.  David  Bowers, 
Commemorative  Coins  of  the  United  States:  A  Complete  Encyclopedia,  among  other 
sources. 

1414  1921  Alabama.  2X2.  MS-64  (PCGS).  Mostly  brilliant  with  some 
blushes  of  golden  brown.  Designed  by  Laura  Gardin  Fraser  and 
issued  to  commemorate  the  100th  anniversary  of  Alabama’s  ad¬ 
mission  into  the  Union. 

In  this  instance,  the  anniversary  party  was  long  over  by  the  time  this  com¬ 
memorative  was  issued,  as  the  celebration  itself  was  observed  in  1919! 

1415  1921  Alabama.  2X2.  MS-63.  Golden  gray  toning.  Issued  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  100th  anniversary  of  Alabama’s  statehood.  The  2X2 
feature  on  the  obverse  refers  to  Alabama’s  status  as  the  22nd  state. 
Only  6,006  examples  of  the  variety  were  issued. 

1416  1921  Alabama.  Plain.  MS-63.  Frosty  lustre.  Pearl  gray  iridescence 
enhances  the  central  areas,  and  wisps  of  golden  brown  ornament 
the  rims. 

1417  1936  Albany.  MS-65.  Pleasing  golden  iridescence  ornaments  the 

satiny  surfaces.  The  designs  were  created  by  Albany  resident 
Gertrude  K.  Lathrop.  ** 

1418  1937  Antietam.  MS-64.  Pale  golden  gray  iridescence  on  frosty  sur¬ 
faces.  Issued  to  commemorate  the  75th  anniversary  of  the  famous 
Civil  War  battle.  Designed  by  William  Marks  Simpson. 

1419  1937  Antietam.  MS-63.  Pearl  gray  iridescence  on  frosty  surfaces. 

1420  1937  Antietam.  MS-63.  Lustrous  and  attractive.  Pleasing  cham¬ 
pagne  toning  at  the  centers  changes  to  orange-gold  and  lilac  at  the 
borders. 


1421  1936  Bridgeport.  MS-66  (PCGS).  Rich  pearl  gray  toning  with 
golden  brown  at  rims.  This  popular  variety  portrays  Bridgeport’s 
most  famous  resident,  P.T.  Barnum,  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse 
has  a  modernistic  eagle  motif. 

Barnum  was  a  great  benefactor  to  the  town,  and  lived  there. 

1422  1936-D  Cincinnati.  MS-65.  Pale  golden  gray  iridescence  enhances 
satiny  surfaces. 

The  Cincinnati  issue  was  the  pet  commemorative  issued  for  and  by  Thomas 
G.  Melish,  Cincinnati  industrialist.  With  proper  connections  in  Congress,  one 
could  literally  have  a  “private”  commemorative  coin,  and  charge  whatever  one 
pleased  as  an  “issue  price.”  This  was  done  in  several  instances. 

1423  1892  Columbian.  MS-65,  prooflike.  A  lovely  gem  example.  The 
central  areas  are  brilliant  changing  to  gold  peripherally.  Notable  as 
being  the  first  half  dollar  issue  of  the  U.S.  commemorative  series.

1424  1935  Connecticut.  MS-67  (NGC).  Warm  golden  brown  and  gray 
toning.  A  spectacular  gem  example  that  approaches  perfection.  Is¬ 
sued  to  commemorate  the  300th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of 
Connecticut.  The  reverse  design  depicts  Connecticut’s  famous 
Charter  Oak. 

At  the  time  of  release  this  motif,  quite  attractive  to  the  observer  today,  re¬ 
ceived  its  share  of  criticism— everyone  was  a  “reviewer”  of  commemorative 
coins  as  they  came  out.  Among  things  mentioned  was  the  leaf  size— far  too 
large.  Artistic  license,  it  was  called. 


425  1935  Connecticut.  MS-64.  Slate  gray  toning  with  pale  blue,  violet, 
and  gold  highlights. 


1427  1922  Grant.  With  Star.  MS-63  (NGC).  Fully  lustrous.  The  obverse 
is  mostly  brilliant  with  a  blush  of  gold  at  the  center.  The  reverse 
exhibits  delicate  golden  gray  iridescence.  Designed  by  Laura 
Gardin  Fraser  and  issued  to  commemorate  the  centennial  of  U.S. 
Grant  s  birth.  The  Grant  With  Star  half  dollar  currently  ranks  as 
the  hardest  to  find  U.S.  silver  commemorative  at  the  MS-63  level 
(if  one  checks  certification  service  reports),  closely  following  the 
1928  Hawaiian.  The  study  of  certification  service  reports  is  quite 
interesting,  and  scarcely  a  month  goes  by  without  someone  con¬ 
tacting  our  Publications  Department  to  state  that  he  or  she  would 
like  to  write  a  “reference  book”  on  this  series  or  that,  primarily 
based  upon  nothing  more  than  copying  certification  service  data, 
then  listing  pieces  in  their  order  of  rarity  (assumed)  based  on  such. 

In  actuality,  certification  data  are  very  valuable  for  expensive  coins  which  are 
actively  traded  on  the  investment  market,  as  well  as,  increasingly,  landmark  scarci¬ 
ties  and  rarities.  However,  information  in  such  reports  has  to  be  taken  with  a 
grain  of  salt;  the  reasons  for  this  would  form  a  nice  essay  on  their  own  and,  in¬ 
deed,  might  be  the  subject  for  expansion  in  an  issue  of  our  Rare  Coin  Review  or 
Coin  Collector.  In  brief,  there  are  many  common  coins  that  simply  aren’t  worth 
certifying.  Thus,  few  pieces  are  listed  in  certification  services,  giving  them  the 
aspect  of  being  “rare”  if  no  other  information  is  used. 

Further,  within  the  commemorative  series,  there  are  many  pieces  that  are 
generously  represented  in  grades  such  as  MS-63,  MS-64,  and  MS-65,  but  which 
are  not  particularly  noticed  in  the  AU  or  MS-60  range.  However,  in  actuality 
the  AU  and  MS-60  range  constitutes  a  population  many  times  larger  than  those 
listed  in  certification  service  reports. 

Perhaps  what  is  needed  is  some  professional  numismatic  experience  added  to 
certification  service  numbers,  to  yield  meaningful  results. 


1428  1928  Hawaiian.  MS-61  (ANACS).  Lustrous  surfaces.  The  obverse 
has  pale  orange-gold  toning  with  faint  lilac  highlights.  The  reverse 
is  partially  brilliant  with  blushes  of  orange-gold  and  gray.  Issued  to 
mark  the  150th  anniversary  of  Captain  James  Cook’s  discovery  of 


426  1936  Gettysburg.  MS-64  (PCGS).  Blushes  of  pale  gold  ornament 
the  satiny  surfaces.  Dated  two  years  early  to  commemorate  the 
75th  anniversary  of  the  famous  Civil  War  battle,  which  took  place 
in  1863  and  deserved  to  be  commemorated  in  1938  (but  promot¬ 
ers  were  afraid  the  boom  market  in  commemoratives  wouldn’t 
last,  so  they  rushed  the  issue). 


1429  1928  Hawaiian.  AU-58.  An  attractive,  lustrous  example  of  this 

scarce  and  ever-popular  issue  with  faint  gold  toning.  The  assigned 
grade  is  due  to  very  light  wear  visible  on  the  high  point  of  the  ob¬ 
verse.  Otherwise,  this  would  grade  at  least  MS-64.  Superb  fields 
and  sharp  design  details. 
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1430  1928  Hawaiian.  AU-50.  Warmly  toned  in  intermingled  shades  of 
gray,  gold,  and  violet.  Some  hairlines  in  the  fields  are  indicative  of 
a  light  cleaning  long  ago.  Widely  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  de¬ 
sirable  issues  in  the  commemorative  series. 


1431  1935  Hudson.  MS-63  (PCGS).  Pale  champagne  toning  on  satiny 

surfaces.  Issued  to  commemorate  the  sesquicentennial  of  the 
founding  of  Hudson,  New  York.  Designed  by  the  noted  sculptor 
Chester  Beach.  One  of  the  scarcest  and  most  eagerly  sought  com- 
memoratives  of  the  era;  only  10,008  were  struck,  of  which  eight 
were  reserved  for  the  Assay  Commission,  and  10,000  were  circu¬ 
lated,  the  latter  in  one  of  the  most  incredible  scenarios  of  the  de¬ 
cade. 


Notable  Gem  Panama-Pacific  Half  Dollar 


1441  1915-S  Panama-Pacific.  MS-65  (NGC).  A  splendid  satiny  gem.  Par¬ 
tially  brilliant  surfaces  with  pink,  gold,  and  blue  at  the  borders.  Is¬ 
sued  in  conjunction  with  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  in  San 
Francisco.  Many  examples  were  sold  as  souvenirs  to  visitors  at  the 
exposition.  The  famous  numismatic  showman  and  exhibitor 
Farran  Zerbe  was  in  charge  of  the  distribution. 

1442  1915-S  Panama-Pacific.  MS-63  (PCGS).  Essentially  brilliant  with 
just  a  hint  of  gold  at  the  borders  and  on  the  high  points. 

1443  1915-S  Panama-Pacific.  AU-58.  Lustrous  ivory  and  pale  brown  sur¬ 
faces. 


1432  1934  Maryland.  MS-63. 

1433  1921  Missouri.  2^4.  MS-60  (PCGS).  Lustrous  and  attractive. 
Toned  in  pleasing  pastel  gold  and  lilac-gray.  Issued  to  commemo¬ 
rate  the  centennial  of  Missouri’s  admission  into  the  Union.  The 
2'*4  feature  signifies  Missouri’s  status  as  the  24th  state.  Robert 
Aitken,  of  Panama-Pacific  $50  fame,  prepared  the  designs. 


1434  1921  Missouri.  Plain.  MS-64  (NGC).  Warmly  toned  in  inter¬ 
mingled  orange-gold  and  lilac.  Tinges  of  gunmetal-blue  ornament 
the  obverse  border.  The  pioneer  depicted  on  both  sides  is  in¬ 
tended  to  be  Daniel  Boone.  These  designs  were  evidently  carefully 
studied  by  Augustus  Lukeman,  while  he  was  preparing  the  devices 
for  his  very  similar  Boone  Centennial  half  dollar  first  struck  in 
1934.  Or,  alternatively,  as  New  Yorker  Magazine  might  say,  the 
whole  matter  was  a  “funny  coincidence.” 

1435  1921  Missouri.  Plain.  MS-63  (ANACS).  Warmly  and  vividly  toned 
in  intermingled  shades  of  orange-gold  and  lilac. 

1436  1921  Missouri.  Plain.  MS-61.  Delightful  golden  toning  enhances 
both  the  obverse  and  reverse. 

1437  1921  Missouri.  Plain.  MS-60  (PCGS).  Attractive  golden  brown  and 
gray  iridescence. 

1438  1938  New  Rochelle.  MS-64.  Intermingled  golden  brown,  blue,  and 
lilac  iridescence  on  satiny  surfaces.  A  popular  and  distinctive  issue 
designed  by  Gertrude  K.  Lathrop. 

1439  1938  New  Rochelle.  MS-63.  Lustrous  and  attractive.  Blushes  of 
pleasing  gold  ornament  both  surfaces. 

1440  1936  Norfolk.  MS-64.  Satiny  and  attractive  with  just  a  whisper  of 
champagne  iridescence.  The  reverse  design  depicts  Norfolk’s 
royal  mace. 


1444  1926  Sesquicentennial.  MS-64.  Satiny  lustre.  Issued  to  commemo-  I 
rate  the  150th  anniversary  of  U.S.  independence.  John  R.  Sinnock  I 
executed  (multiple  meanings  here!)  the  designs.  The  obverse  fea-  I 
tures  conjoined  portraits  of  George  Washington  and  Calvin  I 
Coolidge,  the  latter  being  president  at  the  time  tlje  coins  were  is¬ 
sued. 

Calvin  Coolidge,  then  vice  president,  was  at  his  family  home  in  Plymouth,  I 
Vermont,  when  he  was  told  that  President  Warren  G.  Harding  passed  away.  I 
After  a  ceremony  swearing  Coolidge  in  as  president,  the  new  chief  executive,  I 
as  the  first  order  of  business,  had  a  glass  of  Moxie.  This  anecdote  has  appeared  I 
in  print  a  few  times,  has  never  been  challenged,  and,  in  fact,  is  acknowledged  I 
by  the  museum  and  society  that  today  operates  the  Coolidge  homestead  in  I 
Vermont. 

1445  1926  Sesquicentennial.  Net  MS-60.  .Altered  surfaces. 

1446  1935  Spanish  Trail.  MS-64  (ANACS).  Brilliant  and  lustrous.  Is-  I 
sued  to  commemorate  the  400th  anniversary  of  the  exploratory 
expedition  of  Cabeza  de  Vaca  through  territory  between  St.  Au¬ 
gustine  and  El  Paso.  L.W.  Hoffecker,  who  later  became  president 
of  the  ANA,  created  the  designs.  This  was  a  “pet  issue,”  similar  to 
that  described  under  Lot  1422. 

1447  1935  Spanish  Trail.  MS-63.  A  lovely  lustrous  example  of  this 
scarce  and  desirable  variety.  Partially  brilliant  with  blushes  of  gold. 


1448  1925  Vancouver.  MS-65.  Pale  golden  toning  on  frosty  surfaces.  Is¬ 
sued  to  commemorate  the  centennial  of  the  establishment  of  Fort 
Vancouver  in  Washington  State. 

The  issue  was  struck  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  but  for  some  unknown  rea-  j 
son,  the  “S”  mintmark  was  omitted  from  the  design. 

1449  1925  Vancouver.  MS-64  (NGC).  Warmly  and  attractively  toned  in 
hues  of  gold  and  violet. 
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j.1450  1927  Vermont.  MS-65  (ANACS).  Rich  golden  gray  toning  on  lus¬ 

trous  surfaces.  Issued  to  commemorate  the  sesquicentennial  of 
the  Battle  of  Bennington.

surfaces.  The  devices  are  frosty  and  the  fields  are  satiny.  A  thor¬ 
oughly  attractive  example  of  the  variety.

Issued  to  commemorate  the  100th  anniversary  of  U.S.  Grant’s  birth.  Laura 
Gardin  Fraser,  wife  of  sculptor  James  Earle  Fraser  (designer  of  the  “Buffalo” 
nickel),  created  the  designs,  which  are  virtually  identical  in  style  to  the  1922 
Grant  Memorial  half  dollars.

Funds  accruing  from  the  sale  of  these  coins  were  used  to  erect  a  memorial  to 
Sacagawea,  a  Shoshone  who  served  as  a  guide  and  interpreter  for  the  Lewis 
and  Clark  Expedition.  Her  name  means  “Bird  Woman.”

It  has  been  our  experience  that  in  Mint  State  the  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  gold 
dollar  is  the  rarest  of  all  commemorative  coins  of  this  denomination.  The  rea¬ 
son  is  that  they  had  litde  respect  in  their  own  era  (the  numismatic  market  was 
quite  agitated  by  the  poor  investment  performance  of  the  1903  Lousiana  Pur¬ 
chase  gold  dollars,  and  collectors  were  not  about  to  spend  more  money  on  the 
1905  Lewis  and  Clark  gold  dollars),  and  the  release  was  generally  ignored. 
What  happened  to  all  of  them  is  not  known.  Certainly,  some  were  sold  at  the 
Lewis  and  Clark  Exposition  in  Portland  (Oregon).  The  details  of  this  issue  re¬ 
main  a  minor  mystery  in  some  aspects.

An  area  of 
weakness  appears  in  the  rim  and  edge  reeding,  probably  not  no¬ 
ticeable  to  the  casual  observer.  The  piece  is  at  the  bottom  of  the 
portrait,  not  a  logical  place  for  mounting,  although  this  possibility 
cannot  be  discounted  completely.  The  weight  of  the  coin  is  cor¬ 
rect,  indicating  that  no  metal  seems  to  have  been  removed.  We 
point  out  this  feature  so  that  intending  bidders  can  examine  it  in 
person.  Most  likely  it  is  an  artifact  of  striking. 

Issued  in  conjunction  with  the  1904  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  in  St. 
Louis,  Missouri.  Although  the  coins  are  dated  1903,  they  were  issued  in  con 
junction  with  the  1904  l/iuisiana  Purchase  Exposition  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri, 
properly  known  as  the  St.  Louis  World’s  Fair.  Numismatic  huckster  Farran 
Zcrbe  was  in  charge  of  the  distribution  of  these  coins.  Zerbe  had  a  very  check¬ 
ered  career  in  numismatics  and  startled  members  of  the  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Association  when  upon  the  death  of  George  F.  Heath  in  1908,  he  went 
to  Monroe,  Michigan,  where  Heath  lived,  and  made  a  secret  deal  to  buy  The 
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Numismatist  from  Heath's  widow.  All  along,  many  members  of  the  ANA 
thought  that  the  ANA  deserved  it  and  that  Zerbe  was  acting  in  the  ANA’s  in¬ 
terest.  In  fact,  at  an  earlier  date  and  on  several  occasions,  Heath  offered  to 
give  The  Numismatist  to  the  ANA  free  of  charge. 

Zerbe  attempted  to  run  The  Numismatist  as  a  profit-making  publication  for  a 
year  or  so,  ran  into  rough  waters,  and  was  bailed  out  by  W.W.C.  Wilson,  who 
gave  the  ANA  a  sum  of  money  so  that  they  could  buy  The  Numismatist  from 
Zerbe. 

Decades  later,  officers  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association— who  ap- 
parendy  hadn't  studied  Zerbe’s  career  very  much— decided  to  name  the  high¬ 
est  honor  of  the  .ANA  after  Zerbe,  the  Farran  Zerbe  Award  (your  present  edi¬ 
tor,  QDB,  was  a  recipient  of  this  award,  and  is  grateful  for  such;  the  present 
remarks  are  made  in  the  interest  of  facts,  without  bias,  I  hope).  A  better  name 
for  the  award  would  have  the  George  F.  Heath  award,  but  that  designation  was 
assigned  to  the  Heath  Literary  Award  and  was  already  “taken." 

Zerbe,  an  opportunist  par  excellence,  did  leave  an  indelible  mark  on  Ameri¬ 
can  numismatics,  and  among  other  things,  acted  as  distributor  for  other  com¬ 
memorative  coins  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  here  (most  notably  the 
1915-S  Panama-Pacific  issues),  staged  many  exhibits  in  banks  and  other  places 
that  helped  draw  public  attention  to  coins,  and,  in  1929,  sold  his  fabulous 
Money  of  the  World  exhibit,  complete  with  an  1804  silver  dollar,  to  the  Chase 
National  Bank.  This  later  became  known  as  the  Chase-Manhattan  Bank  Money 
Museum,  and  in  its  day  was  highly  regarded.  In  the  1950s  the  bank  tired  of 
operating  a  museum,  closed  the  doors,  and  later  gave  many  of  the  coins,  in¬ 
cluding  the  1804  dollar,  to  the  Smithsonian  Institution. 

A  book  could  be  written  about  Zerbe,  and  perhaps  some  day  someone  will. 
David  T.  Alexander,  for  one,  has  mentioned  in  print  recendy  some  of  the  curi¬ 
ous  events  involving  Zerbe  and  the  American  Numismatic  Association  elec¬ 
tions  in  1908  and  1909.

The  obverse  features  a  figure  of  Columbia  seated  on  the  back  of  a  hippoc¬ 
ampus.  On  the  reverse,  a  defiant  eagle  is  perched  on  a  rectangular  cartouche 
having  the  motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM;  this  cartouche  motif  has  been  likened 
to  a  street  sign  in  the  past,  although  Anthony  Swiatek  and  Walter  Breen  write 
that  it  was  intended  to  resemble  a  Roman  legionary  standard.  The  motif  seems 
to  have  been  copied  from  that  used  by  George  T.  Morgan  earlier  on  a  pattern 
1877  half  dollar,  subsequendy  on  the  reverse  of  his  illustrious  “Schoolgirl”  pat¬ 
tern  dollar  of  1879.  Obviously,  Morgan  must  have  liked  the  motif!  With  the 
obverse  by  chief  engraver  Charles  Barber  and  the  reverse  by  Morgan,  his  assis¬ 
tant,  the  quarter  eagle  was  the  only  Panama-Pacific  gold  coin  actually  designed 
by  the  Mint  engraving  staff.  The  gold  dollar  and  $50  pieces  were  outsourced 
to  Charles  Keck  and  Robert  Aitken  respectively.

The  U.S.  Assay  Office  of  Gold  was  an  official  government  minting  facility, 
although  it  was  not  given  the  mint  designation.  Over  a  period  of  years  the  gov¬ 
ernment  has  indulged  in  various  nomenclature  niceties  in  this  area,  including 
calling  the  San  Francisco  Mint  the  San  Francisco  Assay  Office  for  a  long  pe¬ 
riod  of  time  (even  when  it  was  striking  coins),  and  not  calling  the  West  Point 
bullion  depository  a  mint  until  it  had  already  struck  coins  for  several  years.

Hulseman  who  is  also  known  for  his  issue  of  the  half  cent  Hard  Times  token  of 
1837,  Low-49.

The  Hawaiian  silver  coinage  is  very  closely  related  to  that  of  the  United 
States.  Aside  from  being  struck  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  the  denominations 
are  the  same  as  found  on  United  States  coinage,  even  including  the  composi¬ 
tion  and  specifications,  so  that  standard  silver  coinage  planchets  for  this 
country’s  production  could  be  used  for  the  Hawaiian  issues  as  well. 

All  four  standard  denominations  of  the  1883  Hawaiian  silver  coins  have  the 
same  basic  design.  The  obverse  portrays  the  profile  of  King  Kalakaua  facing 
right  with  the  date,  1883,  below  and  the  legend  KALAKAUA  I  KING  OF  HA¬ 
WAII  around.  The  reverse  features  a  shield  of  the  Kingdom  of  Hawaii  with  the 
legend  UA  MAU  KE  EAOKA  AINA  I  KA  PONO.  surrounding  the  shield.  The 
denomination  is  spelled  oui  below  with  an  abbreviation  of  the  denomination 
to  the  left  and  right  of  the  shield.  (The  10-cent  coin  features  a  reverse  wreath 
as  opposed  to  the  shield.)  The  reverse  legend  is  translated  as  “the  life  of  the 
land  is  perpetuated  in  righteous."

In  the  late  1960s  the  Mint  commissioned  General  Motors  to  develop  an  ex  i 
perimental  roller  press  which  would  incorporate  a  large  scries  of  coinage  die* 
mounted  around  the  circumference  of  two  opposed  wheels.  It  was  envisioned^ 
that  such  an  apparatus  might  be  used  to  produce  one-cent  pieces  and  other! 
coins  far  more  quickly  and  efficiently  than  the  standard  reciprocating  coinage! 
press  which  is  still  being  used  today.  The  research  was  carried  out  by  General 
Motors,  but  as  the  Mint  was  unwilling  to  release  official  one-cent  dies  for  the! 
tests,  fantasy  dies  were  prepared  for  the  work.  The  obverse  design  features  aj 
female  head  facing  left  with  random-letter  inscriptions  ot  various  sizes.  A  into 
trol  code  designation  identifying  the  position  of  the  obverse  die  in  the  rolleil 
press  was  also  inscribed  into  the  field.  The  reverse  design  features  three  line-4 
of  random-letter  inscription  together  with  what  appears  to  be  a  nonsense  daiH 
and  mintmark.

This  is  the  earliest  appearance  of  Lincoln’s  portrait  on  a  pattern 
issue  struck  at  the  U.S.  Mint.  Beginning  in  1909  his  profile  ap¬ 
peared  on  experimental  issues  produced  in  connection  with  the 
development  of  the  Lincoln  cent  design.  Certain  1911  pieces  with 
Lincoln’s  portrait  were  designed  by  James  Earle  Fraser  for  the  five- 
cent  denomination. 

The  possession  of  a  Lincoln  portrait  nickel  five-cent  piece  has 
been  a  quest  for  just  about  eveiy  pattern  specialist  since  the  1860s, 
when  collecting  such  issues  became  popular  in  a  large  way.  In 
1866,  when  the  current  piece  was  produced,  they  were  not  made 
widely  available  to  the  collecting  fraternity,  and  apparently  went  to 
favored  Mint  insiders  as  well  as  to  a  dealer  or  two  in  the  same  city, 
most  probably  William  K.  Idler.  Today,  examples  are  sufficiently 
rare  that  long  spans  of  time  elapse  between  offerings.  The  present 
coin  will  attract  widespread  attention,  and  deservedly  so. 

The  1866  and  1868  Merriam  patterns  struck  in  gold  and  various  other  met¬ 
als  are  thought  to  have  been  privately  made,  and  are  considered  by  Q.  David) 
Bowers  to  be  fantasy  issues.

In  1867,  aluminum  had  an  intrinsic  value  equal  to  that  of  silver  by  weight. 
Mint  Engraver  James  B.  Longacre  promoted  the  concept  of  using  aluminum 
as  a  coinage  metal  for  the  five-cent  piece.  The  coin,  as  Longacre  envisioned  it, 
would  have  a  weight  equal  to  that  of  a  half  dime,  and  thus  would  have  a  full 
intrinsic  value  of  five  cents.  Other  positive  features  of  aluminum  as  a  coinage 
metal  included  the  ease  by  which  it  could  be  distinguished  from  other  coinage 
metals,  its  resistance  to  discoloration,  and  finally,  its  high  malleability  and  con¬ 
venient  fusibility.

“This  piece  is  a  curiosity  for  several  reasons.  First  it  is  a  .  .  .  two- 
headed  American  coin.  Second,  it  bears  two  different  dates.  Third, 
the  piece  was  probably  produced  at  a  date  later  than  either  of  the 
dates  on  the  coin;  probably  circa  1868-1869.  The  planchet  is 
slightly  heavier  than  normal  but  consistent  with  ‘special  produc¬ 
tions’  .  .  .  which  can  be  traced  to  the  Sylvester  S.  Crosby  Collection. 

“The  obverse  features  a  head  of  Liberty  design  which  is  somewhat 
similar  to  that  used  on  the  nickel  three-cent  piece,  but  with  a  star  on 
the  coronet  below  the  word  LIBERTY.  Surrounding  is  the  motto 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  and  the  date  1867  is  below.  The 
reverse  depicts  President  George  Washington  with  UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA  surrounding  with  the  date  1866  below.  .  .” 

The  variety  is  not  listed  in  any  edition  of  Judd  and  evidently  was 
unknown  to  the  numismatic  community  until  the  Garrett  Collec¬ 
tion  was  dispersed.

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sue  Shield  nickel  dies  with  reverse  rays.  Delightful  blue  and  violet  iri¬ 
descence  enhances  both  surfaces.  Wisps  of  mint  brilliance  orna¬ 
ment  the  rims.  A  very  rare  variety  having  an  estimated  population  of 
no  more  than  a  dozen  examples  and  possibly  fewer  than  six.  The 
presently  offered  example  must  rank  among  the  finest  known. 

The  1867  With-Rays  nickel  struck  in  nickel  alloy  is,  of  course, 
one  of  the  great  Proof  rarities  among  19th-century  American  coin¬ 
age.  Copper  impressions  such  as  this  are  rarer  yet.  The  addition  of 
such  a  piece  to  a  fine  cabinet  will  provide  a  special  showpiece  and 
object  of  pride.

Warmly  and  attrac¬ 
tively  toned  in  vivid  shades  of  pink,  violet,  and  electric  blue.  Wisps 
of  mint  red  can  be  seen  on  both  surfaces,  mostly  at  the  borders. 
Virtually  all  design  features  are  as  sharp  as  could  be  desired.  An¬ 
other  magnificent  opportunity. 

The  old  J-573  designation  is  now  known  to  be  comprised  of  two  varieties, 
evidently  having  the  same  obverse,  but  with  distinctly  different  reverses.  On 
the  reverse  of  P-649  (Reverse  A),  a  star  points  between  the  E  and  N  in  CENTS, 
whereas  on  P-650  (Reverse  B),  the  star  points  directly  to  the  E.  Some  numisma¬ 
tists  endeavor  to  acquire  examples  of  both  types.

Although 
the  reverse  of  both  varieties  was  probably  struck  using  the  same 
die,  the  arrangement  of  die  finish  lines  is  different,  thus  indicating 
that  the  die  was  repolished  subsequent  to  its  first  use.

The  obverse  features  the  distinctive  Liberty 
Head  motif  as  employed  on  the  nickel  three-cent  piece,  but  with  a 
star  on  Miss  Liberty’s  coronet.  The  reverse  has  the  Roman  nu¬ 
meral  “V”  centered  in  a  laurel  wreath.

From  our  sale  of  the 
Garrett  Collection,  March  1980,  where  the  item  was  described  as 
follows:  “Here  is  another  piece  made  up  as  an  hors  d’oeuvre  by 
someone  with  access  to  a  Mint  coining  press.  Probably  coined 
around  the  date  indicated,  1869,  on  the  piece,  it  undoubtedly 
came  from  the  night  shift  or  was  surreptitiously  struck  off  when 
someone’s  back  was  turned.

“The  other  side  ...  of  this  two-headed  coin  depicts  George 
Washington  with  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  above  and  the  date  1866 
below.  From  the  standpoint  of  interest  we  mention  the  following 
characteristics  for  the  piece: 

“1.  It  is  an  authentic  two-headed  coin! 

“2.  It  bears  two  different  dates;  not  adjacent  dates,  but  dates 
separated  by  a  span  of  three  years! 

“3.  It  is  unlisted  in  the  Judd  Reference! 

“4.  It  is  believed  to  be  unique!" 

The  present  offering  of  nickel  five-cent  patterns  is  truly  remarkable,  a  pre¬ 
sentation  that  will  be  long  remembered.  The  several  authentic  two-headed 
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coins  are  showpieces  among  these,  certainly  bound  to  attract  attention  when¬ 
ever  they  are  shown.  Few  other  cabinets  have  anything  like  it.

The  surfaces 
are  mosdy  brilliant  with  a  splash  of  gold  on  the  reverse.  The  ob¬ 
verse  has  James  Longacre’s  Liberty  Head  motif  as  featured  on 
regular-issue  nickel  three-cent  pieces  (and  on  several  pattern  five- 
cent  varieties  coined  circa  1867-1869).  The  reverse  features  the 
denomination  V  CENTS  centered  in  a  laurel  wreath.  The  V  is  re¬ 
versed,  i.e.,  shaded  on  the  right  side  rather  than  the  left  as  is  the 
artistic  convention.

Seldom  is  more  than  one  example  of  P-1872 
offered  at  auction  during  the  course  of  a  year. 

This  is  the  first  of  a  number  of  truly  interesting  pattern  Liberty  Head  nickels 
in  the  present  sale.  The  motif  was  first  created  in  1881,  and  finessed  for  the 
next  two  years.  Along  the  way  many  interesting  variations  in  lettering,  stars, 
reverse  motifs,  and  other  details  were  produced.  Collected  in  combination 
with  the  contemporary  set  of  Liberty  Head  nickels,  these  patterns  will  vastly 
increase  the  pleasure  of  ownership  and  study.

In  1883,  pure  nickel  as  well  as  three  experimental  nickel-copper  alloys  were 
tested  to  ascertain  whether  any  of  these  materials  had  qualities  that  would 
make  them  superior  to  standard  25%  nickel  alloy  for  the  production  of  five- 
cent  pieces.  No  changes  were  made  as  a  result  of  the  experimentation,  and 
thus  it  can  be  reasonably  inferred  that  none  of  these  experimental  coinage 
materials  were  found  to  be  better  than  that  already  in  use.

Pale  golden  iridescence  enhances  both  surfaces.  A  splendid  gem 
example  of  one  of  the  most  distinctive  varieties  in  the  pattern  se¬ 
ries.  Although  the  surviving  population  of  the  variety  is  thought  to 
be  between  12  and  30  pieces,  it  is  likely  that  only  a  tiny  handful 
could  match  the  quality  offered  here. 

In  1884,  the  Mint  resumed  experiments  with  annular  (ring-shaped)  coinage 
which  it  had  begun  in  1849.  Both  annular  cents  and  five-cent  pieces  were  pro¬ 
duced.  The  creation  of  these  pieces  had  been  proposed  by  Eastman  Johnson, 
who  also  supplied  the  designs.  Johnson’s  designs  were  created  years  earlier: 
indeed,  some  sketches  dated  May  1879  are  virtually  identical  to  the  designs 
employed  on  the  1884-dated  pattern  piecps.  The  holes  in  the  coins  were  in¬ 
tended  to  make  them  more  easily  distinguishable  from  higher  denominations 
and  thereby  “remedy  the  inconvenience  of  similarity  in  our  small  coin." 

Over  a  period  of  time  this  and  related  perforated  patterns  of  1884  and  1885 
have  become  known  as  the  “1  loley"  issues,  a  nit  kname  not  given  to  ear lift  pet 
forated  pieces.

Rarity-6  to  7.  Silver,  with  round  central  perforation.  Die  align¬ 
ment:  about  190°.  Plain  edge.  Mostly  brilliant  with  hints  of  gold 
and  blue  iridescence  at  the  borders.  Similar  in  style  to  the  1884 
Eastman  Johnson  five-cent  pattern  offered  previously.  We  esti¬ 
mate  a  surviving  population  of  only  10  to  15  examples. 

The  Mint  continued  to  experiment  with  annular  coinage  in  1885.  Both  one- 
cent  and  five-cent  pieces  were  prepared.  The  perforation  on  the  five-cent  vari¬ 
ety  is  a  circle  rather  than  an  octagon  as  featured  on  the  Eastman  Johnson  five- 
cent  pattern  of  the  previous  year. 

For  the  pattern  enthusiast  the  opportunity  to  acquire  a  striking  of  any  pat¬ 
tern  in  silver  is  indeed  unusual,  and  when  it  occurs,  like  as  not  it  is  of  this  date. 
The  small  number  existing  in  no  way  can  satisfy  the  demand  or  even  come 
close  to  it.  Thus,  the  present  piece  is  bound  to  be  a  great  attraction. 

The  date  1885  has  a  special  cachet  in  the  nickel  five-cent  series,  as  business 
strikes  are  well-known  rarities.  This  association  does  no  harm  to  the  value  of  a 
pattern  such  as  this.

Ranty-6.  Pure  nickel  (magnetic).  Plain  edge.  Die  alignment:  180°. 
Sharply  struck  with  virtually  all  design  features  defined  to  full  ad¬ 
vantage.  Delicate  pale  golden  iridescence  enhances  both  surfaces. 
Outstanding  quality;  many  1896  Shield  type  experimental  five-cent 
pieces  offered  over  the  years  are  noted  for  their  rather  “scruffy” 
appearance.  The  presently  offered,  pure  nickel  striking  is  a  happy 
exception. 

In  1896  numerous  different  experimental  metals  and  alloys  were  tested  to 
ascertain  their  suitability  for  the  production  of  five-cent  pieces.  In  addition  to 
pure  nickel,  there  were  six  alloys  of  German  silver  (copper-nickel-zinc  mix¬ 
tures),  four  compositions  of  aluminum,  and  at  least  one  very  unusual— from  a 
numismatic  perspective— tertiary  alloy  consisting  of  nickel,  copper,  and  iron. 
None  of  these  materials  was  ever  adopted  for  U.S.  coinage. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  a  report  to  Congress  dated  January  7, 
1897,  wrote:  “The  pure  nickel  blanks  used  in  striking  experimental  five-  and 
one-cent  pieces  were  imported  from  Austria,  as  they  could  not  be  obtained  in 
•this  country.”

Plain 
edge.  Die  alignment:  about  180°.  Essentially  brilliant  surfaces  with 
just  a  hint  of  gold.  A  simply  outstanding  example  of  the  variety 
and  one  of  the  nicest  we  can  recall  having  offered  in  recent  times. 
Although  we  estimate  that  70  to  140  examples  of  P-1987  were 
originally  struck  (based  on  the  recorded  mintage  figures  for  the 
similar  1896  Shield-type  one-cent  patterns),  it  is  thought  that  only 
between  12  and  30  examples  have  survived  down  to  the  present 
time,  and  of  these  probably  just  a  tiny  number  are  at  the  Proof-65 
grade  level. 

Examples  of  P-1987  were  struck  in  standard  25%  nickel  alloy  as  well  as  in  six 
different  compositions  of  German  silver.  These  alloys  are  essentially  indistin¬ 
guishable  from  standard  25%  nickel  alloy  without  spectral  analysis. 


Duplicate  1885  P-1954  50  in  Silver 
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hind  the  shield  are  crossed  poles  supporting  a  Liberty  cap  on  the 
left  and  an  eagle  on  the  right.  The  reverse  has  the  denomination  5 
CENTS  centered  in  a  curved  olive  sprig. 

In  1896  several  experimental  alloys  of  German  silver  were  tested  for  their 
coinage  characteristics.  Pure  nickel  and  standard  25%  nickel  alloy  pieces  were 
also  produced.  Surviving  documentation  clearly  indicates  that  none  of  the  ex¬ 
perimental  alloys  were  found  to  be  more  suitable  for  the  production  of  five- 
cent  pieces  than  the  standard  25%  alloy  already  in  use,  and  accordingly,  the 
25%  alloy  was  retained.

Four  different  formulations  of  aluminum 
were  used  for  the  issue,  but  these  cannot  be  distinguished  from 
one  another  without  spectral  analysis.

Miss  Liberty 
is  wearing  a  headband  inscribed  LIBERTY  and  ornamented  with  a 
star,  and  her  hair  is  tied  in  a  bun.

The  Standard  Silver  Pattern  series  of  this  issue,  somewhat  of  a  misnomer  as 
regular  issues  were  also  called  “Standard,”  was  specifically  proposed  to  re¬ 
deem  Fractional  Currency  notes.  Made  in  denominations  from  the  10-cent 
piece  through  the  silver  dollar,  each  bore  the  notation  STANDARD  SILVER 
on  the  reverse  and  was  slightly  lighter  than  the  regular  issues  of  the  era. 

The  reason  for  the  light  weight  dates  back  to  December  28,  1861,  when 
banks  and  leading  eastern  cities  stopped  paying  out  coins.  In  1862,  the  Trea¬ 
sury  followed  suit,  and  from  that  time  until  the  early  1870s,  pieces  were  not 
paid  out  at  par.  The  public  held  on  to  whatever  it  could,  as  the  value  of  cur¬ 
rency  was  apt  to  be  uncertain  (at  one  point  during  the  Civil  War  it  took  about 
$200  in  “greenbacks"  to  buy  $100  face  value  in  silver  coins).  The  Treasury  rea¬ 
soned  that  the  Standard  Silver  patterns  such  as  the  piece  offered  here,  being 
of  lighter  weight,  would  not  be  attractive  for  hoarding  purposes. 

Although  patterns  were  made  extensively,  no  issues  ever  were  struck  for  cir¬ 
culation.  The  pattern  issues  became  a  playground  for  numismatic  profit  at  the 
Mint,  and  needless  varieties  and  combinations  were  made  in  silver,  copper, 
and  aluminum,  with  plain  and  reeded  edges.

Die 
alignment:  360°.  Grooved  edge;  a  series  of  narrow,  evenly  spaced 
grooves  can  be  seen,  each  of  which  extends  around  the  circumfer¬ 
ence.  The  obverse  has  a  peruked  bust  of  Washington  facing  right 
with  the  upper  portion  of  the  Washington  monument  behind. 
Above  is  the  inscription  “Gould,  Inc.”  The  Gould  logo  can  be  seen 
beneath  Washington’s  bust  truncation.  The  reverse  has  the  great 
seal  of  the  United  States  with  a  circle  of  pellets  around  the  constel¬ 
lation  above  the  eagle’s  head.  Other  examples,  presumed  to  be 
from  the  same  dies,  are  known  in  silver,  nickel  (magnetic),  copper, 
brass,  and  iron. 

In  the  mid  1970s  the  Mint  made  plans  to  coin  small-size  dollars  to  replace 
the  large  and  inconvenient  Eisenhower  dollars  which  were  then  sparingly  used 
in  the  channels  of  commerce.  This  came  to  fruition  in  1979  when  the  small- 
size  Susan  B.  Anthony  dollars  were  minted.  During  the  experimental  stage, 
the  firm  of  Gould  Inc.  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  participated  ifi^he  research  effort 
to  develop  a  small-size  dollar,  and  struck  pieces  in  variousTnetals  with  empha¬ 
sis  on  sintered  titanium  which  they  promoted  as  being  th^most  appropriate 
material  for  the  one-dollar  denomination.  Interestingly,  and  somewhat  sur¬ 
prisingly,  several  different  die  combinations  were  used  in  the  production  of 
their  pattern  “dollars,”  one  of  which  is  not  listed  in  United  States  Patterns  and 
Related  Issues,  but  is  described  below. 

The  Gould,  Inc.  patterns  comprise  a  fascinating  series  which  has  not  yet 
been  thoroughly  investigated  from  the  standpoint  of  die  varieties,  composi¬ 
tions,  and  metrology.  The  history  of  the  pieces,  however,  has  received  the  at¬ 
tention  of  Eric  von  Klinger,  who  wrote  an  excellent  article  on  the  subject  in 
early  1994  for  Numismatic  News.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  von  Klinger’s 
article  remains  the  most  comprehensive  work  on  the  topic.

Grooved  edge  as  on  the  example  described  above,  but  partially 
crushed  at  the  middle  of  the  circumference,  presumably  as  a  con¬ 
sequence  of  striking.  In  all  other  respects  very  similar  to  the  pre¬ 
ceding. 

Surface  treatments  were  applied  to  various  Gould  pieces  to  impart  color 
characteristics  dramatically  unlike  the  bright  pearl-gray  shade  characteristic  ot 
untreated  titanium.  The  Smithsonian  Institution,  for  example,  has  a  specimen 
exhibiting  olive-gold  surfaces.  It  is  listed  as  P-5425  in  United  States  Patterns  and 
Related  Issues.  Presumably,  the  alternative  colors  could  have  been  employed  to 
make  the  titanium  dollars  more  distinctive,  thereby  making  it  less  likely  that 
they  would  be  confused  with  the  quarter  dollar  denomination. 
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stars  on  the  reverse  is  surrounded  by  a  circle  of  clouds  rather  than 
pellets.

Repunched  dale  vari¬ 
ety  (the  identity  of  the  numeral  beneath  the  9  remains  controver¬ 
sial,  but  most  would  agree  that  it  is  a  6,  8,  or  9).  Fully  lustrous  and 
attractively  toned  in  golden  brown,  blue,  and  gray.  This  overdate  is 
enumerated  in  the  Fivaz-Stanton  Cherrypickers’  Guide  with  the  nota¬ 
tion  that  interest  in  the  variety  is  high. 

2190  1853  Arrows.  MS-64  (ANACS).  Attractive  gold  and  violet  irides¬ 
cence.  The  frosty  devices  nicely  complement  the  satiny  fields.  A 
nice  example  of  this  popular  three-year  design  type.

Some  faint  hairlines  in  the  fields  account  for 
the  assigned  grade.

Some  fine  scratches  and  tiny  handling  marks  account  fo 
the  assigned  net  grade.  Possibly  mounted  in  jewelry  long  ago.  Botlj 
dies  were  lightly  rusted  at  the  time  of  striking. 


2203  1814  JR-1.  Small  Date.  AU-58.  Mostly  pearl  gray  surfaces  with 
nuance  of  gold  on  the  reverse.  Almost  all  of  the  original  mint  lus 
tre  still  survives  in  the  fields.  A  fine  scratch  is  noted  on  Mis« 
Liberty’s  cheek. 

2204  1820  JR-6.  Large  0.  ALJ-58.  Rarity-3.  Pleasing  champagne  irides- 
cence  complements  the  frosty  surfaces.  Nice  eye  appeal  for  th« 
grade. 

2205  1821  JR-6.  Large  Date.  AU-55  (PCGS).  Rarity-2.  Partially  brillian 
with  blushes  of  rosy  gold  and  blue.  Most  of  the  original  mint  lustn 
survives  in  the  fields  and  all  of  the  stars  display  their  radials.

Both  surfaces  display  pale 
golden  toning.  Magnification  reveals  some  trivial  spotting  beneath 
IM  in  DIME.  Here,  indeed,  is  an  American  numismatic  treasure. 

1841  dimes  in  Proof  format  are  of  the  greatest  rarity.  Walter  Breen  in  his 
Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins  was  only  able  to  enumerate  just 
four  examples,  one  of  which  was  described  as  grading  EF,  but  "obviously  ex- 
Proof.”  Neither  the  Norweb  or  Eliasberg  Collections  had  a  Proof  striking  of 
the  date. 

In  1841  only  a  few  silver  Proof  sets  were  minted.  Today,  issues  of  all  denomi¬ 
nations  are  exceedingly  rare.  The  most  “plentiful,"  and  plentiful  is  hardly  an 
appropriate  word,  is  the  1841  silver  dollar,  which  was  made  in  slightly  larger 
quantities,  but  still  has  fewer  than  a  dozen  known  to  exist.

Mint  director  James  Ross  Snowden,  under  whose  watch  this  piece  was  pro¬ 
duced,  attributed  the  serial  wreath  to  Anthony  Paquet.  Although  Paquet  was 
employed  at  the  Mint  beginning  in  1857,  and  did  contract  work  before  then, 
relatively  little  is  known  as  to  which  production  dies  he  worked  on  for  coinage. 
His  medals  of  the  period  were  prominently  signed,  often  with  his  surname  in 
full,  but  his  work  on  various  obverse  and  reverse  dies  for  cents  and  other 
pieces  was  not  recorded  in  detail,  and  today  assumptions  have  to  be  made.

The  fields  are  deep* 
mirrors,  and  the  obverse,  in  particular,  shows  considerable  cameo> 
contrast.  One  of  the  finest  survivors  from  an  original  mintage  of 
just  912  Proofs. 

2234  1900  Proof-64  (ANACS).  Vividly  toned  with  orange-gold  and  elec¬ 
tric  blue  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  exhibits  intermingled  pink 
and  gold.  The  frosty  design  elements  contrast  nicely  with  the  mir¬ 
ror  fields.  Only  912  Proof  dimes  were  coined  during  the  year.

A  few  minor  abrasions  on  Miss  Liberty’s  cheek  account  for  the  as¬ 
signed  grade.  Scarce  and  eagerly  sought  in  Uncirculated  condi¬ 
tion. 
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2236  1908  Proof-65.  Mostly  brilliant  surfaces  with  a  splash  of  toning  on 
the  obverse.  The  fields  are  glittering  mirrors  and  the  devices  have 
a  texture  intermediate  between  satiny  and  frosty.  Only  545  Proof 
dimes  were  coined  during  the  year,  one  of  the  lowest  mintage  fig¬ 
ures  in  the  series.

It  is  generally  believed  that  the  overdate  die  was  prepared  at  a  time  when 
both  1941  and  1942-dated  dies  were  being  produced.  The  suggested  scenario 
is  that  a  blank  die  was  first  impressed  with  an  1941-dated  hub,  removed  from 
the  coinage  press  to  be  annealed,  and  then  accidentally  placed  in  the  hubbing 
press  with  a  1942-dated  hub.  The  process  resulted  in  giving  the  die  its  distinc¬ 
tive  and  famous  overdate  feature.  Examples  are  scarce  in  all  grades,  much 
more  than  the  Philadelphia  Mint  version,  and  only  a  few  can  be  called  Mint 
State.  This  is  because  the  Denver  Mint  overdate  was  not  recognized  until  \  ears 
after  it  was  struck,  whereas  the  Philadelphia  coins  were  identified  shot tl\  after 
they  reached  circulation.

mented  by  lightly  frosted  devices.  In  the  three  years  prior  to  the  is¬ 
sue  of  this  coin,  the  various  coins  produced  by  the  United  States 
Mint  did  not  carry  any  mintmarks  regardless  of  the  location  of 
manufacture.  Apparently,  with  the  change  to  the  San  Francisco 
Mint  for  Proof  coinage,  beginning  in  1968,  a  single  die  was  sent  to 
that  facility  for  use  in  Proof  coinage  but  without  a  mintmark.  Very 
few  sets  with  the  missing  mintmark  Roosevelt  dime  where  released 
before  the  error  was  noticed  and  the  die  removed  from  the 
presses.  In  his  Complete  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  Coins,  Walter 
Breen  suggested  that  perhaps  only  about  six  examples  are  cur¬ 
rently  known.  For  many  years  these  coins  were  only  traded  as  parts 
of  complete,  sealed  Proof  sets.  Since  the  advent  of  the  certification 
services  and  encapsulation,  many  such  coins  of  various  years  have 
since  been  certified  and  now  trade  on  their  own.  Similar  types  of 
errors  are  known  among  coinage  of  subsequent  years,  however 
this  variety  was  the  first  such  to  be  discovered  and  is  probably  the 
most  important  of  all  such  examples.

A  sharply  struck  and  very  attractive  example  of  the 
initial  20-cent  issue. 

This  denomination  was  short-lived,  and  business  strikes  were  made  only  in 
1875  and  1876.  There  are  many  reasons  for  this,  among  the  most  prominent 
being  the  similarity  of  size  and  design  to  the  quarter  dollar  issue  of  the  period. 

2256  1875-CC  MS-62  (PCGS).  Pale  golden  gray  iridescence  on  frosty 
surfaces.  A  touch  of  striking  softness  is  noted  near  the  top  of  the 
eagle’s  right  wing  (viewer’s  left).  Popular  Carson  City  Mint  issue. 

2257  1875-CC  AU-55.  Mostly  brilliant  with  wisps  of  golden  brown  and 
sable  near  the  rims.  High-grade  examples  of  the  issue  appear  only 
a  fraction  as  often  as  San  Francisco  Mint  pieces  of  the  same  year. 

2258  1875-S  “$”  Mintmark  variety.  AU-58.  Essentially  brilliant  with  wisps 
of  pale  gold.  Both  surfaces  exhibit  frosty  cartwheel  lustre.  A  faint 
granular  streak  (planchet  flaw)  extends  from  the  first  obverse  star 
to  the  fourth  star,  touching  the  tip  of  the  second  and  third  stars. 


2259  1876  Proof-63.  Gold,  blue,  and  gray  toning  on  the  obverse.  Gor¬ 
geous  magenta  and  electric  blue  hues  on  the  reverse.  A  very  nice 
example  at  this  grade  level. 

The  mintage  of  the  1876  20-cent  Proof  is  recorded  as  1,260  pieces,  more 
than  typical  for  silver  Proof  issues  of  the  era.  The  reason  for  this  is  not  ex¬ 
plained,  but  it  could  have  been  that  the  Mint  anticipated  more  than  the  usual 
number  of  visitors,  largely  because  of  the  Centennial  Exposition  held  in  Phila¬ 
delphia  in  that  year,  and  produced  extra  Proofs  to  keep  on  hand  for  that  pur¬ 
pose.  Tourists  did  not  materialize  in  the  numbers  hoped  for,  and  it  is  believed 
that  excess  pieces  were  either  melted  or  put  into  circulation.  In  any  event,  the 
1876  Proof  20-cent  piece  is  quite  scarce  today. 

2260  1876  AU-55.  The  obverse  is  deeply  toned  steel  blue  with  splashes 
of  lighter  ivory.  The  reverse  is  attractive  light  golden  brown.  We 
suggest  careful  examination  of  this  coin,  as  the  obverse  is  some¬ 
what  less  attractive  than  the  reverse. 


2261  1878  Proof-61  (ANACS).  Mirrored  surfaces  in  shades  of  lavender 

and  golden  brown  with  splashes  of  gunmetal-blue.  Light  gray  ton¬ 
ing  on  obverse  around  stars  and  date.

“FH”  (for  “Full  Head”  on  the 
holder,  but  in  our  opinion  the  sharpness  is  not  quite  sufficient  for 
the  full  head  designation  (although  bidders  are  invited  to  make 
their  own  determination).  The  overdate  is  widely -regarded  as  the 
single  most  desirable  variety  in  the  Standing  Liberty  quarter  series, 
even  surpassing  the  highly  important  1916.  On  the  present  ex¬ 
ample,  the  overdate  is  boldly  defined.  The  advanced  numismatist 
will  want  to  bid  liberally. 

It  is  generally  believed  that  the  overdate  die  was  prepared  at  a  time  when 
both  1917  and  1918-dated  dies  were  being  produced.  The  suggested  scenario 
is  that  a  blank  die  was  first  impressed  with  an  1917-dated  hub,  removed  from 
the  coinage  press  to  be  annealed,  and  then  accidentally  placed  in  the  hubbing 
press  with  a  1918-dated  hub.  The  process  resulted  in  the  die's  distinctive  and 
famous  overdate  feature. 

This  variety  was  not  recognized  until  years  after  it  was  made,  by  which  time 
nearly  all  pieces  had  acquired  wear.  The  survival  of  high-grade  examples  such 
as  the  present  is  strictly  a  matter  of  rare  chance.

The  1797  is  de¬ 
sirable  from  several  aspects,  most  notably  as  the  most  important 
American  “type”  coin  in  silver,  and  as  a  rarity  of  which  few  exist. 
The  motif  combines  the  Draped  Bust  obverse  with  the  Small  Eagle 
reverse.  Walter  Breen  describes  this  style  in  his  Encyclopedia  as 
“among  the  most  mysterious  of  United  States  coin  types,  as  well  as 
among  the  most  elusive.” 

This  design  was  used  for  the  1796  and  1797  dated  half  dollars.  Only  3,918 
coins  were  struck,  divided  between  the  two  years  and  among  three  die  variet¬ 
ies  of  those  years  (1796  15-star  obverse,  1796  16-star  obverse  and  1797).  The 
number  of  specimens  in  existence  today  is  very  small,  and  most  are  in  lower 
states  of  preservation.  The  present  coin  undoubtedly  ranks  among  the  top  two 
dozen  finest  in  existence,  possibly  even  challenging  the  highest  dozen.  As 
such,  it  is  a  very  important  find. 

The  Draped  Bust  portrait  of  Miss  Liberty  first  appeared  on  the  1795  silver 
dollar,  it  was  taken  from  a  drawing  done  by  American  artist  Gilbert  Stuart 
(best  remembered  for  his  unfinished  portrait  of  Washington),  and  was  mod¬ 
eled  by  Mrs.  William  Bingham,  the  former  Ann  Willing,  who  was  a  well  known 
beauty  of  her  time.

A 
mere  1,200  examples  of  the  variety  were  coined.  Capped  Bust  half 
dollars  with  the  denomination  expressed  as  50  CENTS  were 
coined  only  in  the  years  1836  and  1837. 

This  issue,  produced  in  November  1836,  was  the  first  striking  of  half  dollars 
on  the  recently-installed  steam-powered  presses,  which  earlier  had  been  em¬ 
ployed  to  strike  large  cents  (after  having  been  initiated  on  March  23  of  the 
same  year).  The  reeded  edge  half  dollars,  while  technically  a  pattern  (and  of 
the  format  not  adopted  until  January  1837),  are  considered  to  be  regular  is¬ 
sues  by  many,  and  justifiably  so— in  view  of  the  vast  majority  of  pieces  having 
been  placed  into  circulation  for  face  value.  Essentially  the  same  thing  hap¬ 
pened  with  most  of  the  1836  Gobrecht  silver  dollars,  and  today  these  are 
achieving  “regular  issue”  status  as  well. 

2388  1840  Liberty  Seated.  Medium  Letters.  EF-40  (ANACS).  Pale  silvery 
gray  with  faint  blue  iridescence.  A  few  minor  surface  imperfections 
are  noted,  however,  these  are  strictly  consistent  with  the  assigned 
grade.  An  important  offering  of  a  variety  which  is  quite  scarce. 

This  particular  variety  is  also  known  as  the  Reverse  of  1838  which  featured 
similar  lettering  and  design  styles. 
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2389  1844  MS-6 1  (AN ACS).  Extremely  sharp  design  details  with  attractive 
and  bright  surfaces  and  just  a  trace  of  faint  orange  and  blue  irides¬ 
cence.  This  example  should  probably  be  more  properly  described  as 
MS-64,  minor  scrape  in  right  obverse  field,  value  of  MS-61. 

2390  1846  Tall  Date.  MS-62.  The  central  areas  are  brilliant  changing  to 
golden  brown  at  the  rims.  Some  hairlines  from  a  light  cleaning 
long  ago  are  about  all  that  prevent  us  from  assigning  a  consider¬ 
ably  higher  grade. 

1846  half  dollar  varieties  are  known  with  two  different  sizes  of  dates,  desig¬ 
nated  as  the  Tall  Date  and  Medium  Date  in  the  Guide  Book.  The  term  “me¬ 
dium"  is  a  bit  confusing  because  it  seems  to  imply  that  a  Small  Date  also  exists, 
but  this  is  not  the  case. 

2391  1853  .Arrows  and  Rays.  AU-55  (ANACS).  Both  obverse  and  reverse 
are  extremely  well  defined.  The  obverse  is  motded  with  gold  and  steel 
toning.  Underneath  the  toning,  visible  under  magnification,  are  ex¬ 
tensive  light  hairlines  and  other  minor  tooling  marks.  The  reverse  is 
more  evenly  toned  faint  golden  brown  with  just  a  touch  of  teal  blue. 
We  recommend  in-person  examinadon  of  this  particular  example. 

2392  1853  Arrows  and  Rays.  AU-50  (ANACS).  Very  lightly  cleaned  at 
one  time  and  now  beginning  to  retone  with  attractive  gold,  blue 
and  reddish  orange.  A  very  pleasing  coin  for  the  type  collector. 

2393  1853-0  Arrows  and  Rays.  AU-58  (ANACS).  Sharply  struck  with 
most  of  the  original  mint  lustre  still  surviving.  Appealing  golden 
gray  toning  complements  both  surfaces.  Blushes  of  golden  brown 
and  blue  ornament  the  obverse  border.  A  popular  and  desirable 
one-year  design  type.  Considerably  scarcer  than  the  correspond¬ 
ing  Philadelphia  Mint  issue  in  AU  and  higher  grades. 

2394  1855-0  Arrows.  MS-61  (ANACS).  Dark  gold  toning  is  blended  with 
ivory  and  faint  iridescent  blue.  The  right  obverse  field  appears  to 
have  some  minor  evidence  of  surface  alteration  which  is  worthy  of 
first  hand  inspection. 

2395  1864  Proof-62.  Sharp  frosty  devices  with  mirror  fields  are  enhanced 
by  pale  gold  and  lilac  toning.  Only  470  Proofs  were  coined  during 
the  year,  one  of  the  lowest  production  figures  of  the  design  type. 

2396  1868  Proof-63.  The  obverse  is  mostiy  gold.  The  reverse  has  golden 
gray  iridescence  at  the  center  changing  to  blue  and  violet  at  the 
border.  Only  600  Proof  half  dollars  were  coined  in  1868. 

2397  1870  Proof-63.  Warmly  toned  in  mottled  shades  of  blue,  gold,  and 
violet.  From  a  Proof  mintage  of  just  1,000  pieces 

2398  1874  Long  Obverse  Arrows.  MS-63.  Fully  prooflike  with  frosty  de¬ 
vices  and  nicely  reflective  fields.  Both  surfaces  are  mostly  brilliant 
with  tinges  of  gold  at  the  borders.  A  tiny  spot  is  noted  by  the  tip  of 
the  left  obverse  arrow. 

2399  1875  Proof-62.  Attractive  blue,  violet,  and  gold  toning  enhances 
both  surfaces.  A  mere  700  Proof  half  dollars  were  struck  in  1875. 


an  attractive  pattern.  All  the  design  details  are  bold  and  the  sur¬ 
faces  are  free  of  all  but  the  most  minor  of  imperfections.  This  is  a 
particularly  satisfying  example  and  will  delight  the  connoissuer. 

2401  1876  “Type  I”  reverse,  with  split  berry  above  H  in  HALF.  MS-62 
(PCGS).  The  devices  are  frosty  and  the  fields  are  satiny.  Pale  cham¬ 
pagne  toning  at  the  centers  deepens  to  a  rich  golden  shade  periph¬ 
erally.  Popular  centennial  year  issue. 

2402  1879  AU-50,  prooflike.  Numerous  abrasions  appear  in  the  obverse 
and  reverse  fields.  Reverse  toning  at  the  periphery. 

This  year  begins  an  extended  period  of  reduced  mintage  figures  for  busi¬ 
ness  strikes.  At  the  time  there  was  a  glut  of  silver  coins  in  circulation,  specie 
payments  having  been  resumed  a  few  years  later,  after  which  untold  millions 
of  coins  came  out  of  domestic  hiding  and  were  returned  from  overseas  points. 
Thus,  the  quarter  dollar  and  half  dollar,  representing  the  two  highest  regular 
denominations  in  the  silver  series,  had  production  diminished.  The  Morgan 
silver  dollar  was  subject  to  other  considerations,  namely  the  Bland-Allison  Act 
of  February  28,  1878,  which  mandated  that  Uncle  Sam  purchase  millions  of 
dollars  worth  of  silver  and  coined  the  metal  into  dollars. 


2403  1881  Type  I  reverse,  with  a  split  berry  above  H  in  HALF.  Proof- 

64.  Mostly  brilliant  at  the  centers  changing  to  pale  gold.  The  de¬ 
vices  are  frosty  and  the  fields  are  blazing  mirrors. 

All  known  examples  having  the  “Type  I”  reverse  are  Prodfs.  Listed  as  rare  by 
Walter  Breen  in  his  Encyclopedia. 

2404  1881  AU-55  (ANACS).  Partially  brilliant  with  blushes  of  blue,  vio¬ 
let,  and  golden  brown.  The  devices  are  frosty  and  the  fields  exhibit 
considerable  prooflike  character.  A  popular  date  having  a  low 
mintage  of  just  10,000  business  strikes. 

2405  1882  Proof-62.  Mostly  golden  with  some  blushes  of  blue  and  violet 
at  the  reverse  periphery.  Only  5,500  half  dollars  were  struck  in 
1882,  one  of  the  lowest  production  figures  in  the  series. 

2406  1885  Proof-62  (ANACS).  Brilliant  white  cameo  designs  accented 
by  deep  mirrored  fields.  A  very  attractive  example. 

2407  1888  Proof-62.  Brilliant  with  splashes  of  gold.  A  scarcely  notice¬ 
able  planchet  flaw  extends  from  the  base  of  the  shield  to  the  first  8 
in  the  date. 

A  desirable  low-mintage  date  eagerly  sought  in  all  grades.  Only  832  Proof 
half  dollars  were  coined  during  the  year.

Essentially  brilliant  with  almost  all  of  the  original 
mint  lustre  still  surviving. 

2440  1917-D  Obverse  mintmark.  MS-63  (ANACS).  Warm  golden  gray 
toning  enhances  both  surfaces.  Wisps  and  tinges  of  blue  and  violet 
can  be  seen  at  the  obverse  border. 

2441  1917-D  Obverse  mintmark.  MS-62  (ANACS).  Brilliant  and  sharply 
detailed  with  very  few  surface  imperfections  of  any  kind.  This  is  a 
superb  example  for  the  grade  level  and  certainly  will  receive  much 
interest  in  the  present  sale.

Mostly  brilliant  with  some  blushes  of  pale 
gold.  Not  easy  to  find  this  nicely  preserved. 


1933-S  MS-63.  Brilliant  and  frosty  with  the  majority  of  design  fea¬ 
tures  showing  bold  definition. 


1933-S  MS-62  (ANACS).  Partially  brilliant  surfaces  exhibit  blushes 
of  pleasing  gold  iridescence.  Perhaps  the  scarcest  issue  of  the 
1930s  in  Uncirculated  grade. 


1934  MS-66  (PCGS).  Intermingled  pastel  lilac  and  golden  gray  iri¬ 
descence  on  frosty  surfaces.  Virtually  as  nice  as  the  day  of  issue.

The  central  areas  are  brilliant  with  hints  of 
golden  brown,  blue,  and  violet  at  the  borders.

Reverse.  VF-30  (ANACS).  Rarity-3.  Except  where  obscured  by  wear, 
all  design  elements  are  sharply  detailed.  The  surfaces  are  pale  gray 
with  lighter  highlights.  Well-centered  with  pleasing  surfaces  free  of 
distracting  marks.  The  only  imperfection  worthy  of  note  is  a  very 
faint  hairline  extending  from  the  neck  towards  star  13. 

Dave  Bowers  named  this  intriguing  variety  the  “hidden  star"  variety  because 
the  lowest  star  on  the  right  is  completely  beneath  the  bust  tip  and  not  “visible” 
by  Miss  Liberty. 


2526  1795  BB-18,  B-7.  Flowing  Hair.  VF-30  (ANACS).  Rarity-2.  The  im¬ 
pressions  of  both  dies  are  nicely  centered  and  the  obverse  in  par¬ 
ticular  shows  bold  border  dentilation.  Attractively  toned  in  pastel 
lilac  and  rosy  gold.  A  tiny  reverse  rim  bump  is  noted  at  2:00.  Not 
considered  to  be  a  particularly  rare  variety,  but  much  more  elusive 
than  either  BB-21  or  BB-27,  which  together  comprise  the  great 
majority  of  the  “Flowing  Hair”  auction  appearances. 
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2527  1795  BB-21,  B-l.  Flowing  Hair.  Two  Leaves  Reverse.  VF-20 

(ANACS).  Very  lightly  cleaned  with  minor  hairlines  evident.  The 
surfaces  are  very  light  gray  with  pale  golden  orange  toning  begin¬ 
ning  to  be  reacquired.  Well  centered  with  very  minor  imperfec¬ 
tions.  A  few  very  faint  adjustment  marks  are  noted  along  the  left 
obverse  rim.

Satiny  with  just  a  faint 
nuance  of  champagne  toning  on  both  surfaces.  The  obverse  exhib¬ 
its  a  distinctive  pattern  of  adjustment  marks  which  will  readily  en¬ 
able  the  new  owner  to  identify  this  piece  at  any  point  in  the  future. 
Although  the  variety  is  not  particularly  rare  in  average  circulated 
grade,  it  is  elusive  at  the  AU-50  level,  and  commands  spirited  bids 
from  advanced  specialists  when  available. 

This  represents  the  first  die  pair  of  the  first  year  of  this  design  type.  De¬ 
signed  by  Gilbert  Stuart,  the  Draped  Bust  motif  appeared  only  on  dollars  in 
1795,  extending  to  other  silver  denominations  beginning  the  following  year. 
New  also  on  the  coin  is  the  so-called  Small  Eagle  reverse,  depicting  a  differ¬ 
ently  configured  eagle,  now  standing  on  a  cloud  rather  than  the  former  rock. 

The  reverse  die  is  the  Small  Letters  style  and  was  employed  later  to  coin  pieces 
dated  1796,  1797,  and  1798,  a  unique  situation  among  early  dollar  issues.

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the  overdate  feature.  The  reverse  has  characteristic  die  erosion  at 
the  I  in  AMERICA.

Lightly  cleaned.  Overall,  an  attractive  example. 


2537  1799  BB-157,  B-5.  EF-45.  Rarity-2.  Warmly  toned  in  lilac-gray, 
gold,  and  blue  hues.  An  area  of  planchet  roughness  is  noted  in  the 
left  obverse  field.  The  reverse,  in  particular,  shows  excellent  cen¬ 
tering. 

The  reverse  of  BB-157  can  be  readily  identified  by  the  broken  U  in  UNITED, 
the  presence  of  berries  on  the  olive  branch,  and  the  position  of  the  E  in 
STATES  above  the  space  between  the  clouds. 

2538  1799  BB-164,  B-17.  VF-20.  Soft  gray  toning  with  pleasing  gold  and 
lilac  highlights.  The  impressions  of  both  dies  show  excellent  cen¬ 
tering. 

BB-164  is  one  of  the  most  distinctive  varieties  of  the  year.  On  the  reverse, 
the  outermost  arrowhead  ends  beneath  the  center  of  the  U,  a  diagnostic  fea¬ 
ture  which  enables  almost  immediate  attribution. 

2539  1800  BB-181.  B-l.  Net  F-12;  sharpness  VF-20.  (ANACS).  Rarity-4. 
Medium  gray  toning  on  the  high  points  deepens  to  a  slate  gray 
shade  in  the  fields.  Pale  gold  and  navy  blue  iridescence  can  be  seen 
on  both  surfaces.  Some  graffiti  in  the  field  in  front  of  Miss 
Liberty’s  face  account  for  the  assigned  net  grade.

The  reverse  BB-233  shows  a  spur  on  the  D  in  UNITED,  something  that  al¬ 
lows  for  immediate  identification.  Three  different  1802/1  obverses  were  used 
in  combination  with  this  reverse.  On  the  obverse  of  BB-233,  the  north  point  of 
star  13  points  to  the  tip  of  the  west  point  of  star  12.

ERTY  is  missing  its  right  foot,  a  feature  enabling  immediate  attribution. 

Cleaned  long  ago,  now  retoned  in  inter¬ 
mingled  hues  of  pale  gold,  lilac,  and  blue.  A  fine  pin  scratch  is 
noted  behind  Miss  Liberty’s  head. 

Some¬ 
what  lustrous  surfaces  which  are  deeply  toned  in  various  shades  of 
brown,  gray,  and  bluish-green.  The  reverse  is  slightly  lighter  in  ap¬ 
pearance.  A  few  minute  surface  flaws  are  noted.

2549  1836  Pollock-65,  Judd-60.  Original.  Proof-62  (ANACS).  From  Die 
Alignment  I.  Reflective  surfaces  with  extremely  sharp  design  de¬ 
tails.  Toned  deeply  in  attractive  lilac,  blue,  and  amber  with  the 
various  shades  visible  depending  on  the  angle  this  coin  is  held  to 
the  light.  This  is  the  popular  Name  on  Base  variety  with  “C 
GOBRECHT  F.”  carefully  engraved  on  the  edge  of  the  rock  upon 
which  Miss  Liberty  is  seated.  This  new  design  was  one  of  the  first 
executed  by  Christian  Gobrecht  shortly  after  he  began  his  tenure 
with  the  United  States  Mint,  and  is  extremely  popular  among  col¬ 
lectors  today. 

The  coinage  of  this  issue  amounted  to  1,000  pieces  and  was  accomplished  by 
December  31,  1836.  Although  the  dollars  were  struck  with  Proof  finish,  nearly 
all  were  put  into  circulation  through  the  Bank  of  the  United  States, 
Phildelphia  branch.  In  recent  times  the  issue  has  been  adopted  into  the  regu¬ 
lar  series  and  is  now  beginning  to  be  included  in  sets  by  design  types.  The  phi¬ 
losophy  is  hardly  new,  for  the  fact  that  these  pieces  were  circulated  reached 
print  as  early  as  the  1860s. 

Gobrecht  was  hired  as  the  second  (not  assistant)  engraver  at  the  Mint  in  Sep 
tember  1835,  to  take  the  place  of  William  Kneass,  who  had  recently  suffered  a 
stroke.  One  of  Gobrecht’s  first  tasks  was  to  create  what  is  now  known  as  the 
Liberty  Seated  coinage,  which  occupied  much  of  his  attention  during  the  en¬ 
suing  year. 


2550  1840  EF-45.  Considerable  mint  lustre  remains  in  the  recesses.  First 
year  of  issue  for  the  Liberty  Seated  dollar,  an  adaptation  of 
Gobrecht’s  1836  obverse  design.  This  example  would  be  a  great 
addition  to  a  high-grade  date  or  type  set. 

The  reverse  design  features  a  perched  eagle  with  olive  branch  and  arrows 
similar  to  that  used  on  the  Liberty  Seated  quarter  dollar  (beginning  in  1838) 
and  half  dollar  (1839),  a  restyling  of  John  Reich's  perched  eagle  design  created 
in  1807.  Why  the  Flying  Eagle  reverse  used  on  the  1836-1839  dollars  was  not 
continued  on  dollars  dated  1840  is  not  known  to  the  present  cataloguer. 

The  1840  dollar  is,  in  our  estimation,  scarcer  than  realized  in  higher  grades 
from  Extremely  Fine  upward. 

2551  1840  Net  VF-30,  sharpness  of  EF-40.  Attractively  toned  in  shades 
of  blue  and  gold. 

2552  1848  EF-40.  Only  15,000  were  struck,  the  lowest  mintage  of  the  de¬ 
cade.  Lightly  toned. 


2553  1850  Open  5.  AU-53.  Prooflike  surfaces  are  noted  beneath  the  at¬ 
tractive  blue  and  red-gold  toning  as  always  seen  on  high-grade 
specimens.  Worthy  of  a  substantial  bid. 

Only  7,500  examples  were  struck,  the  fourth  lowest  production  figure  for  a 
Philadelphia  Mint  Liberty  Seated  dollar  after  the  rare  1851,  1852,  and  1858. 


2554  1850  Open  5.  AU-50.  Slate  gray  toning  with  vivid  gold,  violet,  and 
blue  iridescent  highlights.  The  fields  exhibit  considerable  proof¬ 
like  character  on  this  example.  An  abrasion  can  bp  seen  beneath 
the  first  two  obverse  stars.  *'**  , 


2555  1850-0  EF-40.  Closed  5.  A  well  struck  example  of  this,  the  scarcest 
of  all  the  seated  dollars  struck  at  the  New  Orleans  Mint.  Lightly 
toned.  An  opportunity  to  acquire  this  sought-after  date. 


The  Elusive  1854  $1 


2556  1854  EF-40.  Lightly  toned.  A  few  scratches  and  abrasions  are 

noted  in  the  obverse  field  near  stars  1 1,  12,  and  13.  One  of  the  rar¬ 
est  dates  in  the  series,  indeed  its  rarity  was  recognized  just  a  few 
years  after  it  was  issued.  It  is  believed  that  the  vast  majority  of  the 
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mintage  of  33,143  pieces  were  exported.  Very  few  coins  ever  circu¬ 
lated  domestically  during  the  era.  Here  is  an  opportunity  to  ac¬ 
quire  an  example  of  this  rare  date. 


2557  1857  AU-50.  An  above  average  strike  for  this  notoriously  weakly 
struck  date.  Prooflike  surfaces  as  usual,  beneath  the  attractive  light 
toning.  A  few  contact  marks  and  abrasions  consistent  with  the 
grade  are  noted.  An  underrated  date  which  is  far  scarcer  than  its 
mintage  of  94,490  would  suggest.  Worthy  of  a  substantial  bid. 

2558  1859  AU-50.  Fully  prooflike  surfaces  with  pale  and  attractive  gold 
toning.  Despite  its  high  mintage,  examples  of  this  date  are  scarce 
in  all  grades. 


2559  1859-0  MS-62.  With  satiny  surfaces.  Probably  not  from  the  Trea¬ 
sury  release  of  the  early  1960s,  as  this  specimen  has  relatively  few 
bagmarks,  far  fewer  than  seen  on  the  average  1859-0  silver  dollar. 
Sharply  struck  and  attractive  in  every  way. 

2560  1859-0  AU-55,  prooflike.  Cleaned  long  ago,  and  still  partially  bril¬ 
liant  with  blushes  and  splashes  of  gold. 

\  2561  1860-0  AU-50.  The  prooflike  surfaces  highlight  the  abrasions  that 

are  almost  always  found  on  this  date.  A  nice  coin  for  your  type  set. 
Notable  as  the  final  Liberty  Seated  dollar  issue  struck  at  the  New 
Orleans  Mint. 


2562  1861  MS-60.  At  first  glance,  this  appears  to  be  a  top-quality  speci¬ 

men,  but  closer  examination  reveals  a  myriad  of  lines  on  both  ob¬ 
verse  and  reverse  indicative  of  a  harsh  cleaning.  In-person  exami¬ 
nation  suggested.  In  any  event,  1861  is  one  of  the  scarcer  dates  in 
the  series. 


2563  1862  Proof-62  (ANACS).  Sharply  struck.  The  devices  have  a  tex¬ 
ture  intermediate  between  satiny  and  frosty  .  The  fields  are  glitter¬ 
ing  mirrors.  Both  surfaces  display  pale  golden  iridescence.  From  a 
tiny  Proof  mintage  of  just  550  pieces. 

Rare  Mint  State  1862  $1 


2564  1862  MS-62.  The  surfaces  are  somewhat  prooflike  and  exhibit  a 

hint  of  pale  golden  toning.  All  of  the  business  strikes  in  the  1860s 
are  rare  in  Mint  State  and  the  1862  is  certainly  no  exception.  Col¬ 
lectors  looking  for  high-grade  specimens  are  much  more  likely  to 
encounter  Proofs  than  business  strikes.  Just  12,090  pieces  were  is¬ 
sued. 


2565  1864  Proof-61.  Partially  brilliant  with  shades  of  orange-gold,  pink, 
and  blue.  A  popular  Civil-War  era  issue  having  a  Proof  mintage  of 
just  470  pieces. 

2566  1864  AU-50.  Numerous  abrasions  appear  in  the  obverse  and  re¬ 
verse  fields.  Light  golden  toning  at  the  obverse  periphery'.  Only 
30,700  pieces  were  struck  with  most  of  these  being  exported.  The 
survivors  are  rare  particularly  in  high  grade. 
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Business  Strike  1865  Silver  Dollar 

Newly  Identified  Blundered  Date 


2567  1865  Blundered  Date.  AU-50.  Satiny  white  lustre  surrounded  by 
reddish  orange  peripheral  toning  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  is 
fully  brilliant  with  slight  breaks  in  the  lustre  as  expected  at  this 
grade  level.  Business  strike  silver  dollars  of  the  Civil  War  era  are 
quite  scarce  in  relative  terms. 

Beth  O.  Piper  of  our  staff  was  the  first  to  identify  the  blundered  date  on  this 
particular  coin.  Specifically  the  blundering  involves  the  digit  6  and  consists  of 
a  raised  diagonal  line  beginning  at  the  upper  right  curve  of  the  lower  portion 
of  the  digit,  extending  through  the  ball  at  the  top  right  of  the  6,  and  continu¬ 
ing  for  a  short  distance  above  the  right  side  of  this  numeral.  Another  very 
small  die  dot  is  isolated  in  the  field  halfway  between  the  6  and  the  5  on  level 
with  the  very  top  of  these  digits.  We  do  not  recall  having  seen  this  previously 
mentioned.  If  any  readers  have  a  commentary,  we  would  be  pleased  to  elabo¬ 
rate  upon  the  variety  in  a  future  issue  of  The  Coin  Collector  or  Rare  Coin  Review. 
Of  course,  as  always,  The  Gobrecht  Journal,  the  publication  of  the  Liberty 
Seated  Collectors  Society,  is  welcome  on  an  exchange  basis  to  use  such  infor¬ 
mation. 


2568  1870  Proof-61  (ANACS).  Mostly  brilliant  surfaces  with  just  a  whis¬ 
per  of  gold  at  the  rims.  Some  faint  hairlines  in  the  right  obverse 
field,  and  some  abrasions  on  Miss  Liberty’s  chest  are  probably  all 
that  prevented  ANACS  from  assigning  a  considerably  higher  grade. 


2569  1870-CC  VF-35.  An  evenly  circulated  example  with  no  distracting 
marks.  Toned  in  reddish  gold  over  prooflike  surfaces.  The  first 
coins  struck  at  the  Carson  City  Mint  were  silver  dollars.  Because  of 
this,  a  relatively  large  percentage  of  the  mintage  of  just  11,758 
pieces  survive. 

Several  different  reverse  die  varieties  have  been  identified  of  the  issue  and 
have  been  described  in  the  aforementioned  Gobrecht  Journal. 


2570  1871  MS-60.  The  obverse  has  pale  champagne  toning  at  the  center 
deepening  to  rich  gold  peripherally.  Wisps  of  electric  blue  and 
magenta  ornament  the  obverse  rim.  The  reverse  is  mostly  brilliant 
with  tinges  of  orange-gold  at  the  border. 


Key  187 1-CC  Dollar 


2571  187 1-CC  EF-40.  Cleaned  long  ago  and  retoning.  A  few  edge  nicks 

are  noted;  the  most  prominent  at  11:30  on  the  obverse.  In-person 
examination  is  suggested.  This  is  the  lowest  mintage  Carson  City 
dollar  with  just  1,376  pieces  struck.  The  1871-CC  ranks  as  the  low¬ 
est  mintage  Carson  City  silver  dollar.  Just  1,376  pieces  were  struck. 
In  terms  of  available  specimens  on  the  market,  it  is  second  scarcest, 
with  the  1873-CC  taking  honors  as  the  most  elusive.  Either  piece 
offered  in  the  marketplace  always  attracts  attention. 


2572 


1872  AU-55  (ANACS).  Pale  champagne  iridescence  with  wisps  of 
pink  at  the  obverse  border.  Considerable  prooflike  character  can 
be  seen  in  the  obverse  field. 


Unusual  “raised”  lint  marks  can  be  seen  on  the  lower  portion  of  Miss 
Liberty’s  drapery,  a  very  unusual  feature  that  the  present  cataloguer  (AW  P) 
does  not  recall  having  seen  in  the  past.  Presumably  these  were  imparted  to  the 
die  when  it  was  being  hubbed. 
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2573  1872-CC  VF-25.  Sharpness  of  EF-45,  net  VF-25.  The  obverse  has  been 

"peppered"  with  hundreds  of  tiny  dents  as  if  someone  with  plenty  of 
time  on  his  hands  imparted  a  pebbled  appearance  to  the  figure  of 
seated  Liberty  and  the  right  obverse  field.  In  spite  of  this,  the  piece 
has  some  good  qualities,  and  in-person  inspection  is  suggested. 


2574  1873-CC  Net  20.  Sharpness  of  AU-50,  net  20.  Obverse  rim  has 
been  filed  at  9:00  in  an  attempt  to  conceal  a  large  edge  nick.  The 
obverse  and  reverse  fields  have  been  tooled  and  polished  to  con¬ 
ceal  numerous  scratches  and  abrasions.  Still,  this  is  the  most  fa¬ 
mous  of  all  Carson  City  Liberty  Seated  dollars  and  also  the  rarest. 
It  most  likely  will  find  a  place  in  a  collection  where  the  collector  is 
happy  to  have  an  example  of  this  date  and  mintmark.  In-person 
inspection  is  recommended. 

2575  1878-CC  Morgan.  MS-65  (ANACS).  Vivid  blue,  violet,  and  gold 
toning.  The  fields  are  prooflike,  but  not  designated  as  such  on  the 
slab.  A  scattering  of  inconspicuous  contact  marks  is  about  all  that 
separate  this  pi^ece  from  perfection. 

Uncirculated  1879-CC  Dollar 


2576  1879-CC  Normal  Mintmark.  MS-62  (ANACS).  The  devices  are  frosty 

and  the  fields  are  satiny.  Both  surfaces  are  mosdy  brilliant  with  tinges 
of  delicate  gold  at  the  rims.  The  majority  of  the  design  features  are 
sharp,  save  for  a  touch  of  striking  softness  above  Miss  Liberty’s  ear. 
The  1879-CC  dollar  has  long  been  esteemed  as  an  important  key  issue 
in  the  series.  Survivors  are  eagerly  sought  in  all  grades,  and  Uncircu¬ 
lated  examples  rank  among  the  delicacies  of  the  era. 


2577  1879-CC  Capped  Die.  MS-60.  Pale  golden  gray  iridescence  on 

frosty  surfaces.  Most  design  features  are  sharp  save  for  a  few 
strands  of  hair  above  Miss  Liberty’s  ear.  Close  examination  reveals 
a  line  crossing  the  eagle’s  left  wing  (viewer’s  right)  about  6mm 
from  its  tip. 


2578  1879-CC  Capped  Die.  MS-60.  Frosty  lustre.  Pearl  gray  toning  at 
the  center  changes  to  golden  brown  and  violet  at  the  obverse  rim. 
A  scattering  of  bagmarks  accounts  for  the  assigned  grade. 

2579  1880-CC  MS-65  PL  (NGC).  Brilliant  surfaces.  The  sharp  frosty  de¬ 
vices  contrast  nicely  with  the  glittering  mirror  fields.  Most  design 
features  are  boldly  delineated  save  for  a  few  strands  of  hair  above 
Miss  Liberty’s  ear. 


Gem  MS-64  DMPL  1880-0  $1 


2580  1880-0  MS-64  DMPL.  A  glittering  gem  example  having  heavily 

frosted  devices  and  blazing  mirror  fields.  Essentially  brilliant  with 
just  a  hint  of  pale  gold  at  the  center  of  the  obverse.  Quality  such  as 
this  is  seldom  offered.  An  important  opportunity  for  the  specialist. 


2581  1880-0  MS-64  (NGC).  Sharply  struck  with  frosty  devices  and  sat¬ 

iny  fields.  Partially  brilliant  surfaces  with  blushes  of  pale  gold  and 
gray.  Very  scarce  above  the  MS-63  classification. 


2582  1882-S  MS-67  (PCGS).  A  splendid  lustrous  gem  example.  Sharplv 
struck  and  almost  fully  brilliant  with  some  wisps  of  rainbow  hides 
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cence  at  the  obverse  rim.  Only  a  tiny  proportion  of  the  Uncircu¬ 
lated  examples  seen  are  this  nicely  preserved. 

2583  1884-S  AU-58/MS-60.  Essentially  brilliant  with  just  a  hint  of 
golden  iridescence  on  the  reverse.  The  devices  are  frosty  and  the 
fields  are  satiny.  Attractive  for  the  grade.  The  1884-S  ranks  as  one 
of  the  scarcest  San  Francisco  Mint  dollars  at  this  grade  level. 
Worth  a  generous  bid. 

2584  1884-S  AU-58.  A  lovely  example  having  frosty  devices  and  satiny 
fields.  Both  surfaces  exhibit  pale  champagne  iridescence. 

2585  1886-S  MS-64  PL  (NGC).  Delicate  golden  toning.  The  frosty  de¬ 
vices  contrast  nicely  with  the  glittering  mirror  fields.  Very  appeal¬ 
ing  from  the  aesthetic  perspective. 

2586  1886-S  MS-64  (PCGS).  The  devices  are  frosty  and  the  fields  are  satiny. 
Both  surfaces  are  essentially  brilliant  with  just  a  hint  of  pale  gold. 


2587  1887-0  MS-64/65  DMPL.  A  lovely  gem  having  frosty  cameo  de¬ 
vices  and  pleasing  mirror  fields.  Mostly  brilliant  with  just  a  hint  of 
gold  on  the  high  points  and  at  the  rims. 

2588  1887-S  MS-64.  Repunched  Mintmark.  Essentially  brilliant  surfaces. 
The  devices  are  frosty  and  the  fields  have  a  texture  intermediate 
between  satiny  and  prooflike. 

2589  1888-S  MS-64.  A  lustrous  gem  example  toned  in  rosy  gold  and 
gray.  Most  design  features  show  bold  definition.

Classic  1889-CC  Dollar 


2590  1889-CC  MS-63  (ANACS).  An  impressive  ex¬ 
ample  of  this  important  key  variety.  The  de¬ 
vices  are  frosty  and  the  fields  have  a  texture 
intermediate  between  satiny  and  prooflike. 
The  central  areas  are  essentially  brilliant  with 
wisps  of  gold  and  blue  at  the  finis.  Most  de¬ 
sign  features  are  defined  to  full  advantage; 
even  the  breast  feathers  are  bolldly  detailed. 
The  1889-CC  is  one  of  the  rarest  issues  in  the 
Morgan  dollar  series,  surpassing  all  but  a  few 
others  in  terms  of  desirability.  Only  350,000 
examples  were  coined;  one  of  the  lowest  pro¬ 
duction  figures  of  the  design  type. 

In  addition  to  its  characteristics  as  a  rare  date  in 
general,  the  1889-CC  has  desirability  as  the  key  to  the 
Carson  City  dollar  specialty.  Morgan  dollars  were 
struck  at  the  Carson  City  Mint  from  1878  through 
1885  inclusive,  and  again  from  1889  through  1893. 
The  rarest  variety  by  far  is  1889-CC,  followed  dis¬ 
tantly  by  1879-CC  and  1893-CC.  Fortunately  for  en¬ 
try-level  numismatists  (but  seasoned  collectors  can 
appreciate  them  as  well),  such  issues  as  1882-CC 
through  1884-CC  are  extremely  inexpensive,  making 
it  possible  for  just  about  anyone  to  own  one  of  these 
souvenirs  of  romantic  Western  Americana.  Of 
course,  the  more  people  that  buy  common  Carson 
City  dollars  such  as  those  in  the  early  1880s,  the  more 
people  form  an  interest  in  completing  a  set,  and  the 
greater  is  the  demand  for  rarities  such  as  the  1889- 
CC. 


2591  1889-CC  EF-40  (ANACS).  Intermingled  gold  and  lilac  toning 

complement  both  surfaces. 


2592  1889-CC  EF-40.  Appealing  golden  toning.  Much  original  mint  lus¬ 

tre  can  be  seen  around  the  design  elements  and  at  the  borders. 
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2593  1889-CC  VF-20.  The  reverse  rim  has  been  heavily  Filed  at  3:00  in  an 
attempt  to  remove  a  substantial  edge  nick. 

2594  1890-CC  MS-64/65.  Lustrous  and  attractive.  Pearl  gray  iridescence  in 
the  central  areas  changes  to  pale  gold  peripherally.  Scarce  this  nice. 

2595  1890-S  MS-63  (PCGS).  Mostly  brilliant  at  the  centers  with  wisps  of 
blue  and  golden  brown  at  the  borders.  The  frosty  devices  contrast 
nicely  with  the  mirror  fields.  Most  design  elements  are  boldly  defined. 

2596  1891  MS-64  (PCGS).  Delicate  golden  gray  iridescence  comple¬ 
ments  the  frosty  surfaces. 

2597  1891-CC  MS-64.  Brilliant  and  frosty.  One  of  the  scarcer  Carson 
City  Mint  Morgan  dollars  in  Uncirculated  grade. 

2598  1891-S  MS-64.  A  lovely  lustrous  gem  example.  A  hint  of  pastel  gold 
enhances  the  pristine  surfaces. 

2599  1892  MS-64  DMPL  (PCGS).  Fully  lustrous  and  essentially  brilliant 
with  just  a  whisper  of  pearl  gray  iridescence.  Among  the  scarcer 
Philadelphia  Mint  issues  in  MS-64  and  higher  grades. 

2600  1892-CC  MS-63.  Frosty  lustre.  Attractive  lilac  hues  complement 
the  frosty  devices  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  is  mostly  brilliant 
with  a  hint  of  gold. 

2601  1892-0  MS-64.  Smoky  gray  toning  on  frosty  surfaces.  Just  a  touch 
of  striking  softness  is  noted  in  the  hair  strands  above  Miss  Liberty’s 
ear.  Quite  scarce  in  MS-64  and  higher  grades. 

2602  1892-S  Net  EF-45,  sharpness  AU-50  or  better.  (AN ACS).  Lightly 
cleaned  in  the  past  and  still  brilliant.  The  fields  show  considerable 
prooflike  character,  especially  on  the  reverse.  A  tiny  spot  above 
the  12th  obverse  star  is  mentioned  more  for  purposes  of  identifi¬ 
cation  than  for  any  other  reason. 


2603  1893-CC  MS-61  DMPL  (ANACS).  The  devices  are  frosty  and  the 
fields  are  blazing  mirrors.  The  central  areas  are  brilliant  with  hints 
of  gold  at  the  borders.  A  touch  of  softness  is  noted  above  Miss 
Liberty’s  ear  and  on  the  eagle’s  breast,  but  most  other  design  fea¬ 
tures  are  sharp.  Notable  as  the  final  silver  dollar  issue  struck  at  the 
Carson  City  Mint,  and  also  one  of  the  scarcest. 


2604  1893-CC  MS-61  (Hallmark).  Mostly  brilliant  with  splashes  of 

golden  brown  at  the  rims.  The  devices  are  frosty  and  the  fields 
show  pronounced  prooflike  character. 


2605  1893-S  EF-45.  Housed  in  an  ANACS  holder  labeled  “genuine, 
cleaned.”  Since  the  time  of  this  coin’s  cleaning,  it  has  acquired 
pleasing  pale  brown  toning.  We  feel  that  the  prospective  bidder 
should  examine  the  coin  in  person.  There  is  evidence  that  the 
fields  may  have  been  very  minutely  tooled  along  with  the  cleaning 
noted  above.  In  any  event,  this  is  a  very  collectible  example  of  the 
key-date  among  the  Morgan  dollar  series.  A  mere  100,000  1893-S 
dollars  were  coined. 

2606  1893-S  F-15.  Pale  golden  gray  iridescence  on  both  surfaces.  Widely 
regarded  as  the  most  desirable  Morgan  dollar  issue  in  business  strike 
format  (all  known  examples  of  the  celebrated  1895  are  Proofs). 


Choice  Proof-63  1894  $1 


2607  1894  Proof-63.  Mottled  gray  and  magenta  toning  at  the  centers 

changes  to  electric  blue  at  the  borders.  Sharply  struck  and  well  de¬ 
fined.  A  nice  example  of  this  highly  prized  Philadelphia  Mint  date. 


2608  1894  MS-62.  Pale  golden  iridescence  on  lustrous  surfaces.  Only 
1 10,000  business  strike  examples  were  coined,  one  of  the  lowest 
production  figures  in  the  Morgan  dollar  series. 

2609  1894  MS-60.  Lightly  polished  long  ago  and  now  toned  in  delicate 
golden  gray.  A  reverse  rim  bruise  is  noted  at  10:00. 

2610  1894-S  MS-63.  Delicate  golden  gray  toning  ornaments  the  lustrous 
surfaces.  Most  design  features  are  sharply  defined  on  this  example. 

261 1  1895-0  AU-50.  Pale  pearl  gray  toning  with  most  of  the  original 
mint  lustre  still  surviving  in  the  fields.  One  of  the  scarcest  New 
Orleans  Mint  issues. 

2612  1895-0  AU-50.  Lightly  polished  long  ago  and  since  retoned  in 
warm  golden  gray. 
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2613  1896-0  MS-62  (NGC).  Pale  golden  gray  iridescence  on  frosty  sur¬ 

faces.  One  of  the  scarcer  New  Orleans  Mint  dollars  in  Uncircu¬ 
lated  grades  despite  a  generous  production  of  4,900,000  pieces.  It 
seems  that  the  vast  majority  of  these  pieces  were  put  into  circula¬ 
tion  after  the  time  of  striking,  where  they  quickly  wore  down  to 
lower  levels.  Today,  the  1896-0  was  common  in  low  grades  but  is 
quite  elusive  in  Mint  State. 


2614  1896-S  MS-62.  Pearl  gray  toning  on  frosty  surfaces.  Eagerly  sought 
in  EF  and  higher  grades  and  quite  elusive  at  the  MS-62  level. 


2615  1897  Proof-63  (ANACS).  Pale  champagne  toning  in  the  central  ar¬ 
eas  changes  to  blue  and  violet  at  the  borders.  From  a  tiny  Proof 
mintage  of  just  731  pieces. 


2616  1899  MS-65  prooflike.  A  splendid  gem  having  brilliant  surfaces. 

The  sharp  frosty  devices  contrast  nicely  with  the  mirror  fields. 
Outstanding  eye  appeal. 


2617  1899-S  MS-66  PL  (NGC).  A  blazing  gem  example  having  satiny 
motifs  and  nicely  reflective  fields.  The  central  areas  are  brilliant 
changing  to  pleasing  gold  at  the  borders. 

Gem  Proof-64  1900  $1

pagne  iridescence  with  some  wisps  of  golden  brown  and  blue  at 
the  borders. 


2621  192 1-D  MS-63,  deep  mirror  prooflike.  Partially  brilliant  with 

splashes  of  golden  brown  and  blue.  Scarce  and  desirable,  espe¬ 
cially  in  light  of  the  fact  that  the  Denver  Mint  seldom  produced 
coins  having  prooflike  characteristics. 

The  1921-D  is  notable  as  the  only  Morgan  dollar  issue  having  the  “D"  mint- 
mark.

In  fact,  we  wouldn’t  be  surprised  if  someone  with  a 
measuring  device  and  suitable  magnification  could  find  that  this  identical 
mintmark  was  used  on  another  series.

A  handsome  example  showing  better 
than  usual  detail  definition.  Coined  during  the  first  year  of  the 
Peace  dollar  design  type.  The  entire  production  of  Peace  dollars  of 
this  date  was  accomplished  in  December  1921.

Fully  lustrous  and  partially  brilliant  with  some 
blushes  of  pale  gold.

One  of  the  scarcest  Peace  dollar  varieties  in  MS-64  and  higher 
grades.

Probably  most  observers 
wouldn’t  notice  it.  The  mark  is  indicative  of  the  piece  actually  hav¬ 
ing  reached  China.

Most  standard  references  suggest  that  only  510  Proofs  were  coined  in  1877, 
making  it  the  lowest  Proof  mintage  in  the  series  prior  to  1884.

In  the  trade  dollar 
series,  Proof  mintages  and  Proof  availability  are  often  two  different  things.

Briefly  in  late  1879  and  early  1880,  Proof  trade  dollars  became  a  popular 
speculation,  and  quite  a  few  additional  pieces  were  ordered  by  members  of 
the  public  who  placed  their  requests  through  banks.  Most  of  these  later  be¬ 
came  circulated  or  impaired.

The  entire  trade  dollar  series  is  one  of  the  most  fascinating  in  American  nu¬ 
mismatics,  in  our  opinion.  Business  strike  issues  were  produced  from  1873 
through  1878,  and  are  very  collectible  today.  Although  the  1878-CC  is  quite 
scarce,  no  rarity  is  “impossible.”  Indeed,  complete  set  of  business  strikes  can 
he  obtained  for  modest  cost.  Among  Proofs,  all  issues  are  collectible  from 
1873  through  1883,  with  each  issue  being  somewhat  scarce,  but  the  most  often 
seen  being  1879  and  1880.  Proofs  dated  1878  onward  have  the  added  appeal 
of  having  low  total  mintages,  as  no  corresponding  business  strikes  were  made. 

The  present  sale  furnishes  the  opportunity  to  make  an  interesting  beginning 
in  a  specialized  collection  of  the  series.

Sometime  in  the  early  1940s  Wayte  Raymond  learned  that  the  United  States 
government  had  many  dozens  of  undistributed  Philippine  Proof  sets.  These 
were  all  in  yellow  tissue  paper,  a  thin  but  tough  substance  (not  of  the 
absorbant  variety),  and  had  been  packed  away  since  the  time  of  issue.  Some  of 
these  sets  remained  in  groups  and  clumps  on  the  market  through  the  mid-

The  gold  100  litrai  denomination  is  sometimes  referred  to  as  a  gold  octobol. 
Its  purchasing  power  was  the  same  as  two  of  the  large  silver  dekadrachms  so 
admired  by  collectors  through  the  centuries.  While  a  few  of  these  dies  for  the 
gold  issue  were  signed  by  Kimon  and  Euainetos,  this  unsigned  one  is  attrib¬ 
uted  to  Euainetos  on  the  basis  of  style.  In  the  beautifully  produced  catalogue 
of  the  Gulbenkian  Collection,  the  scholar  E.S.G.  Robinson  suggests  that  the 
reverse  type  is  symbolic  of  Syracuse  (as  Herakles)  being  victorious  over 
Carthage  (the  lion  of  Africa).

Born  in  Chicago  in  1923, 
he  attended  Northwestern 
University  and  did  his  sur¬ 
gical  residency  at  Mt.  Sinai 
Hospital.  For  many  years, 
from  1952  through  1985, 
he  was  in  practice  as  a 
general  surgeon  in  Colo¬ 
rado  Springs,  Colorado, 
in  the  shadow  of  the  Rocky  Mountains. 

A  man  of  many  interests,  including  stamp  collecting,  Dr. 
Nitka’s  fascination  soon  spread  to  the  history  and  coinage  of 
the  Channel  Islands.  The  catalyst  was  provided  in  1964  when 
he  and  his  wife  took  their  first  trip  to  Guernsey,  off  the  coast 
of  England,  to  visit  the  birthplace  of  his  father-in-law,  A.J. 
Laine.  He  quickly  learned  that  the  islands  had  a  fascinating 
background,  with  a  monetary  history  dating  back  into  previous 
centuries,  and  an  intriguing  political  history.  His  interest 
piqued,  Dr.  Nitka  built  a  library  on  the  subject,  studied  coins 
and  history  intently,  and  before  long  became  recognized  as  the 
standard  authority  on  this  somewhat  arcane  but  quite  interest¬ 
ing  British  Commonwealth  numismatic  specialty.  Along  the 
way  his  cabinet  continued  to  grow,  and  he  was  given  first 
chance  to  acquire  many  pieces  as  they  came  on  the  market 
through  dealers  in  Europe  and  America. 

Dr.  Nitka  joined  the  American  Numismatic  Association  in 
1967,  the  year  the  ANA  Headquarters  was  built,  a  short 
distance  from  where  he  lived  in  Colorado  Springs.  For  many 
years  thereafter  he  had  numismatics  at  his  very  doorstep. 

Dr.  Charles  Nitka  passed  away  in  1996.  His  widow,  Ruth,  met 
with  Dave  Bowers  last  year,  and  the  present  consignment  is  the 
result.  We  express  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Nitka  and  to  the 
memory  of  the  fine  numismatist  who  assembled  the  coins  we 
now  offer. 


The  Coins  of  the  Channel  Islands 

The  coins  of  the  Anglo-Norman  Isles,  those  of  Guernsey  an  | 
Jersey,  reflect  the  history  of  both  Britain  and  France  for  ove 
200  years.  Beginning  with  the  Gaulish  series,  the  coins  thai 
circulated  were  Celtic  imitations  of  ancient  Greek  and  Roma 
types,  followed  by  the  French  series  (being  the  main  current 
of  the  Channel  Islands  for  over  a  thousand  years),  and  finally! 
by  the  semi-autonomous  coins  of  modern  Britain. 

The  variety  of  currencies  which  circulated  in  these  relativel 
small,  but  strategically  situated,  islands  is  truly  remarkable) 
Geographically,  the  largest  islands  arejersey,  Guernsey,  Aider 
ney,  Sark  and  Herm.  In  all  these  locales,  there  was  a  greai 
shortage  of  coins  during  the  Napoleonic  War;  tokens  whicl 
were  minted  privately  and  later  by  the  government  are  amon:| 
the  rarest  of  pieces  from  the  Channel  Islands. 

During  more  contemporary  times,  French  as  well  as  Britisl 
influence  has  been  strong.  In  1834  British  currency  was  prc| 
claimed  the  official  money  of  Jersey;  a  step  taken  by  Guernse 
in  1921. 

Silver  did  not  play  an  important  role  in  the  Channel  Islands 
as  counterfeiting  was  a  lucrative— as  well  as  felonious— activity 
Before  1914,  one  ounce  of  silver  was  worth  2-1/2  shillings;  tha* 
same  amount  of  bullion  would  yield  five  shillings  in  coin 
People  used  either  gold  or  paper  currency  for  larger  purchases- 
In  addition  there  was  a  limited  amount  of  foreign  silver  coin 
in  circulation,  and  an  extensive  series  of  copper  and  bronzi 
coins  served  for  small  daily  transactions.  During  the  Victoriai 
era,  many  limited  issues,  sub-varieties,  and  Proofs  of  bronze 
were  minted  by  many  companies.  Boulton,  Watt  and  Co.  (Soh< 
Mint,  Birmingham),  Henry  Jay  and  Co.  (Birmingham),  Pari 
tridge  and  Co.  (Birmingham),  R.  Heaton  and  Sons  (now  Th» 
Mint,  Birmingham.  Ltd.),  and  the  Royal  Mint  (London)  pro 
duced  coins  for  the  Channel  Islands,  providing  for  collector 
a  great  challenge  in  assembling  a  date  run  or,  for  the  more 
specialized,  a  collection  showing  the  various  die  pairings. 

An  advanced,  world-class  collection  has  been  formed  o> 
these  fascinating  coins;  we  at  Bowers  and  Merena  are  pleased 
to  offer  the  creme  de  la  creme  from  this  decades-long  search.  Th<- 
coins  presented  have  been  carefully  selected  for  their  preserve 
tion,  and  the  various  date  runs  in  custom  plastic  holders  ar« 
indeed  spectacular.

LESHER  DOLLARS 


3135  1900  Lesher  dollar.  Zerbe-1.  EF-45.  Serial:  64  (engraved  rather 
than  stamped  digits  as  is  characteristic  of  all  examples  according  to 
Adna  Wilde).  Warm  golden  gray  toning  with  a  fine  scratch  to  the 
right  of  MERCHANDISE  as  illustrated.  The  obverse  and  reverse 
designs  consist  entirely  of  inscriptions,  without  the  Pikes  Peak  Sil¬ 
ver  Mine  motif  as  seen  on  the  other  varieties  in  the  Lesher  series. 
Only  100  examples  of  Z-l  are  believed  to  have  been  produced. 

In  1900  and  1901  Joseph  W.  Lesher,  an  Ohioan  who  lived  in  Victor,  Colo¬ 
rado,  at  the  time/issued  a  series  of  octagonal  silver  “souvenirs”  or  “dollars."  A 
news  item  dated  November  13,  1900  noted: 

“Mr.  Lesher  proposes  to  demonstrate  that  the  ‘intrinsic  vale’  theory  is  a  de¬ 
lusion  and  a  snare.  His  silver  at  the  present  quotation  cost  65  cents  per  ounce, 
the  expense  of  coining  is  15  cents— 80  cents  in  all— but  he  values  the  dollars  at 
$1.25  and  intends  to  keep  them  above  par.  .Although  he  is  confident  that  the 
silver  alone  is  really  worth  $1.29  an  ounce,  he  admits  that  other  people  may  be 
prejudiced.  Therefore  he  promises  to  pay  $1.25  in  U.S.  money  on  demand  for 
each  'referendum'  dollar.  In  order  to  avoid  any  entanglement  with  the  govern¬ 
ment  Mr.  Lesher  makes  his  dollars  eight-sided." 

A  few  years  ago  an  admirer  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  pre¬ 
sented  as  a  gift  the  original  Joseph  Lesher  house  in  Victor.  Today  in  1997  it  is 
owned  by  the  Association,  but  as  the  area  has  experienced  boom  times  with  le¬ 
galized  gambling,  it  is  rented  out  in  order  to  add  in  a  small  way  to  ANA  yearly 
revenues.  For  souvenir  purposes,  a  new  variety  of  “Lesher  dollar"  was  created 
from  scratch  in  the  1980s,  in  connection  with  the  house,  and  was  brought  to 
market  by  Edward  C.  Rochette,  long-term  executive  director  and  leading  light 
of  the  ANA.  The  pieces  were  serially  stamped  and  at  the  time  No.  1  was  sent  to 
an  ANA  member  in  New  Hampshire.

19th-century  collector  Augustus  G.  Heaton  is  best  remembered  for  his  trea¬ 
tise  on  Mint  Marks,  published  in  1893,  which  did  much  to  popularize  collect¬ 
ing  coins  struck  by  various  branch  mints.  A  man  of  incredible  talents,  Heaton 
also  designed  the  50-cent  commemorative  stamp  for  the  1893  Columbian  Ex¬ 
position,  wrote  poetry,  and  was  an  accomplished  author.  He  did  much  of  this 
from  his  summer  retreat  in  the  mountains  near  Lauray,  Virginia,  where  he 
went  to  escape  the  heat  of  his  regular  venue,  Washington,  D.C.  Clark  E. 
Gilhousen  was  a  collector,  who  would  have  been  forgotten  except  that  his 
name  was  brought  back  to  life,  so  to  speak,  by  Superior  Galleries  a  few  years 
ago,  when  it  graced  the  front  of  a  catalogue  containing  material  that  was  pri¬ 
marily  the  property  of  A.J.  Ostheimer  (per  correspondence  from  Ira  Goldberg 
of  that  firm).

The  book  features 
Proofs  of  the  obverse  and  reverse  designs  of  the  first  three  issues 
of  Fractional  Currency,  including  all  denominations  from  3C  to 
50C  Martin  Gengerke,  writing  in  1993,  was  aware, of  only  11  sur¬ 
viving  copies  of  this  book,  which  were  presented  Up  President  An¬ 
drew  Johnson,  members  of  his  cabinet,  and  other  important  offi¬ 
cials.  Although  18  are  thought  to  have  been  originally  made,  seven 
remained  untraced  as  of  May  1993,  and  it  is  conceivable  that  some 
copies  may  no  longer  exist.  At  least  two  copies  are  impounded  in 
major  public  collections. 

The  presently  offered  copy  is  among  the  finest  known  showing 
some  trivial  scuffing  and  some  light  foxing  on  the  pages.  It  was 
presented  to  Gideon  Welles  on  May  10,  1866,  and  remained  in  his 
family  until  1981.  It  was  subsequently  in  the  collections  of  Martin 
Gengerke  and  Herman  Halpern. 

Gideon  Welles  was  born  in  Glastonbury,  Connecticut  in  1802.  While  still  in 
his  20s  he  became  editor  and  part  owner  of  the  Hartford  Times,  and  also  served 
in  the  Connecticut  legislature.  He  was  the  postmaster  at  Hartford  from  1836 
to  1841.  In  the  1850s  he  was  among  the  organizers  of  the  Republican  Party, 
and  established  the  Republican  newspaper,  the  Hartford  Evening  Press  in  1856. 
He  was  secretary  of  the  Navy  during  the  administrations  of  Abraham  Lincoln 
and  Andrew  Johnson.  His  diary  was  published  in  three  volumes  in  1911.

This  meant  that  strips  of  brass  alloy  would  have  been 
processed  at  the  same  time  as  the  regular  bronze  strips  for  the  U.S.  cent,  mak¬ 
ing  it  possible  for  one  or  more  of  the  strips  to  get  switched  to  the  wrong  coin 
production.
